tcnfions to the City of Ferrara^ the Sparks 
that iirfl kindled fo mifchievous a Com- 
buftion. And though he w^as ardently 
defirous of turning his Arms agamft the 
Duke, yet, either becaufe he thought it 
caller to obtain his Ends by way of Ac- 
commodation than by War, or trufted 
more to fecret Artifices than to plain and 
open Dealings, he chofe to hearken firft 
to the Marquis of Mantoua^ who fuppli- 
cated him to grant Leave to Alfonfo dEfte 
to come in Perfon to Rome^ humbly to afk 
Pardon of his Holinefs, and beg that 
ke would- receive him into Favour on

the Duke by fo great a Favour, than to 
fufFer the Church to increafe its Grandeur 
by a further Addition of his State. The 
Colonnas alfo were unwearied in their En- 
deavours for the fame Purpofe, as they 
were become cordial Friends to Alfonfoy 
becaufe the King of France^ after the Bat- 
tle of i2^w«;?^, having demanded of him 
Fabritio Colonna his Prifoner, the Duke, 
firft by denying, and afterwards inter- 
pofing various Excufes, fo long delayed to 
grant the King's Requeft, till the fucceed- 
ing Revolution of Affairs put it in his 
Power to give Fabritio his Liberty, in the 
moft acceptable Manner, without ^any 
Comp€;nfation, 

The Duke then took his Journey to

The Pope had inviteS the Peo^e of 
R^ioy who were under no fmali Appre- 
heniions from the prefent turbulent Junc- 
ture, to follow the Example of Partm 
and Piacenzay by pitting themfelves into 
the Hands of the Church ; and, that his 
Sollicitatidns might have the more Effect, 
had ordered the Duke of UrbinOy witfi 
fome Troops, into the Modenefi. Vitfruft 
had made the fame Attempt in behalf of 
Ccejary for which End he went in Perfon 
toReggio*, and the Cardinal //'J^(?, who 
in the Abfence of his Brother had the* 
Management of his State, knowing that 
he could not preferve that City, and judg- 
ing that it would be lefs pernicious to the 
A 4 Intereft 
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^' ^- Intercft of his Family that it fhould come 
i ^Jl^ under the Power of G^r, who had no 
, Pretenfions on Ferrardy and in whofe Af- 
fairs a greaiter Variety might be expefted*, 
advifed the Inhabitants rather to acknow- 
ledge themfelves under the Jurifdiftion of 
the Empire* But they anfwered that they 
would follow the Example of their Duke, 
who was gone to wait upon the Pontiff, 
P^^^*^* and not upon. G^r, and introduced into 
of ^/j;fw.the Town the Troops of the Church, who 
by their artful Management got Pofleffion 
alfo of the Cittadel, though Vitfrufi had 
put a Garrifon into it. At laft the Qzr- 
fagnana alfo furrendered to the Duke of 
UrbinOy who after that returned to jB?- 
lognai where he dilbanded all his Troops. 
For the Confederates being highly diffatis- 
fied with the Pope at his taking Pofleffion 
oi Parma and Piacenzaj the Cardinal of 
Sion had caufed it to be notified to the 
Duke that the common Enemies being 
vanquifhed and overthrown, it was not nc- 
ceflary to proceed any farther.

But the Duke of F^rr^r^, being under 
no fmall Apprehenfions from the Pope's 
Obduracy, and his poflcfling himfelf of 
Reggioy demanded, by means of the Spa-- 
ntjh Ambaffador and Fabritio Colanna^ 
which Noblemeri had never left him fince 
he came to jR^/wd*, his Leave to return to 
Ferrara. The Pope fhewed himfelf re- 
luctant to this Demand, and declared that 
the Pafs he had given th6 Duke on account 
of his Differences v^rith the Church was no 
Protedion againft his privat? Creditors, 
mauyof whom had demanded Juftice to 
be done them. The Ambaffador and Cb- 
hmna frankly anfwered, that he ought not 
to perfuade himfelf that they would fuffer 
hftn to break his Faith with the Duke and 
them. And the next Morning, to prevent 
any new Obftacles from the Pope, Fa-- 
britio mounted on Horfeback, and rode 
towards the Gate of San Giovanni in L^-Dake^of 
teranoy the Duke and Marc' Antonio Co-^^owl 
lonna following at a fmall Diftance. At^«»'* 
the Gate he found a much ftronger Guard 
than ufual, which forbid his Paffage ; but 
he being too ftrongoyerpowered them, and 

waited 
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A. Z). waited for the Duke at the Gate, and con- . 

Jil\!ll^du<5led him fafc to Marino -, by which he 
folly recompenfed him> as is commonly 
believed, for the Kindnefs he had received 
of him in granting him his Liberty, fince 
none doubted but that the Pope, if he had 
not been prevented by the C^bnndsy v^ould 
have imprif(Mied him ; but now his Paflkge 
being intercepted by Land, he returned 
not long after by Sea to Ferrard^. 

During thefe Traniadions the Pontiff, 
retaining the fame Enmity that he had be- 
fore to the Liberty of the Florentines^ 
procured, by means of the Cardinal of 
SioHy that the aujdliary Soldiers which 
they had granted to the King of France 
ihould be difarmed and ftripped. Of thefe 
Troops thofc which ferved in th^ Army 
under Luca Savello^ to the Number of an

Hundred and Twent;^ Men at Anna, and 
Sixty light HcMrfe, tjle reft under Fran-s 
cefco Torelk remaining in Ganifbn at 
Brefei^^ had, before tb? Fremh pa^ed die 
P^, obtained a Pafs from SioUy and the 
Word of Honour oiGian Pagoh BagJime^ 
and of aimoft all the other Venetian Com-^ 
manders for their fafe Return into Tt^any. 
But as they were in their Quarters near 
Cremona^ the Venetian Soldiers, according 
to the Directions which they had received^ 
fell upon them,, and plundered them, with 
tlie Confent of Sion^ who, as ibme affirm, Perfidiooi 
that the Fad: might be xrooMnitted with the S2"^ 
more Safety, had fent thither Two Thou-Caramil 
fand Foot, confidering that they were 
quartered with the Regiments of Triwilzii^ 
and the Grand Shield-bearer of Frattce, 
which, becaofe they were aimoft whdljr 
compoied of ItalianSy had alfo obtained a 
Pafs. As foon as the Pli^nder was com-* 
mitted, the Cardinal of Sion fent to Cbri-^ 
ftophoro Moro and Fagoh Capelh^ « the Pro-. 
yeditors of the Senate, to demand the 
Booty as belonging to thtSwi/s j but they 
refilling it, and going the next Day to 
the Camp of the Swifs to coaler with iS/W, 

were 
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A. D. 5verc feized and carried as Prifoners before 
L-lCIj yacopo Staffier their General, and by him 
condudked to the Cardinal, where they 
were forced to enter into an Obligation to 
pay Six Thoufand Ducats in Compenfation 
for what they had feized, his Eminence 
not chufing that any others but the Swijs 
fliould reap the Fruits of his Perfidy ; of 
which he gave another Specimen by infift- 
ihg that Nicolo Capponiy thfe Florentine Am- 
baflador, who had retired to Cafal Cerva^ 
gioy and had obtained a Pafs from him, 
(hould be delivered up to him as a Prifoner 
by the Marquis of Monferrato. 

In the meantime the Venetian Senate, 
defirous to employ their Strength for the 
Recovery of Brefcia and Crema^ earneftly 
foUicited the Return of their Forces, 
which the Cardinal, on Pretence of lead- 
ing them, in Conjundtion with the Swifsj 
into Piedmont againft the Duke of. Savoy 
and the Marquis of SaluzzOy who had 
taken the Part of the King of France^ 
would not permit. And that Reafon after- 
wards ceafing by the great Incr^afe of the 
Numbcrof the iSw/)?, and the Affurance 

that

that the French Troops were paiTed beyond 
the Mountains, the Cardinal would nei- ^ 
ther give his Confent nor Refufal to the . 
Departure of thefe Troops ; which was 
fuppofed to proceed from the Inftances of 
C^r^with a Defign that the Senate fhould 
not recover thofe Towns. But while the 
Swifs were in Alexandria^ the Venetian 
Troops on a fudden departed from Bofco^ 
and pafled thcP^ without any Hindrance rm/ww 
to Ca'va in the Cremonefe^ the Cardinal, J^P*"^ 
who doubtlefs might have prevented them, s^ifi. , 
conniving at their Departure, as it was 
fupppfed, at the Requeft of the Pope. 
The Venetians having pafled the Poy di- 
vided their Forces, Part of which marched 
againfl Brefciay and the refl: againft Crema^ 
which -Towns were garrifoned by the 
French. The Garrifon of Brefcia making 
a Sally,' and attacking the Venetians at the 
Village of Paterna^ were repulfed within 
their Walls with the Lofs of above Three 
Hundred Men*.

J. D. great a Share in the Dangers and Trou- 
f bles of the War j the Pope alfo was wil- 
ling tp Ratify their Defires. On the other 
hand Cafar^ by whofe Will the King faff 
Aragm muft at laft be directed, defigiied 
to appropriate thefe Towns to himfelf, 
and befides to deprive the Venetians oi^ 
that was adjudged to him by the Treaty 
^ of Cambray. Cafar and the Catholic 
King privately treated between themfelves 
about caiifing the Dutchy of Milan to de- 
volve on one of their common Nephews. 
On the contrary the Pope and xhc Swifs 
openly ufed all their Endeavours for the 
Reftoration of Majjimiliano^ the" Son of 
Ladovico Sforza^ who after the Ruin -of 
his Father had conftantly refided in Ger^ 
many^ to his paternal Dignity, according 
to the firfl: Agreement. What induced 
the Pope was his Defire . that Baly might 
not fall entirely under Slavery to the Ger^ 
mam and Spaniards ^ and -the Swifs were 
moved, by the Confideration of their own 
Advantage, to wilh that the State of Milan 
^ might not be governed by too potent a 
. Prince, but by one who could not fupport 
himfelf witljout their Affiftancc. But this ^ 

Affair 
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AfFair depending almoft entirely upon ^' ^• 
them, in Hvhofe Power that State was,cJli^^ 
aud the Terror of their Arms being in 
high Reputation, the Pope, to confirm 
them in their Refolution, and that he 
might ufe them on all Occafions as a 
Bridle ready at Hand, for reftraining the 
Ambition of Cafar and the Catholic King, 
employed all his Art and Induftry to gain 
their Friendjfhip. For this End, be- 
fides publicly extolling to the Skies the 
Valour of the Helvetian Nation, and mag- 
nij^ing the Exploits which they had per- 
formed for the Welfare of the Apoftolic 
See, to do them Honour he prefented 
them with the Banners of the Church, 
and beftowed upon them the very glorious 
Title of Aiders and Defenders of the Ec- 
clefiaftic Liberty. , 

Another Caufeof Diflenfion among ggcond 
the Allies was occafioned as follows : TheCaufe. 
Viceroy having recruited the Spanijh 
Troops which after the Defeat at Ravenna 
had all retired together with him into the 
Kingdom of NapkSj and put himfelf 
in Motion to pafs with them into Lom^

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^. D, hatdy^y the Pope and the Venetians refufed 
^..-y-ljto renew the Paynient of the Forty ThovH- 
land Ducats a Month, which had been in- 
'permitted after the Defeat^ alledgiog that, 
fincC; the French were pafled beyond the? 
Mountains, they were not fubjeft to that 
Obligation, which, according to the Ar- 
ticles of the Confederacy, ceafed whcaiever 
the French ihould be driven out of Italy ^ 
To this it was anfwered, in behalf of the 
King of Aragony that the King of France 
could not be faid to be driven out of Italy 
while Brefcia^ CremUy and fo many For- 
treffes befides were in his Powet. 

Besides this, the Catholic King com- 
plained together with Cafar that the Ppn- 
Third ^^ appropriating to himfelf the Rewards 
Canfc of the common Vidlory, and ufurping 
what manifeftly belonged to others,' had, 
on Pretences either counterfeit, or grown 
obA>let;e by Length of Time, taken Pof- 
fefiion oi Parma and Fiacenza^ Cities that 
for a long Succeflion of Years had beea. 
held by thofe who were Lords of Milan as 
Fiefs of the Empire.

Th£R£ appeared alfo among the Al-i^xv-*-^ 
lies a Divcrfity of Sentiments with relpcft Fourth 
to the Affairs of the Duke of Ferrara, the^*'*^** 
Pontiff being inflamed with the fame co- 
vetous Defire of acquiring his State, and, 
the King of' A^^agon equally defirous to 
prefcrve him, and befidcs provoked againft 
the Pope, as it was fuppofed, for attempt- 
bg to detain the Duke at Romej contrary 
to his Word given to him. For thefe 
Rcafons the Pope abflained for the prefent 
from molefling Ferrara^ waiting perhaps 
till Afiairs of greater Importance were firft 
fettled 5 in the Determination of. whi?b 
C^r being willing to intervene, fent into 
Italy the Bifhop of Goritz, who had been 
appointed for that Expedition fo long ago 
as when, after the Battle of Ravenna, a 
Peace was treated of between the Pontiff 
and the King of France ^ bccaufe he was ap- 
prchcnfive that an Agreement might be 
concluded between them without any 
Regard had to his Interefl; and, though ^ 
Revolution fucceeded in the public Afkits^ 
he continued in his Refolution to fend the 
Bifhop.

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There came alfo under Confideration 
the Affairs of the Florentines^ who labour- 
iit/of ing under Doubts and Sufpicions began to 
the F/.- fg^i ^g ^^^ EfFefts of that Neutrality which

ccnfurcd. they had imprudendy chofen, and to be 
convinced that it was no fufficient Security 
to rely on the Juftice of the Caufe where 
Prudence was wanting. For in the prefent 
War they had not offended the Confede- 
rates, nor lent the King of France any 
Succours but what they were obliged to 
furnifh for the Defence of the State of 
Milan^ by the Confederacy they had mad« 
with him in Conjundtion with the Catholic 
King. They had not fuffered the Spanijh 
Soldiers, in their Flight froni the Battle 
bf Ravenna^ to be molefted in their Do- 
minions, for which the King of Aragon^ 
' with his own Mouth, had returned Thanks 
to the Florentine Ambaffador. And, wha^ 
Is more, they had entirely gratified his 
Demands by correfpondent Fids ; for after 
the Departure of the Council from Fifa^ 
both his Minifters in Italy ^ and the King 
liimfelf had offered to their Ambaflador 
to be obliged to defend their Republic 
^ againfl 
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againft all AiTaults^ provided they promifed 
not to de{cndBok>gnain(^r bear Arms againft 
thcChurchnor favour thePj/5j«Conventicle; 
which wasobferv'd. But they, being pre- 
vented by their civil Broils from chufing 
the better Part, neither joined with the 
King of France nor with the AUies ; and 
obferving Day after Day a Kind of dubious 
Neutrality, the Refult of unfteady and 
broken Counfels, but never coming to an 
unanimous Refolution, nor making a pub- 
lic Declaration that they would obferve it, 
they highly offended the King of France, 
who had at firft promifed himfelf great Af- 
fiftance from them, not in the leaft miti- 
gated the Hatred of the Pope, and fuflered 
the King of Aragon to enjoy, without any 
Recompenfe, the Fruits of their Neutra- 
lity ,which he would gladly have purchafed 
by an Agreement. 



The Pontiff then, fHmulatcd by his 
Hatred of the Gonfaloniere, and by the 
antient Defire, inherent in the Popes, of , 
having Authority in that Republic, earnefl- 
ly foUicited the Refloration of the Family 
of the Medici to its prilline Grandeur, the 

King 
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fang of Aragm alfo, though his Words 
^to the Florentine Ambaflador did not agree 
with his Aftions, concurring, but not 
Wkh fo touch Ardor, in the fame Projed:, 
from an Apprehcnfion that in cafe of any 
Movement the Republic would be biaffed, 
by the Authority of the Gonfaloniere, in 
favour of the King oi France -^^ nay it wa$ 
fu^dted that even if the Gonfaloniere were 
i-etrioved, and a free Government inftituted, 
the new-created and antient Dependencies 
on the Grown of France would fway the 
Commonwealth to the fame Side. But - 
the Refolutioni to be taken on this Head 
were referved, together with odier Pointsi 
for the Coming oiGoritZy with whom the 
CoBpeft Viceroy and the Minifters of the other 
^rWtf«- Confederates had appointed a Congrefs at 
Mantoua.

the Pope fent to Florence Lorenzo Pucct\ 

Di^ands ^ Fhrentiney his Datary, and afterwards a 

of the Cardinal by the Tide of Santi ^attrOy 

4fn!f!!'' who, in Concert with the Agent of the 

Viceroy, foUicited ^c Florentines to join in 

the League, and to contribute towards the 

Expenccs 
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Expences of the War againft the French. 
This was the Pretext alledged for hi« 
Coming, but his real Bufincfs was to ex-* 
plorc the Minds of the Citizens. Malny 
Dayrs were fpent in debating on his De- 
mands, without coming to a Concluiion i 
the Fhrentinis offering to pay a cfertaia 
Sum of Money to the Confederates, but 
to die Demand of entering into the League, 
and declaring againft the King of France^ 
they returned a dubious Anfwer. The 
Reafbn why they anfwcred in general and 
evafive Terms was partly an Opinion 
(which was true) that thefe Prbpofals 
were made with an artful Defign to en- 
fnare them ; in which they were confirm- 
ed by the Anfwer made at T^rent by the 
Bifliop of Goriix to their AmbaiSador 
whom they had fent to meet him. For 
that Prelate, when he was put in mind 
of the Agreement made with Cafar at 
Vicenza^ and ligned with his own Hand, 
by which he was bound to defend the 
Florentines^ feemed to make no AcQount 
of it, but affured him that the Pontiff had 
a Defign to moleft them, and that Cc^ar^ 
on their^paying him Forty Thoufand Du- 
B 4 cats« 
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cats, would deliver them from that Dan- 
ger. He added that the Confederacy be- 
tween Qefar and the King of France fHl! 
fubfifted, and therefore he advifed them 
not to enter into the League till Cafar had 
acceded to it. The Florentines would 
not have been averfe from purehafing 
their Tranquillity with a Sum of Money, 
had they not doubted that the Authority 
of Cafar alone, tho' Goritz affirmed that 
the Spaniards would conform themfelves 
to his Will, was not fufficient to fccure 
them from the ill Dcfigns of the others ; 
they flood therefore in Sufpenfe, that they 
-might with the more mature Advice dif- 
pofe of their Balm to him who had it in 
his Power to apply it to their Infirmity. 
This was perhaps wifely confidered ; but 
then it happened that, either through 
Imprudence, or their ufual Contentions, 
or too much Confidence in the Militia of 
their own Dominions, they neglected to 
provide themfelves with a Body of well- 
difciplined Troops, which would have 
been always in readinefs to defend them 
againft a fudden Attack, or at leaft have 
ferved to facilitate an Agreement with the 

Con- 
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.Confederates, who would be the more ^- ^- 

I C 1 2 

eafily difpofed tO; it when they knew itu„..y.i^ 
would be difficult to fqrce them into their 
Terms. 

During thefe Tranfaftipns the Yictvoy Spaniards 
at the Head of the Spanijh^ Foot ar-»»«i»y- 
rived in the Bolognefi^ but , being ifi 
Want of Money, his Troops, difappointed 
of their pfomifed Pay, ran in fo tumul- 
tous a Manner to his Tent, threatening to 
murder him, that he had hardly Time to 
fave himfelf by flying privately toward* 
Modena. Part of thefe Forces moved to- 
wards theCountry of thei%r^;^//;z^j; the 
reft continued in their Quarters, but lived 
in a lawlefs Manner, without Order or 
Command, till after three or four Days 
their Spirits were compofed by receiving 
Part of their Arrears, and the Viceroy 
and all the Troops returned to the Army, 
which engaged to remain in the fame 
Situation till the Viceroy fhould have 
finiflied his Negotiations at Mantouay 
where G(?r/te was already arrived. When 
.that Prelate paflcd through the Veroitefey 
the French who lay in Garrifon at Lignago^ 

having 
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^- P' having rcfufed many Offcrt from the ^;?^^ 
iJIl^tidns Itirfendered that Town to him, 
whkh they conld no longer hold, by 
Order, as it ^as fuppofed, ivoTaPalijfe^ 
who gave the fame Directions to the Gar- 
rifons of the other Towns, with a View 
to foment the Differences between Cafar 
and the Vinetians. But the Garrifon of 
LignagOy tho' provided with a Pafs from 
GoritZy had the Misfortune to be plun- 
dered by the Venetian Army which lay 
encamped before Brefciay whither they 
had returned from BofcOy after they had 
without Difficulty recovered Bergamo^ but 
they forbore to befiege the Town, being 
prohibited, as it was faid, by the Cardinal 
of Sion. 

I N the Congrefs at Mantoua it was re- 

folved that Maffimiliano Sforza fliould be 

Refola- P^' ^^ Poffeffion of the Dutchy of Milariy 

tions of agreeably to the ardentDefire of thePeople, 

grels at the Conceffion of Cafar and the King of 

Mantoum. JragMy and the couftant Intentions of the 

Pope and the Swifs 5 and that the Time 

fliould be fixed by^e Pope with GoritZy 

who was to go to Romey and treat v^rith 

his 
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his Holincfs of confifming the Friendfhip 
between him and Cafar^ and of making 
an Agreement between Cajar and the 
Fenettansy that by means of one common 
Union the Peace of Itafy might be fecurcd 
from any future Difturbances by the 
French. 



In the fame AfTembly came under 
Debate an Undertaking againft the Fb^l^"^^ 
rentinesy which was follicited by GiuHaM Mtdid 
de^ Medici in his own Name and that of ^ *^' 
the Cardinal. A Revolution, he fuppofed, 
might be eafily efFeded in that State thro' ' 
the Divifions of the Citizens^ many of 
whom defired their Return ; and by t 
private Intelligence which, he faid, they 
maintained with feme noble and powerful 
Perfonages ; and becaufe the Florentines^ 
having Part of their Men at Arms dif-*- 
perfed in Lombardy^ and the reft confined 
in Brefciay had not a Force fufficient td 
defend themfelves againft ^y fudden At^ 
tack. He laid before the Affembly the 
Confequence which, befides the Money ' 
offered, would refult from their Reftora- 
tion^ which would be, the Taking the 

Power 
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Power of Florence out of the Hands of 
one who intirely depended on the King of 
France^ and committing it to the Manage-: 
ment of Pcrfons who, being injured and 
abufed by that King, would acknowledge 
no other Dependence and Alliance but 
that of the Confederates. He was fe-r 
conded in the Name of the Pope by JB^r- 
nardo da Bibbienay afterwards a Cardinal, 
who was deputed by the Pope for this 
very Purpofe, and had been educated witl^ 
his Brothers from their Childhood in tbq 
Family of the Medici. 

At the Congrefs was fent to the 
Biihpp of GoritZy Giovaii Vittorio Soderiniy 
AmbaiTador of Florence^ a Lawyer, and 
Brother to the Gonfaloniere ; but nothing 
>yas faid to him, or demanded of him, 
by the Viceroy, or in the Name of the 
League. The Bifhop only reprefented to 
him the Danger, and advifed him to agree 
with Ceefar by complying with his firft 
Demand, on which Condition he offered 
that Cafar and the King of Aragon fhould 
jtake the Florentines under their Proteftion. 
,But the Ambaflador, having no Authority 

' to 
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to conclude an Agreement, could only ^' ^• 
make his Report to the Republic, and ex-vJ£J^l^ 
pedt their Anfwer, while in the mean time 
he, neither by himfelf nor by others, 
made any Applications to the Viceroy, noi* 
ufed any other Means to fruftrate the Pro- 
pofals of the Medici/ The Enterprize 
was however attended with many Diffi- 
culties in itfelf i for the Viceroy's Army 
was not fo ftrong as to induce him to 
try its Force without Neceffity ; and Go^ 
ritZy to prevent the Venetians from re- 
covering Brefciuy or making any further 
Progrefs, was defirous that the Spaniards 
fhould march with all poffible Speed into 
Lombardy. It was believed therefore that ^^ - ^^ 
if the Florentines had laid afide their nig-mony of 
gardly chaiFering about' the Price, as the |***^^^ 
imminent Danger required, and confented 
to give to Cafar the Money he had de- 
manded, and made a Prefent of a hand- 
fome Sum to the Viceroy, who was in 
extreme Neceffity, they might, eafily have 
diverted the Storm 3 and that Goritz and 
the Viceroy would perhaps have been 
more forward to come to an Agreement 
with the Florentines^ who, they were furc, 
' • would 



renttnes* 
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A. J}, would be careful to diftrharge their Oblj- 
yll^JI^gations, than with the Midici^ who had 
nothing to give them before they were 
reftored by the Force of Anns to Florence. 
But, either through Carelcflhefs, or the 
Maliguity of Men, th/e Caufe of that City 
being in a manner wholly abandoned, it 
was refqlved that the Spanijh Army, at- 
tended by the Cardinal and Gtuliano de^ 
^edici^ fliould t^rn their March toward* 
Florence I and that the Cardinal, whoni 
the Pope in this Expedition had declared 
Legate of Tu/cany^ fliould call to his 
Aj[fiftance the Soldiers of the Church, 
and thofe of the neighbouring Towns 
whom he thought fit for his Purpofe. 

The TJufinefs of the Congrels being 

difpafched, the Viceroy returned into the 

Viceroy 5«%^^> and immediately put his Troops 

againft W Motiou agaiuft the Fhrentines^ who 

thcF/ii. having not been before apprifed of what 

' was refolved at Mantoua^ had very litde 

Time to make the neceflary Provifions for 

thw jOefence. The Viceroy near the 

Frontiers was joined by the Cardinal, 

lyhQ had brought with him from Bologna , 

two 
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two battering Pieces of Cannon, of which 
the Spaniards were quite uxxprovided. 
The Cardinal came attended by Franciotta 
Orjinoj and the VitelU^ Commjinders pf; 
the Church ; but without their Reginoieiits^ 
which, with the other Troops of the 
Church, were flopped by the Duke of 
UrbinQy^ho^ tho' he had mamtWKd GiuU^ 
4no d^' MAdid fome Years in hisi Court, aad 
had always profeffed to. defire the Ad- 
vancement of his Family, yet, whatever 
might now be the Reafon, had denied tQ 
accooimodate. th^ Army widi Artilleryj^ 
or Affiftance of any kind from his Soldiers 
or Subjei^ts, difre^arding the Pope's Orders, 
iOgniiied both to him and to his. Subje(3s 
of the neighbouring Towns of the 
Chul-ch, by ample Briefs, to a^H: them* 

The Viceroy was no fooner entered 
the Florentine Dominions than he was 
met by an Ambaflador of the Republic^ 
who, after reprefpnting to that Qqner4 
the great Refpe(9i which the Florentine^ 
had always pai4 to the King of Jp'agm^ 
and their unUameable Behaviour in this 
laft War, and what Advapt?gQs the King 
* might 
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might cxpeft from receiving them into 
^his Friendihip, intrfeated him, that before 
he proceeded any further, he would pleafe 
to fignify what he required of them, fince 
they were ready to fatisfy all reafonable 
Demands as far as lay in their Power. 
The Viceroy anfwered, that his Coming 
Was in Purfoance of a Rcfolution taken, 
not only by the Catholic King, but by all 
the Confederates, for the common Secu- 
rity of Ttafyy confidering that, while the 
Gonfaloniere remained at the Head of the 
Adminiftration in their City, they could 
hot aflure themfelves that the Republic 
would not, on fome Occafion or other, 
declare for the King of France. Where- 
^"^th?* ^^^^ ^^ demanded, in the Name of all 
Viceroy thfe Confederates, that the Gonfaloniere 
In^en^^ ihould be deprived of his Office, and that 
iines. fuch a Form of Government fliould be 
feftablifhed as would not give Occafion of 
Umbrage to the allied Powers, which 
could not be eiFedled without reftoring the 
Cardinal and Oiuliano de Medici to their 
Country. If thefe Demands, he faid, 
Were fatisfied, any other Matters in Dif- 
pute might ht eafily accommodated ; and 
• - - that 
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that he might return and make his Report^ -^- ^• 
or by fome other Way acquaint his Mafters k^J^^^ 
with the Intentions of the General, who 
in the mean time would not ftop his 
March in Expedbttion of an Anfwcr. 

^ On Advice that the Spaniards were FAf<i« 
on full march for Florence^ where it wasj^^JJ^^^ 
believed that the Forces of the Pope were 
to fall upon it from another Qiiarter, the 
Government was in the grea^flConilema*- 
don, being under terribk Appreheniions 
alfo from theDiviiions among the Citizens, 
and the Inclinations of Multitudes to 
a Change^ They had but few Men at 
Arms, and no Foot, but fuch as were 
levied in Hafle, or chofen from the Mili<- 
tia, the greater, Part of whom had no Ex- 
perience in^War ; no General of Note for 
iValour or Authority, on whom tb^ cbuld 
depiend ; and as for the inferior Officers, 
^ey were' never worfe ferved in the Me-? 
mory of Man, They were careful how- 
ever to make the befl: Provifions that the 
Shortnefe of Time would permit, by 
•aflembling their Men at Arms, who wer« 
difperfed into various Pl^ces^ and lilting 
VoL.VL C Foot, 
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A. d: ptiot, fuch as could be had, and fele£Hflg 
^the moft ferviceable Companies of the 
Militia/ They reduced their whole Force 
to Florence^ for the Security of the City; 
and to.be^at Han4 for the Defence of 
ihofe Places which the Enemy might 
ijireateh to attack. They were not alfo 
wanting, tho' late, to attempt an Accomw 
modatioo) for, befides their continual 
treating by dieir AmbaiTador with the 
Vicerfay *, they wrote .to the Cardinal of 
Volterra^^ who was at GradoU in the Ter- 
ritory of Rome^ to wait upon his Holinefs, 
and endeavour, by Offers, by Prayers, 
and tiytry winning Art, to mollify his 
Refentment« But the Pontiff, hardened 
more than ever, aniwered in Words con* 
tradidkory to.his Adlions, that this Enter- 
priie was none of his, and that his Troops 
h^d no Share in it ^ but, that he might 
pot ^ve Offence to the whole League, he 
had been conibained to qonient to it, and 
to give Liber^ to the Cardinal (ie Medici 

to 

* Fromifing him fend his Soldiers Prcfents ancl gretf 
Taf, and that their City fhould have the fame Friends a^ 
tiie confederate Kings Ihould think proper for them t^ 
(hofr*^ Giovio ^ 
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to convey the Artillery from Bologna: 
That he had it not in his Power to obviate 
the Expedition before it begun, muchlefs 
to put a Stop to it afterwards. 

The Viceroy in the mean time was 
defcended from the Mountains to Barie-* 
rino^ a Town fifteen Miles diAant from 
Florence^ whence he fent a Meflage to 
fignify that it was! not the Intention of the 
League to make any Alteration in the Go- 
vernment or Liberty of the City, but only 
to remove the Gocialoniere from theMa-Propofab 
giftracy for the Security of 7/tf^; The Con- yicSoy. 
federates defired alfo that theik&i//W fhould 
enjoy their Country, not as Heads of the 
Government, but as private Perfons, living 
under Subjedlion to the Laws and to the 
Magiflxacy in all Things conformably to 
the other Citizens. 

When thefe Prppofals were publifhed^j-. 
through the City various were ^he Opinions Opinioni 
of Men, according to the Difference oi^^^^^^^^ 
tiaeir Judgments, raJBions, and Fears. 
Some Uamed the Meafures of thofe who 
were for expo&ig the whole Body of CLp 
C 2 tizens 
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^' ^: iittns and all the Ddrriinfons of Florence 
'^* ' fto fo great a Danger merely outof RegarcJ 
to a lingle Perfon, confidering that by 
depofing him from the Magiftracy the 
popular Councils and the Public Liberty 
wbuld riot be afFedted, but might alfo be 
tafily preferved from being violated by the 
Medici^ if, while they were diverted of 
Reputation and Means, they fliould oflfer 
to exceed the Bounds of a private Station. 
It ought to be confidered, theyfaid, by 
what Means it was poflible for the City to 
refift the Forces and Authority of fo for- 
midable a League 5 of itfelf it was infuffi- 
cicnt, all Ealy was againft them, and there 
were not the Icaft Hopes of Relief from 
the Frenchy who having bafely abandoned 
Italy were employed in defending their 
own Kingdom, and confcious of their 
own Weaknefs had anfwered to the De- 
mands of thi Florentinesy that they were 
content they fliould make an Agreement 
with the League. Others on the contrary 
rcafoned that it was ridiculous to imagine 
that fo confiderable a Movement had been 
made only out of Hatred to the Gonfalo- 
4iiere, or that the Medici might have Li- 
berty 
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i)er^ to live in Florence as private Citizens. 
No, very different were the Intentions of 
the Confederates, who had no other End 
in View than to eftabliih the Medici in a 
Tyranny, that they might have the City at 
their Commandj and be able to extort 
from It a prodigic^s. Sum of Mqney : That 
ihcy difguifed their Intentions ui)der lefs 
rigorous Demands, which hqwev^r were 
of the fame Import. For what elfe could 
be the Mjeaning of removing,, by Menaces 
and Terror of Arms, the Gonfaloniere at 
this Time from the Palace, but to leave 
the Flock to wander without * Shephcni ? 
Or what elfe can fignify the Entry of the 
Medici omidft fo great a Tumult into 
i^re'w^, than ere<aing a Standard undpr 
•which may refort all thofe who havje no 
other Defign than to deftroy the Name^ 
thp Memory, and the very Footfteps of 
the Great Council, the Abolition of wl^ich 
will be the Abolition of Liberty ? And 
how is it poffible to prevent the Medici, 
attended "by a Spani/bArmy without, and 
fpUowed by a Multitude of ambitious and 
f^ditious Citizens within, fr^m feizing 
on oiu* Liberties on the fame Day that 
C 3 they 
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they fliall enter Fhrence? . It is our Duty 
to confider the Confcqticnccs that might 
|>o](!ibiy arife frofai the Begmnings of 
Things, and froni our ofnce giving wky 
to unjuft and pernicious Demands. Nor 
ought we to be under fuch terrible Appre- 
henfions of Danger as to be unmindM cf 
the Preftrvition of tbe City, and hoMr 
1>itter it will be for oHe whd Was born and 
bred in Liberty to fpehd his Days inSla^ 
Very. Let it be remembered with what a 
^nerous Ardor for the Prefervation of 
their Liberty our Citizens oppofed Charks 
King of France when ht Wis in Florence 
with fo powerful ail Army, arid tet ufe 
confider how touch eafier it will fee to 
refift fo fmall a Number iri want of Money, 
without Provifion of Vidtuals, with few 
Pieces of Artillery, and without any Means 
for fupporting a War, if we defend our- 
felves from their firft Affault. They will 
be under a Neceflity to remove in a fhort 
Time out of T!ujcany^ and as they put 
themfelves in Motion on the Hopes given 
them by the Exiles of obtaining an cafy 
Conqueft by one fingle Attack, when they 
ihall once meet with a vigorous Rcfiftance, 
' they

they will be glad to come to an Agreement 
<in very honourable Conditions on oiu: 
Side. Such were the Difcourfes and Ai>r 
goments ufed in Circles and in public 
places; but the Gonfaloniers chufingdiat 
the Anfwer given to the Meilenger of the 
Yicerc^ fhould be ' in Concert with the 
i^eople theffifdves, convpked the Great 
Council) where before a full Afiembly of 
dbe CxtizMS he made a ^eech to thfe 
Efteft. 



" H A 9 I believed, niy worthy Fclbw- g ^j^ ^^ 
Citizens, that the Demand of the Vic6-theGon. 
roy was levelled only at myfelf, and had[J®j|f"^* 
concerned only my own Intefeft, I fhould Great 
of my own Motion have taken that Re-^®""^''* 
folution which would have bcea conform** 
able to the Ends I have in View. And as 
thefe have always Jkept me ready to expofe 
my Life for your Welfare, it would have 
been much the eafier for me to abdicate 
the Magiftracy which you have conferred 
iq)on me, that you might be delivered 
from the Loffes and Dangers gf War, 
efpecially confidering that during fo many 
Years in which I. have held this high 
C 4 Station, 
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Station^ my bodily Frame ah(i Spirits have 
been exBaufted and worn, out by thexon- 
tinual Troubles and Fatigues. Butiince 
this Demand may poilibly import more 
than what concerns my private Jntereft, 
it has been thought proper by thefe my 
honourable Colle^;ues and by my&U; 
diat concerning an Afikir, in \vhkh the 
Intereft of every Individual is fo nearly 
intereftedy no Refolution fliould be taken 
but by public Confent ; and that a Buii^ 
•nefs of fo weighty and univerfal Concern 
fhould not be debated by the ordinary 
Number of Citizens who have ufually the 
Cognizance, of other M^ttefi. but by youj 
in whom is veiled ,the Sovereign Power of 
this City, and to whom alone belong Con-* 
fultations of fiich vaft Importance. For 
my own Part, I will not perfuade you to 
chufe one Side more than the other, be 
yours the Counfel, yours the Judgment^ 
whatever you determine ihall be accepted 
and approved by me< who now here lay

Examine 
how much the Demand of the Viceroy 
concerns your Liberty, and may God give 
you Grace to illuminate your Underftand*- 
ing, and cauie you to make Choice of 
the better Part.

The Viceroy aflembled his Troop* 
with the Artillery at Bariertno^ from 
whence jic marched with Difficifilty over 
the rugged Appennifit^ becaufc for W^t 
of Moneyhe v^as but ill provided with 
Pioneers and Inflruments for clearing the 
Roads. He diredled his March, as it was 
cxpedfccd, to Prato^ where arriving parly 
in the Morning, ,he erciSed a Battery the 
fame Day, from whence he play'd for 
fome Hours with Falconets on the Gate 
Mercatale^ but to no EfFed:, bccaufe it 
had a good Rampart within/ The i%-

Callings, fo that there were very few, in 
ib great a Number, of any Experience in 
War; There were befides One Hundred 
Men at Arms under Luca Savello^ an old 
Officer, but neither by hi« Age nor £x«* 
pwience arrived to any Degree of military 
Knowledge; and. the Men at Arms l¥erc 
the fame as had a litde before been dif^ 
armed and flripped in Lombard^. To 
this it muft be added, that, from the 
Shortnefs of Time, and the Unfkilfulneis 
of the Perfon who had the Charge of p;x)- 
viding the Place, there was a good Quan- 
tity of Artillery, but a Scarcity of Ammu-- 
nition> and of all Things neceffary for the 
.Defence' of the Town. The Viceroy had 
Two Hundred Men at Arms, and Five 
Thoufand Spanijh Foot, and only Two 
Cannon: An Army inconfiderable in re- 
fpcdt of Number and other Provifions of 
War, but very confiderable with regard 
to their Goodnefs ^ for the Foot were all 
of the fame Infantry that had, fo highly 
to their Honour, faved themfelves at die 
£atde of Ravema^ and now, like military 

Men, 
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A. D. il4efi> rcpofing great Confidence in their 
'*"'^own Valour, they utterly deipiibd the 
Unikilfulnefs of their Adverfarics. Bi^ 
as they were come unprovided of Vidbuals, 
^and feund no Plenty of than in the 
Country, for,, tho' Harveft was hardly 
Tover, ^iieJpom had been amveycd into 
fo^ed Places^ they foon began to jfeei 
the Want of Necefianes for Subfiflence. 
iThe Vicerc^, extremely uneafy in this 
SituatiDn, was inclined to conie to an 
Agreement, which was contiaually under 
^Negotiation, on condi^on that, the Fk* 
r^ntsms JCcmCsnting to the Return of the 
M^iSsi on an equal Footing with the other 
Okaoeas, nonaore ffaould be faid about 
dq)0^g die X^nlsdoniere ; but that they 
i&ould pay the Viceroy, that he migl^ 
^pait out cf their Dominions, a certaixl 
Sum of Money, which, it was iiippofed, 
would not exceed Thuty Thoufand Ou^ 
cats. Widi .this Defign die Viceroy had 
iconiented to grant. a Pafs for the Am- 
ibafiadors appointed to conclude a Peace 
wMi him, and would have defiiled from 
carrying on the Attack of Praia till their 
Arrival, ^provide^ that in the mean dme

They were pe:^g therefore that die Am* 

jbaiiadors appointed fhould immediately &t 

out, and ihoiiki be charged, among ctther 

Afiairs, to take care that the Spamft> Amiy 

anight be ihpplied with Vii^uals from 

^ratOy that £b die Viceroy might patiendy 

wait to foe whether the Agreement under 

Confideradon would take EfFea. But the 

Gon&loniere, either perfuading faimielf, 

cpntr3^y to his natural Timidity, that the

themfelves dqpart^ or dreading the Re^* 

turn of the MeScij in ^ateverManner, 

to Fkrencey or impelled by Fate to be the 

'Caufe of his own Ruin and of the Cda- 

-hndes of his Country, art&lly ddayed 

4he Setdng oat of the Ajnbsyflfadors in 1i> 

cfFedual 
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efibdud a Manner that ihey did not go 
on the Day appointed by a Refolution* 
The Viceroy dio-efore labouring under a 
Scarcity of Provifions J and uncertain whc-* 
ther the Ambafladors would come at all. 
Hit next Night removed his Camp from 
die Gate Mercatale to the Gate called 
SeragUo^ which leada towards th^ Moun«^ 
tain. Hert he planted Ihs twd Cannon^ 
and began to batter the Wall near that 
Gatp, chufing that Place becaufe there 
was a high Terrafs adjoining to the Wall> 
from whence it would be eafy to mount 
any Breach made by battering the Wall 
above it* But the Facility on the Outiide 
became a Difficulty on the Infide, for the 
Breach which was made above the Terrafs 
was ftill very high above the Ground on 
the Iniide. One of the Cannon burft at 
the iirft Shot, and the other, with which 
only thiey continued to batter, had ks 
Force fo diminifhed by often Firing, that 
the Strokes came but weak, and did little 
Execution ; for after a Battery of many 
Hours they had made an Opening of no 
more than Twelve Braces. On this how- 
ever fqme Spanijh Foot got upon, the Ter^ 

rafs» 
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rafs, from whence they mounted the •'• ^• 
Breach, and fo to the Top of the Wall,u'i^"ij 
where they killed two Soldiers of the 
Guard, at whofe Slaughter the reft began taken nA 
to retire. But the Spaniards now afcend-^**^ ^ 
ed in Numbers by Ladders, and tho' there Amy. 
was ported near the Wall on the Infide a 
Battdion of Foot, provided widi Pikes 
and Fire-arms, who were ordered to pre- 
vent the Enemy from lodging themfelves 
on the Wall, and to difpatch any that 
ihould be fo rafh as to leap down, or iii 
any other manner defcend on the Infide, 
yet at the firft Sight of the Enemy upori 
the Walls, they abandoned their Defence^ 
and without ftriking a Blow betook them- 
felves to Flight. The Spaniards, aftonifjied 
that fuch great^ Cowardice and litdc Ex-- 
perience ftiould be found aiftofigft military 
Men, entered the Place at feveral Quar- 
ters without Oppolition, and begirt to fun 
through the Streets, where wis rt6 more 
Refiftance, but only Flight, Shrieks, Vio- 
lence, Rapine, Blood, and Slaughters^ 
the Florentine Foot throwing down their 
Arms, and furrenderirig to die Mercy of 
.the Conquerors, from whofe Avarice,

JfJi^biQcn iafe, if the Cardinal de[ Medici had 

'^^ not placed a Guard at the great Church, 

and fo prefervcd the Chaftity of the Wo-

thither for Refuge*, There perij(hed^ 
not in fighting, for none had the Heart 
to fight, but in ftying, or in Ijegging fgp 
Quarter, above Two Thoufend Me% an4 
all the reft, with the Florentine Com- 
miffary, were made Prifoners* After thp 
Lofs of Pratq the Piftoiefe^ without with^ 
drawing their Obedience to the Plorentines 
in other Affairs, took upon them to agree 
with the Viceroy for fupplying his Army 
with Provifions, on receiving his PrpmiJfe 
that they fhould not be molefted. 

This fad Difafter, which caufed the 
Amhafladors who were going to the Vice^ 
roy to ftpp in the Midft of their Journey, 
'And return back, was no fooner knowu 
ih Florence than it produced a vaft Altera- 

tio^ 

*• Suonacorjt (zys tha^t neiihcr VirginSf ChikUen^Hor 
confecrated Places were fpared ; and ijiovh writes that 
4he Cr^ky of the SpaniarJt exceeded that of the d^' 
mans ai^ Fruuffin the Pillage of fy^cia^ aod that that 
were-killed above Five Thoufaod anarincd Mca* 
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tion in the Minds of the People. The 
Gonfiloniere repenting the Folly of his 
Cbunfel, terrified, and in a manner de- 
prived at once of all Efteem aiid Authori- 
ty, rather led than a Leader; and quite 
irrefolutej fuffercd himfelf to be fubfer^* 
vient to the Will of others, without making 
the leaft Provifibn for his o^n Preferva- 
tion or the public Safety* Others who' 
were defirous of a Change of Govern- 
ment grew audacious, and publicly con-, 
demncd the prcfent Adminiftration* But 
Ae greater Part of the Citizens- unufed to 
Arms, and having before their Eyes the 
Example of Prafol tho' they were foijd 
of a popular Government, flood elcpofed 
by their Fears as a Prey to any who had a 
Mind to invade them. This Situation 
of Afiairs increafed the Audacioufnefs of 
Pagolo Fettori and Antonfrancejeo de gli 
Albixiy young' Noblemen, feditious, and 
defirous of Novelties, who, having fomb 
Months before fecretly confpired with 
fome others in favour of the Medici^ and, 
in order to fettle with them the Method 
1^ which they might be reftored, 
bjld a private Conference at a Coun- 
X> 2 try 
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try Seat, in the Florentine Dominions, ori 
the Borders of the Senefe^ with Giulio 
de* Mediciy refolved to make an At- 
tttnpt to force the Gonfalonicre out of 
the publie Palace* And communicating 
their Defign to Bartolomeo Fahriy a young 
Man of the fame Quality^ and by his 
Prodigality overwhelmed with Debts, as 
was alfo Pagoloy on the Morning of the 
{econd Day after the Lofs of Prato, which 
was the laft of Augtifty they entered withr 
a few Attendants into the Palace, where 
they found no Provifion made for Refift- 
ance, becaufe the Gonfaloniere had aban- 
doned himfelf to the Difpofal of Chance 
or Fortune. They proceeded then di* 
redlly to the Chamber of that Magiftrate, 
and threatened to kill him if he did not 
leave the Palace; but if he would comply,, 
they gave him their Word of Honour that 
his Perfbn (hould be fafe. The Gonfalo- 
niere fubmitting, and the City taking 
Alirm at the Tumult, there appeared 
many againft him, but not a fingle JPerfen 
in his Favour : On which the Aflbciates in 
the Conspiracy gave Orders for imme- 
diately aflcmbling the Magiftrates, to 

whom 
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vfhom the Laws have given a very ample ^- ^• 
Authority over the Gonfalonieres, and de- Uii^r*-^ 
tnanded that he might be deprived of his 
Ojffice by Lawr, threatening otherwife to 
deprive him of his Life. The Fear of 
this induced die Magiflrates, againfl their GonMo* 
Will, to depofe him ; after which they~^*^^** 
conducted him in Safety to the Houfe of 
Pagoloj from whence the n&A Night he 
iet out well attended for the Territory of 
the Senefej and from thence, pretending 
to go to Rime imder a Pafs obtained from 
the Pontiff, he privately took tjie Road to 
Ancona^ and paiSed by Sea to Ragufa. For 
he had been informed, by means of die 
Cardinal his Brother, that the Pope, either 
out of Malice, or a covetous ^efire to 
deprive Him of his Money, of which it 
was reported that he had a large Sum^ 
intended to break his Word. 

After die Gonfaloniere had been 
depofed from the Magiftracy the City of 
Florence immediately fent Ambafladors to 
the Viceroy, with whom, by Means of 
the Cardinal de Medici they eafily came to 
an Accommodation, For the Cardinal

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-/• D. was content that nothing fhould be men- 
uiy,^tioncd concerning his private Interefts, but 
Condi- the Reftitution of his Family and of aU 
dons of (jjgjj. Adherents to their own Country as

pofed on private Citizens, with a Power to redeem 
the /^- within a certain Time the confilcated 
Eftates, indemnifying thofe to whom they 
were transferred for. the Money they had 
^expended in the Purchafe or Improve- 
ments. As to . the public Alffairs the Fh^ 
rentines entered into the League, and 
obliged themfelves to pay unto Cafar 
Forty Thoufand Ducats in confeqiience of 
what the Medici^ in anfwer to the De^ 
jnand of Goritz at Mantouayh2A promifed 
as a Reward for their Reftoration ; to pay 
the Viceroy for the ^fe of the Army 
Eighty Thoufand Ducats, fialf at prefent, 
and the Remainder within Two Months ; 
and for himfelf Twenty Thoufand Ducats ; 
On the Receipt of the firft Payment the 
Viceroy was immediately to march out of 
the Dominions of the Florentines^ eva^ 
cuating ^U the Places of which, he had 
taken Poffeffion. Befides they made a 
League^with the King of Aragon^ undcF 
r^piprocal Obligations of affifting each 

other 
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other with a certain Number of Men at 
Arms for the Defence of their States, and 
that the Florentines fliould take into their 
Pay Two Hundred Men at Arms of the 
Subjeds of that King, the Conimand of 
which, tho' riot expreflcd, was defigncd 
for the Marquis Ma Paluiky to whom 
the Cardinal had promifed, or at leaft given 
Hopes, tiiat he fhould be conftitutcd 
Captain General of the Florentine Forces. 

The Gonfaloniere being expelled, and j^,^^^^^ 
the Dangers of War removed by an Agree-»^«»f j alter 
fiient, the Gitizens applied themfelves tOy^*^^„^. 
reform the Government in thofe Points' 
in which the former Model had been 
judged to be of no Service 5 but with an 
univerfal Intention, except of a very few^ 
and thofc either young Men, or almoft all 
of them fcarce worthy of Notice, to pre- 
ferve their Liberty and the popular Coun-. 
dl. For tills End they enabled, by new 
Laws, that the Gonfaloniere fhould no 
more be cle<9bed for Perpetuity, but onl^r 
for one Year : That to the Council of 
Eighteen, which was changed every Six 
Months^ and by whofe Authority the- 
D 4 moft 
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moft weighty Affaiirs were determined,' 
fhould be added for Perpetuity all thofb 
who had, to that Day, difcharged the 
great Offices of tihe State cither at Home 
or Abroad, with an Intent that the Citi- 
:5ens of thp greateft Quality might always 
affift at thpir Debates j at Horne parti- 
cularly fuch as had cithejr been Gonfalo- 
nier^s of Juftice, or of the Number of 
the Ten of the Baliay a Magiftracy of 
great Authority in that Republic ^ of fuch 
as had ferved abroad, all thofe who being 
eleiSed by the Council of Eighty had been 
fcnt Arnbaf&dors to Pripces, or had been 
Commiflaries general in Waf. In all 
other Points the Ordinances of the fam? 
Government remained in Force without 
Alteration. 

Tbesjp Affairs being fettled, Giovan 
Battifta Ridolfiy a noble Citizen, and of 
great Reputation for Prudence, was eledled 
Gonfaloniere for the firft Year, the Peor 
pie, as is ufually the Gafe in troublefome 
Times, not paying lb much Regard to 
thofe who were moft acceptable to them 
^r their popular Arts, as to a Pcrfbn who 

by 
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by his great Authority in the City, cfpc- ^^ ^• 
cblly with the Nobility, and by his owiii 
extraordinary Talents was beft capable of 
eftablifhing the tottering State of the Com* 
monwealth. But Things were now gone 
too far, and the Enemies of the public 
liberty were become too powerful j in 
the Bowels of the Country was a fufpedted 
Army, and within the City, the moft 
audacious of the Youth were greatly de- 
firbus of opprefEng that Liberty. With 
them concurred in Will, tho' in Words 
he pretended the contrary, the Cardinal 
de Medici i for even from the Beginning 
he would not have thought the Reftora«> 
tion of his Family merely as private Citi- 
zens a Reward worthy of fuch great 
Fatigues, and now he coniidered further 
that their prefent Situation would not be 
durable, becaufe they would be univcrfally 
detefled by the People, and himfelf in 
particular, on a Sufpicion that he v^uld 
be continually inciting the other Citizens 
to confpire againft their Liberty, but much 
more from an Indignation conceived agsunft 
the Family for having conduced a Spanijk 
Arjny againft their Country, and being 

the 
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-^- D* the Caofc 6f the moft barbarous and crael 
iSaccage of PrafOy and that the City was 
conJftrained by the Terror of Arms td 
iubniit to diflionourable and Unjuft Con-a- 
dkions. The Cardinal Wis ftimulaied Id 
the fame Purpofc by thofe who had befbird 
confpircd with him, and had no hoftoura* 
ble Station in the well regulated Com* 
monwealth. But it was necefTary to have 
the Confcnt of the Viceroy, who ftill lay 
with his Army in Prato expefting the firft 
Payment, which the Circumftances of 
tibe City rendered difficult to get in readi-- 
nels, land had no Inclination, whatever 
Caufe might be pretended, to favour k 
iieW Alteration in the City. But on the 
Reprefchtaticms of the Cardinal, who had 
procured himfelf to be fcconded by the 
M^qviis^eila Pabuky zn6: Andrea Caraffdy 
Count di Santa Severina, Generals in the 
Army, that it was to be feared left the 
City, to whom the Name of the Spa^ 
niards could not but be henceforth per- 
fedtly odious on account of the Dam^es 
it had received from them, and whkh 
would therefore on all Occafions adhere 
to the Enemies of the Catholic King^ 

fliould. 
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J3K>uId, as foon as die Army had quitted ^* ^ 
th^ir Dominioi]i$> recall th« Gonfalonkre, \— ^^^ 
whpm it had been forced to expel^ he 
complied wit^ the Deiires of his Ecoi^ 
oence, bdbg the rather induced by the 
great Difficulty the Citizens made of pay- 
ing him the Money they had promifed^ 
in which, had they been more expedi-* 
tious, they yrould have laid a greater 
Foundation for a free Governtaent* The 
Cardinal therefore haying pre vioufly fettled

a good Nunxber of Balian Officers and 
Soldiers, the Magiftrates not daring to 
forbid their Entrance on account of the 
Neighbourhood of the Spanifi) Army. 
The next Day a great Number of Citizena 
being allembled in Council in the public 
Palace N>n the prefcnt JuttiStjure, and 
Giuliano de\ Medici filing, the Soldiersr 
on a fudden forced the Gate, and rufhing 
up Stairs took Poileffion of the Palace, 
and feized on the Plate which was kept 
there for the \Jk of the Magiftracy. Th«

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'^. ^« Magiftrates then with the Gonfaloniere 
• il^ being forced to fubmit to the Will of a 
Man who could do more with Arms than 
they could do by their unarmed Reverence 
and Authority, immediately at the Mo- 
tion of Giuliano di Msdici^ called, by 
Sound of the great Bell, an Aflembly of 
the People in the Square of the Palace. 
Here thofe that met, finding themfdves 
furrounded by armed Soldiers, and the 
Youth of the City that had taken Arms 
for the Medici^ gave their Confent that 
about Fifi^ Citizens, nominated with the 
Approbation of die Cardinal, (hould be 
invefted with the fame Authority m public 
Afiairs as had refided in all the People, 
which fo ample a Power the Fhf^entinfs 
call Balia *. By a Decree of this Aflem-. 
bly the Government was reduced to that 
^efame Form in which it fubfifted before the 
thority * Year 1494, a Guard was flationed at the 
Palace, and die Medici refumed their 
former Grandeur, but governed more

After this Manner was the Liberty 
of the Florentines oip^t^ffeA by Arms, being F/^r^«- 
reduced to this Condition ' principally byJlggQ^^*' 
the Divifions among the Citizens. And, their LU 
to fay nothing of the Neutndity which ^^* 
they had imprudently obferved, an4 of the 
Remiilhefs of the Gonfaloniere in fuf!er- 
ing'the Enemies of die popular Govern- 
ment to take too much Head, it is be- 
lieved that this Revolution would not even 
after all have been effedted, if theCaufeof 
the Public had not been negligently ma- 
naged, . For the King oi Aragm at firfl: 
had not fo great a Defire to fubvert the 
Liberty of Fhrentej as to detach the City 
from its Adherence to the King oi France; 
and to fqu&ze a Sum of Money from it to 
pay his Army. . For as foon as the French 
had abandoned the Dutchy of Mllany he 
charged the Viceroy that when either the 
Circumflances of Afiairs called him on 
fome other Enterprife, or that for any 
other Reafon he ihould perceive that the 
Reiloration of the Medili would be diffi- 
cult 
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J. D. cult to accoinpli£b> hei ihould then take 
JJ^^his Meafoces according to the Times, and 
agree or not with die City, as he faw moft . 
convenient. Such were his Orders at firft j 
but aft^rvirafds beittg diflati^fied with the 
Pope for what he had attena5)tcd againi^ 
jilfonfo dl^e at Ragfc^ and taking Umta-age 
at tibe Threats which; ^ his E[olinefs threw 
oat m> pciblic againft ^e Name of the Bar- 
bamnJB, he openly declared his Mbd ta 
the fai^ Florentine. Ambaii&dor that had 
bec3i &nt to him at the Beginning df the 
War, and accordingly charged the Vice- 
ipoy tK> attempt no Alteradon m the Go«'

By what has been (aid it appears that if

At the fame time, or a little before^ 
&e Caftelietto of Genoa^ which had beenf 
toofGwia^'^^r^^ by fome Cannon lent by the Pope» 
furren- xvas furrendered to the Genoeje on the Pay-* 
ment of Ten Thoufand Ducats to the Oo-* 
vemor, who defpaired of Relief becaufe ^ 
Fleet, fent by the King from Provence to 
attend to the Defence of that City before 
he knew of its Rebellion,: was returned 
back without daring to put to Shore< But 
the Lantern ftill held out for the Kiilg, 
having about the fame time received a Sup-- 
ply of Provifions and other Neceiiaries by 
fome French Ships, 

The Affairs of Florence being fettled, 
and the promifed Money received, the 
Viceroy put his Army in Motion for 
Brefciaj which City the Fenefian Army j 
after mollifying the refraftory Temper of 

the 
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the Swijsy was employed in befieging. ^- i>* 
They lay before the Gate of San Giovanni^ sJJ^IILj 
and battered the Town, and at the fame 
timej withfome Pieces of Artillery planted 
oA an oppoiite Hill, played on the CafUei 
They were alfo in hopes of being let 
into the Place by the Gate of the P$k by 
means of a Plot, which was difcovered 
without taking Ef&d. But as foon as they 
were joined by the Spanijh Army at the 
Caftle of GairOy near to Brefcia^ jiubignii 
the Commander of the French who werefy^f 
in Garrifon in the Town, chofe to furrendcr^^ ^ 
it, together with the Caftle, into the '^ 
Hands of the Viceroyj on Condition that 
all the Soldiers fhould march out in Safety 
with their EfFedls, but with their Colours 
folded, their Pikes and Lances lowered^ 
and leaving behind them their Artillery. 
It is fufpefted that Aubigni chofe to fur- 
render to the Viceroy rather than to the 
Venetians by the Orders of his King, by 
which he was directed to give up the Place 
to the Spaniards y or to Cafat-y not out of 
Hatred to the Venetiansy but tq fuggeft 
Matter of Contention between Cafar and 
Ae King df Arragon. The fame Step was 
Vol. VI. E takcq^ 
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taken, before the Spaniards pafled into 
iLombardy^ by tibe French Garrifon of Lig-^ 
nagOy who defpifing the repeated Offers of 
iStt^VenetianSy put that Fortrefs into the 
Hands of the Bifliop of GoritZy to whom 
ilfoPe/cburavfBS in like manner furrender'd 
at the fame time that the Viceroy entered 
into Brefcia, the PofTeflion of which City 
alfo was demanded by the Bifhop, but the 
Viceroy was pleafed to keep it for the pre- 
fent for tht Ufe of the League, in whofe 
Name he had received it. But the En- 
terprife againfl Crema took a difierent 
Turn, for Renz'o da Cert with a Part of the 
Venetian Army lying before the Place, on 
the Approach of Four Thoiifand Swifs fent 
by Ottaviano Sforzay Bifhop of Lodiy and 
Governor oi Milan^to make the Conquefl 
of it .in the Name of Majfimiliano Sforza, 
die future Duke, Benedetto Cribrarioy cor-:

The Bifhop of Goritz after this took av 
?rogrefs to Romey where the Pope being 
extremely follicitous to gain his AffedtionsRccqidori 
forced his Nature, and caufed him tobe®[^J]^* 
received through his whole Dominions 
with all imstginable Honours, defraying 
the Expendes of him and all his At- 
tendants during the whole Journey in a 
moil fumptuous Manners ^nd receiving 
him in all the Towns with exceffive and 
even unufual Marks of Honour; Ini many 
Places he was addreflcd by new Enibaf^ 
fies of Prelates and honourable Perlbns fefi« 
by die Pope, who would have perfuaded 
the College of Cardinals to walk in Pro- 
ceffion and receive him at th6 Gate of* 
Rome ; but the College refufing it, as a. 
Step not only without Precedent but full of 
the highefl Indignity, the Catrdinals of 
Agen and Strigonia went forth as far as 
the Meadows half a Mile from the Gate 
to receive the Bifliop in the Name of the 
Pontiff, and conduced him, marching in 
the Middle between them, as Lieutenant 
of Cafar^ to the Church of Santa Maria 
del Popoloy from whence, after the two 
£ 2 Cardinals 
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A. D. Cardinals had taken their Leave of him, 
'^'*' he was accompanied by an innumerable 
Multitude to the Prefence of the Pontif!> 
who waited for him in a public Confiftory, 
yefted in his Robes, and feated in the pon-* 
tifical Chair. With the fame Formalities 
he had a few Days before very honourably 
reosivcd twfelve Ambafladors of the Swijsf 
who were deputed from all the Cantons to 
pay their Obedience in a public Manner^ 
and to offer the Service of the whole Na- 
tion for the perpetual Defence of the 
State of the Church, with their Thanks 
to his Holinefs for the fignal Honour he ^ 
had done them in prcfenting them with 
the Sword, Cap, Helmet" and Standard^ 
'and bellowing on them the Title of De-^ 
finders of the ^dejtajiic Liberty. 

On the Arrival oiGoritz a Council was

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ful,. becaufe it was always fure to receive 
the firft Impreffions from the French. 
The Pontiff, it was faid, had not in the 
Articles of the League mentioned any other 
Cities than Bologna and Ferraray but 
now, under Pretence of Rights of which 
there appeared no authentic Traces in the 
Memory of Man, ufurped what had not 
for a vaft Spacer of Time been in the Pof- 
fefiion of the Roman Church, nor was 
there any certain Knowledge that (he had 
ever been pofleflcd of it even in the moft 
antient Times, for of Dons^tions made by 
Emperors there was nothing to fhew but 
one fimple Writing, which might have 
been forged by any one at Pleafurc ; 
^nd yet the Pope, as if the Cafe were 
manifeft and notorious, taking Advan* 
tage of the Troubles of Lombardy^ had 
taken upon himfclf to judge in his own 
Caufe* 

All thefe Diiputes were difficult to be 
terminated; but what by far occafioned 
the greateft Trouble and Difturbance was

The Ambaffadors of 
the King oi Jragon alfo laboured for a 
Reconciliation, being apprehenfive. that 
the Venetians^ to the common Danger, 
might be induced to turn their Thoughts 
once more on uniting with the King of 
France. But they were under a Neceffity 
©facing cautioufly fpr fear of provoking 
Qpfar to enter into an Alliance withFr^aKr, 
from which their King had taken fo much 
Pains to feparate him, and becaufe his Car 
thdic Majefty for fome other Rcafons 
would by no means forfeit his Friendfliip. 
The Swifs Ambaffadors alfo interpofed

. At laft) the Pontiff finding he could 
not induce Gcriiz to recede from his De*blSw« 
mand of the.ReiUtution of Vicenza^ nortiiePap^ 
diipofe the Venetians to give it up, and ^ ^*^ 
^lat they difagreed alfo about the Sum of 
Money, and defirous above all things that, 
inordertoextingui^ the Name and Au* 
tbority of the Pifan Conventicle, the£m* 
peror might approve of the Lateran Coun* 
£il, protefted to the Venetian AmbafTadors 
diat he Should be conftrained to proiecute 
their Republic virith fpiritual and temporal 
Anns. But his Proteft making no Im-^ 
prefiion on the AmbafTadors, he entered 
into a Confederacy with Cafar alone, for 
the Spanijh Ambaflador refufed to be a 
Patty concerned, either becaufe he had 
po Commiilion from his Mafter, or be* 
caufe that King, though inclined to afiifl 
Cafavy was yet follicitous to find fome 
Means for keraing alive the Hopes of the

Garrifon furrendcring that Fortrefs. 

The 
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T fe E Confederacy made in ^me had\ 
not wholly broken oflf ill Hopes of Ac-^^^ 
eonlmodatiQn between Cafar and themodatioii 
Venetians^ for the Pope had inimediately^J^^ 
fent to Venice Jacopo Staffiko his NunciOj the r«»#. 
who was accompanied by three Ambaflk-^fJ*^*'* 
dors of the Swifsy in order to induce them 
to come to an Agreement. On the other 
Side the Senate, to preferve the Beneyo-* 
lence of the Pope, and to avoid giving 
Cafar any Caufe to employ his Araia 
againft them, had diredled their Ambafla- 
dors to profefs their Adherence to the 
hater an Council, and as foon as the Con-^ 
federacy was made fent Orders fot their 
Troops to retire into the Padouan. The 
Viceroy therefore, unwilling to difturb 
the Hopes of a Peace, had drawn off his 
Army towards Milan.

Thus the Kingdom of Navarre^ ex^ 
ccpt fome garrifoncd Fortrefles which 
Jield out for the fugitive King, being 
abandoned, was without any Expcnce or 
Difficulty, and more from an Awe of the 
JJeighbourhood pf the Engfijh than by 
his own Forpes, reduged under the Power 
of the King of jiragon. That Prince 
knowing himfelf incapable of aiTerting 
his Right to that Kingdom by any other 
Title, alledged that he had taken lawful 
JPofleflion of it by Authority from the 
Apoftolip Sep, For the Pope, not fatis- 
fied with his profperous Succefles in Italy ^ 
had a litde before publiihed a Bull againft 
the King of France y in which, calling 
Popfcixr him no longer moji Cbrijiian but mofi 
^J^^^^'iilujlrious, he fubjeded him and all his 
King and Adherents to all the Punifliments of Here- 
pf^^^^" tics and Schifmatics, granting a Power to 
gny one lawfully tp feizc on their Goods, 
Eftates, and whatever elfe belonged to 
ihpm. With the fame bitter Spirit, being 
Jxighly offended v^ith die Citv of Lions 

for 
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for receiving the Cardinals and the other ^* ^* 
Prelates who had fled from Mi /any he had^ 
commanded, under grievous Cenfurcs, 
that the Fair ufed to be kept fpur times a 
Year, with a vaft Concourfe of Merchants, . 
at Lionsy fhould be held for the future ia 
the City of Geneva, from whence Lewis 
XL had> for the Benefit of his Kingdom, 
reipoved it ; and at laft he fubjeded the 
whole Kingdom of France to the EccLei- 
fiaftic Interdidt. 

But the King of Aragon having 
gotPoffeflion of Navarre, a Kingdom, 
though of fmall Extent and Revenues, 
yet very commodious by its Situation, and 
a great Security to Spain, had firmly re- 
folved to proceed no further, not thinking 
it for his Purpofe to go to War with the 
King of France beyond the Mountains, 
Hence he had been but flow, in preparing 
his Forces even from the firfl: Landing of 
the Englijh, and after his Acquifition of 
Navarre, when the. Englijh follicited him 
to join his Forces with theirs, that they 
might march in conjundtion, and lay. 
Siege to Bayonne, a City in the Neighbour- 
F 4 hood 
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hood of Fontarabiay and featcd almoft on 
^the Ocean, hcpropofed other Enterprifes 
in Places diftant from the Sea, alledging 
that BayQnne was fo well fortified and gar- 
rifoncd, that there were no Hopes of taking 
it. But the Englijh oppofing his Schemes, 
and fetting no Value on any Conqueft in 
the Dutchy of Guyenne widiout BayonnCy 
after much Time fpent in thcfe Difputes, 
grew tired, and thinking thenifelves 
Englsfi deluded, embarked without Orders or 
home. Leave from their Prince^ and returned 
Xq England^ 

B Y their Departure the King of France 
remained fecure on that Side, and he was no 
longer under Apprehenfions from the 
Englijhy who had attacked him by Sea, 
for he w^ become at length fo powerful 
in his naval Armaments, that he com- 
manded all theOcean between the Goafts of 
England and Spain. He refolved therefore 
French tit' now to attempt the Recovery of Navarre^ 
vJif Ac ^ which he was encouraged not only by 
Recovery the Departure of the Englijh^ butbecaufe 
yar^r ^y ^^ ^* Succefs of his Wars in Itafy his 
Troops were all coUeded within the King- 
dom 
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dom of France. The King oiAragon^ at ^- ^* 
the Time when he gave Hopes to the, ^^^^' 
Englijb that he would make War, had, io 
-brder to fccure die whole Kingdom of 
Navarre^ fent fome Troops to St. Jean 
Fiedde Forty a Town on the utmoft Bor- 
ders of Navarre y and feated at the Foot pf 
the Firenean Mountains towards France i 
and when afterwards the French Forces 
began to increafe in the neighbouring 
Places, had fent thither Federigo Duke of 
^va^ his Captain General, with his whole 
Army. But at length being much infe- 
rior to 'the Frenchy who were joined 
by the Dauphine, Charles Duke of Bour^ 
boHy and Longuevilkj Lords of the firfl: 
Quality, the Duke of Aha entrenched 
himfelf in a ftrong Poft between the Plain s 
and the Mountain, and judged that he 
fhould do enough if he could prevent the 
French fit)m entering Navarre. The 
Enemy, being fenfible that they could not 
hurt him in that Place becaufe of the 
Strength of its Situation, refolved that the 
King of Navarre with Seven Thoufand 
Foot of his own Country, accompanied by 
M. la Falife vwth Three Hundred Lances, 

Ihould 
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(hould march from SahaUrre near St.. 
Jean Pied de Forty where the whole Army 
was encamped, and pafs the Firenean 
Mountains by the Way of VaUironcaks^ 
and approaching Pampelona^ the Capital of 
Navarre y in which the People, , taJkitag 
Encouragement from the ne^ Approach 
of the Frencby began already to be very 
tumultuous, from a Defire after their 
King, fhould feize the Pafs of Roncifualley 
by which alone Provifions were conveyed 
to the Spanijh Camp, which in its prefent 
Situation, by means of the Barrenneis of 
the Country,, did not abound with Vidkuals. 
The Event was, that, after the King of 
Navarre and Falijfe had feized a Pafs on 
the Summit of the Fireman Mountains,, 
they took by Storm Horghetto^ a Town 
feated at the Foot of thofe Mount^s, and 
defended by Baldesy a Captain in the King 
of AragQti^ Guards, with a €onfidera- 
ble Number of Foot. And if they had 
baflened with due Expedition to feize 
the Pais of Roncifvalle^ Hunger alone 
would have been fufHcient to fubdue die 
Sfanijh Axmy^ which would have been 
furrounded with Enemies on all Sides^ in^ 
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a Country beyond Meafurc rugged and ^* ^• 
difficult. But they were prevented by the ^ 
Expeditioufnefs of the Ehike of jUva^ 
who leaving a Garrifon of a Thoufand 
Foot in St. Jean Pied de Forty with all 
the Artillery, p2£cdto Pampebna through 
the Pafe of Roncijvalle before the Enemy 
arrived. But the King of Navarre and 
Falijfcy who had received a Reinforce- 
ment of Four Hundred Lances and Seven 
Thouiand German Foot from the £>au- 
phine, being difappointed of their Hopes, 
made their Appearance before Pampekna 
with four Pieces of Artillery, which they 
had conveyed with great Difficulty over 
the rough and craggy Mountains. They 
attempted to take the Place by Storm, but 
were repulfed, and conftrained by the 
Seafon of the Year, it being in DecenAer^ 
and the Want of Provifions in that barren> 
Gountry,^ to raife the Siege, and rcpaistbe 
PireneeSy on which by the Difficulties o£ 
the Pafies, and the Obftrudions theymefc 
with from the Peafants, they were forced 
to leave their Artilleiy.; At the fame time 
Lautrecby who had made an Ixiroad inta 
Bijc^ with Three Hundred Lances and 

three 
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Three Thoufand Foot, and plundered and 
burnt all that came in his Way, after an 
unfuccefsful Attempt on the Town of St. 
Sebajliany repafled the Mountains, and 
returned to the Arniy, which, having no- 
thing farther to fear or hope, broke up, 
and left the King of Aragon in free and 
peaceable Poffeffion of the Kingdom of 
Navarre. 



At this Time it came to be difcovered 
that Perdinandoy Son of FederigOy. late 
King of Naplesy and declared Duke of 
Calabriay had made a private Agreonenf 
with the King of France^ and was con-^ 
triving to make his Efcape to the French 
hvax^y which lay not far from the Town 
ciLogrogna. On this Difcovery the King 
oi Aragojty who was at that Time in ic- 
grognaj fent the young Prince to the 
' CaMe of Sciativay in which the Kings of 
Jrdgon ufe to imprifon fuch Perfons as ar^ 
difHnguifhed by their Nobility or extra- 
ordinary Merit; and Filippo CopokyZ 
NeapoUtatiy who had gone fecretly to the 
King of France to treat about the Affiiir, 
was quartered 5 Fortune fo varying the

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Lot ofMortals, that he received his Puiiifli- ■'• ^-

mcnt in the Service of a Prince whofcv^JL-iii 
Grandfather by the Father's Side had 
caufed his Father the Count di Sami to 
be beheaded. And the Difcovery of diis 
Confpiracy, which had its Original from 
aFryar who was privately fent to JF^n//- 
nando from the Duke of FerrarUy had 
fome Influence on the Affairs of Italy : 
For the Catholic King, who was before 
inclined to fatisfy the Pope, was now 
much more incited to it by this Afiront, 
fo that he fent Orders to the Viceroy and 
his Ambaflador at Rome to lead his Army 
againft Ferrara whenever the Pope pleafed> 
without demanding any Money of him 
more than was neceflary for the Subfift- 
ence of the Soldiers. 

These were the Tranfaftions dpring 
Ae Courfe of this Year in Italy ^ France 
and Spain. The following Year 1513 1513: 
was as full of memorable Events as the^ 
preceding : It began with a Ceffation of 
Arms on all Sides 5 for the Venetians nei- 
ther gave nor received any Moleftation. 
Only the Viceroy went with Three Thou- 

fand 
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iand Foot to befiegc the CaflJc of Trezzo, 
;Wiudi farrendered on Condition that die 
Garri^ might march out in Safety with 
their Efiefts. But the Minds of the Peo- 
ple in general were diA][uieCed with the 
Thoughts of future Events ; for k was 
King of -known that the King erf France^ having 
meditates delivered his Kingdom from Foreign Arm€> 
the Re- .^^ refiimed new SpiritB from his nume- 
SS°'roasLe«« of G^I-Amry, «,dA= 
confiderable Addition he had made to his 
Eftabliihment of Lances, had nothing ib 
-mttch in View as the Recovery of the 
Dutchyof M7^. But though he fet his 
HeartaponthisEnterprire,and was ^Istreme- 
ly defirousto haften it while the Caftles of 
'Milan znd Cremona v^ert ftill in his Poflef- 
fion, yet confidering the great Difficulties 
that would occur from the Oppofition of fo 
many Enemies, and being not without Ap- 
'prrfienfions that theKing <y(Ef7^land might 
next Summer attack his Dominions with 
V a very potent Army, he refolVed to make 

no Movement unlefs he could either fe- 
-parate fome of the Confederates from their 
cxmimpn Aflbciation, or procure an Ai- 
Iknce with the Venetians. That one or 

other 
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other of tbefc Events might happen he -^- D. 
had various Reafons to hope from tbejll^i^ 
Tran&aions of the laft Ymt: For the Grounds 
Biihop of GorifZy when he was on his ^*»" 
Journey from Rome to Milan^ had given a sacc?*? 
favourable Audience to a Domeftic of 
Ca[rdk^ San SeverinOj fent to him in 
the Name of the Queen of France^ and 
had a^Eerwards privately fent to Bt^nct a 
Confidant of his own with Overtures, pro- 
pofing that the King (hould affift Cafar 
agaii^ the Venetians \ that a Mairiage 
fiioidd be contraded between the fecond 
Daughter of the King and Cafar'% Grande 
fbn CbarkSj with the Dutchy of Milan 
for her Dowry $ that the King ihould 
make over to Ids Daughter and future Scm* 
in-law his Pr^stenfions to the Kingdom of 
Na^ks ; iuid that the Emperor might not 
be obliged to truft to bare Words and Pro* 
mifes, the Spouie Should immediately be 
delivered into his Hands j and that when 
Ae King Should have recovered the Dutchy 
of MHofiy Cremona and the Gbiaradadda 
ihould be put in the Pofleffion of Qefar. 
The King was alfo in Hopes of entering 
into an Alliance with the Venetians^ who 

were 
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were highly provoked at the Viceroy'3 
taking Poflcflion of Brefcia^ and mtieh 
more at the fubfequcnt Convention at 
Rime between the Pope and Ca/ar^, for 
which Reafon the King» taking Advan* 
tage of that Jundtare, had very privately 
ordered to Court Andrea Grittt\ who waj» 
taken at Brefcia^ and^ftill xenGiained a 
Prifoner in France^ arid contj:iyed that 
Gianjai;opo4al'rivulziy in whom the ^- 
netians put great Confidence^ fhould^ un- 
der Pretence of other Bufinefs, . fend his 
Secretary to Venice. He had alfo fome 
Profped: of an Agreement with the King 
oi Aragony who, according to his ufual 
Way of eritrufting his Concerns with Per- 
ibns in religious Orders, had privately fent 
*vciXxiFrance two Fryars, who, under a Show 
of Zeal for the public Good, ihould begin 
with addreffing the Queen with Propof^s 
relating to a Peace, either univerfal, or 
particular between the two Kings. But 
they had but fmall Hopes of Succefs, for 
the King oi France knew that his Catho- 
lic Majefly intended to retain Navarre, 
and that it weuld be an Adt of great 
Cruelty, and of the higheft Indignity 

imaginable. 
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idfiaginable, to abandon a King who, for ^' ^• 
procuring his Friendfhip, and in Confi-ul^^ 
dcncc of his Affiftance, was fallen into fo 
great a Galamityi 

But the chief Concern df the King tff 
France was a Reconciliation with the 
Buoijsy on which he knew that Vidtory in-i* 
failibly depended, by the vaft Authority 
which that Natioti had at prefent obtained,^{' ^^^ 
not only by the Terror of their Arms, butp«»tatioiii 
by their Conduct, which no longer ajJ* 
pcared like that of mercenary Soldiers or 
GrafierSi but of Men educated in the Ad- 
miniftration of Statels, keeping a flyidt 
Eye^. as is ufual in a well managed Com- 
monwealth, over every Step taken in pub- 
lic Affairs^ and fuffering no Movement to 
be made but at their Diferetion^ Hence 
Swiferland became the Refidence of Am- 
bafladors from all thd Chriilian Princesi 
and the Pope, and almoft all the BatiaA 
Powers, paid them yearly Penfions, tc^ be 
received into their Confederacy, and fof 
Permiflion to lift Soldiers of that Nation, 
when Occafion required, for their own 
Defence. The Swifs^ grown proud at

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-^- ^- this Authority^ and remembering that by 
iJI^i^ their. Arais firft; Cbaries King, of France 
fold fubvcrted the happy State of Italy ^ and 
Lewis his Succeflbr had acquired the 
Dutchy of Milan, recovered Genoa, and 
'overthrown the Venetians, they behaved 
towards every one- after an imperious and 
infolent Manner. The King of Franciy 
however, befides the Encouragement givsn 
^^ him by many private Perlbns among die 
King of Bmfs^ and his perfuading himfelf that he 
fiance. fj^Q^y work .upon them by Offers of a 
very large Sum of -Money, entertained 
Hopes of Succefs becaufe the Cantons had 
never ratified the . Agreement concluded 
bctweai the Government of Mi Ian in the 
Name, of Maffimiiiano Sforza and their 
Ambafladors, by which, as foon as he 
£hould be put in Poffcffion of the Dutchy 
of Milan and itsFortrefles, he was to pay 
Xhttn an Hundred and Fifty Thoufaijd 
Ducat§,;and Forty Thoufahd more every 
Year for Five and Twenty Years to' ccmae^ 
^fi whicb Confideration they were to rcf 
peive him. under their Protcdtion, and alt- 
low him ta lift their Foot into his Ser- 
vice. Wherefore in the Beginning of 

this 
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dm Year the King, tho' he had before ^- ^* 
in vain attempted to obtain an Audience v "' ^* 
ipr the AmbaiTadots whom he defigned tcy 
fend in order to treat about a Reconcilia« 
tion, confentedtogive them free Poflfeffion 
of the Fortreffes of the Valdi Lugana^ and 
Lngama, as aPrict at which 4ie defired to 
purchafq only a bare Hearing. With fo 
much Indignity did great Prindes court 
the Friendfhip of that Nation ! 

. MoNs* de la 7'remouilk then, by Com-* 
miflion from the King, arrived ztLucerttj 
tvhere a Diet was called to gi^e him an 
Audience. .But tho' he met with a cheats 
ful Reception, he foon found that his 
Labours in regard to the Dutchy of ilf/-* 
kn would be fruidefs. . For a few Days 
before Six of the Cantons had ratified and 
figned the Articles of the Agreement 
tnade with Maffimiliano Sforza^ three had 
rd(blved to ratify it, and the other three 
feemed as yet to ftaiid in Sufpenfe. There 
was no more Tdk therefore about the 
Affair of MilaUy but Tremouilk propofed 
to them their Afliflance of the King at 
kail, in the Recovery .of Gmoa and jffti^ 
G 2 ^ >. .- which 
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A. D\ which were not included in the Conven-' 
^J^ j ;^ tiQn madfc with MaJfmiUano. To give 
Weight to this Demand Trivulzio^ under 
J the * Ptctence of treating about his private 
King of Concerns, requefted Leave to come to 
jeacd by the Diet, and obtained a Pafs, but on 
^^«^'*'j^'- Condition that he (hould treat of nothing 
rdiating to the King of France^ and as 
foon as he was arrived at Lucerne he re- 
ceived Orders not fo much as td converfc 
with Tremouil/e either in public or private. 
At laft the Articles of the Treaty with 
the Duke of MHan were ratified by the 
conomon Confent x)f all the Cantons, and 
. every Demand of the King of France was 
r^edted, and it was further refolved that 
no Leave fhould be granted him to lift 
Soldiers of their Nation for his Service 
cither in Italy or elfewhere. 

The King oi France thus excluded 
hy the Swifsj^ found it neceffary to recon- 
cile himfclf either with Cajar or with the 
Venetians J who at the fame time were 
treating alfo with Cafar. For the Con- 
ifederates entertaining a Sufpicion of their 
/embracing a Reconciliation with the King 
; > •. .^ . ' of 
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Arf France-, Goritz confented thai they ^•J>'

fliould retain Ficenza. But the Senate w-v^ 
taking Encouragement from the fame 
Caufe as excited the Fears of the Enemy, 
refufed to make Peace without the RefH- 
tution of Verona^ for which they offered 
to recompenie Cafar with the larger Sum 
of Money. But finding their Demand 
•attended with DifRcultie8» they were the 
inore inclined to embrace the Friendfliip 
of the French^ and agreed, by T!rivulzio% 
Secretary, to enter into a Confederacy 
with the King on the Foot of the firft 
Alliance, by which they were to have the 
PofTcflion of Cremona and the Gbiara-- 
tkdda. But the Secretary having cxprefly 
mentioned in the Inftrument that nothing 
fliould be of any Validity unlefs it were 
approved by the King within a certain 
Time, various were the Debates in Counr 
cil whether it was more expedient to phufe 
a Reconciliation with the Emperor, of a 
Confederacy with the Venetians. Robertet^ 
a Secretary of State, and of great Autho- the Fr/nr/^ 
rity, J'rhulzio^ and almoft all the chief ^^^'^^i^ 
Men of the Council advifed the lattep^fing an 
leprcfcijting that prefejit ]Expcrience had^"^'- 
G 3 de. 
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dcmonftrated the great Prejudice they 
;had received from the Inconfiftncy of 
CafoTy the Hatred he *had conceived 
Sr^J" ^^^ t^e King, and his Dcfirc to re^ 
fcrringthcvenge himfelf, efpecially as they had 
^'"^''**'iearnt with deep Concern from Authors 
of no mean Credit, that he had been 
often heard to fay, and very lately, that 
he had fixed in his Mirid the Memory of 
feventeen Injuries that he had received 
from the French^ and that he would not 
lofe the Opportunity which how offered 
of revenging himfelf for every ohe of 
them ; that he would enter into a Treaty 
with no other Defign than, by means of 
a fraudulent Reconciliation, to have the 
greater Conveniency to do Mifchief, or 
at leafi interrupt what he knew to be 
under Negotiation with the Venetians^ or 
to retard the Preparations of War ; that 
the Man deferved no Pity nor Excufe 
who being once deceived by another, was 
fo unwary as ever to truft him again* 

O N the Contrary the Cardinal of ^an 
SeverinOy induced rather by his Zeal for a 
Party in Oppofition to ^rhulzioy as' his 

Ad^ 
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Adver^ies fiud, than for any other Rest- ^- ^* 
£>n, becaufe when he wr^^. in Milan hcv>,— y>^>^ 
fcimfeif with hi$ Brothers had always foK Cardinal 
lowed the Faaion of the Ghibellines, rer^- ^T-t 
plied, that nothing would be more for an aih- 
the King's Intcrcft than to aflbciate him^ J?^^^;^"^ 
felf with Cafar in order to break the 
Union between his Eneiriies, efpeciaUy 
when a Conjunftion could be efFedted by 
fuch Means, as, it was to be hoped, would 
render it durable j that it was the Pro*- 
perty of Princes in their Refolutions al- 
ways to prefer Intereft: before Benevolence, 
Hatred, or any other PafEon ; and what 
could be of greater Benefit to Cajar than 
a prcfent Affiflance againft the VenetianSy 
and putting him in Hopes that. his Grandr 
fon would fucceed to the Dutchy of 
Milan ? If Cafar were once feparated 
from the others, .the Catholic King would 
make no Oppofition to his Authority, out 
of Regard to the Intereft of his Grandfpn, 
and for other Confiderations j and nothing ' 
.could ftrike a greater Terror into the Pope. 
On the contrary, a Confederacy with the 
Venetians would be highly difhonourable 
x)n account of the Ceffion which muft be 
t . ; G 4 made 
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made to them of Q-efkona and the Ghis^ 
radadduy which are fo eflcntial Parts of 
the Dutchy of Milan^ that the King had 
fet all Europe in a Combuftion to recover 
them 5 and yet a Conjundtion with the 
Venetians was not fufficient to, obtain the 
Victory, if the Union between the others^ 
were not diflblved. i 



This Opinion at laft prevailed through 
the Authority of the Queen, who was 
Alliance ^efirous of the Aggrandizement of her 
Jar foUi.

O N the other Side, the Apprehenfions , 
of a Union between the King of France 
and the Venetians increafing daily, theo/^aA- 
King of Aragon advifed Ccefar to reftorc^*^^ ^ 
Verona \ and propofed to him, with the witfcAe 
Help of the Money which he would re-''"*'''^- 
(pdve of the Venetians yzndi with the Spanijh 
Army, to remove the War into Burgundy. 
Of the fame Opinion wzsGoritZy who, 
in Hopes that he could work upon Cafar 
by his Prefence, returned to Germany y at- 
tended not only by Don Pedro D'urrea, 
who came with him, but alfo by Giovan 
Battijia Spinello Count of Carriatiy the 
Spanijh Ambaflador at VenicCy having firft 
induced the Senate, that no new Difficult 
ties might interrupt the depending Nego- 
tiation, to make a Truce for the whole 
Month of Marcby and pafled his Word 
to the faid Ambaffadors that Cafar fliould 
reftore Veronay on a Promife of the Pay* 
ment of Two Hundred and Fifty Thou- 
fand Ducats at certain Times, and Fifty 
Thoufand Ducats yeaily. ' • 

In 
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I N this turbulent Junfturc and trouble- 
Pope falls fo^e Times, the Pope fell Sick at a Time 
fi*- when his Imagination was teeniing with 
grander Ideas and Conceptions than, peiv 
His^ft haps, it had ever been before, for his 
Schemes were not contraded, but always 
enlarged by the Accomplifliment of his 
Defire$. Hence he had refolved to untr 
dertake in the Beginning of the Spring 
the Enterprife fo long meditated againft 
Ferrara. * That City being left deftitute 
of all Afliftance, and expecting to be at- 
tacked by the Ecclefiaftic Troops in con- 
jundion with the . &panijh Army, it was 
believed, would make but fmall Reiift- 
• ance. He had fecredy purchafed of £afar 
for Thirty Thoufand Ducats the City of 
Siena for the Duke of XJrbino^ to whom 
he would never grant any Lands belong- 
ing to the EcclefiaiUc State except PefarOy 
that he might preferve unblemifhcd the 
Glory of fincerely feeking the Aggrandife- 
m^it of the Church. He had agreed to 
lend Cafar Forty Thoufand Dugats, for 
which he was to receive Modena in. Pledge. 
He threatened the Luccbefe fqr having in 

the 
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die Troubles of the Duke oi ^errara ^' ^• 
feized on the Carfagmmay and iniifled thatv 
they fhould give it up to him. His In- 
dignation waa kindled againft the Cardinal 
de' Medici y becaufe he fancied that he wa3 
more devoted to the Cathoik: King thaa 
to himfelf, and becaufe he was vexed 
that he had it not in his Power, as he 
had before ioiagined, to difpofe of Fhr 
rencty having formed new Defigns, and 
aew Negotiations^ to change the State of 
that City. He was angry with the Car- 
dinal of Sion for appropriating to hinifelf 
a Revenue of above Thirty Thoufand 
Ducats yearly out of the Eftates and 
PaOeffions of fcveral Pcrfons in the Dutch/ 
of Milan y and had deprived him of the 
Title of Legate> and cited him to Rome. 
The better to eftablifh the Duke of Urbino 
in the Government of Siena by a good 
-Underftanding with his Neighbours, he 
had lately taken into his Pay Carlo Ba- 
glione with a Defign to expel from Perugia 
Gian Pagolo, who was very clofcly allied 
by Affinity to the Sons of Tandolfo Pe- 
trucciy Succeffors to their Father's Gran^ 
dcur; He defigned to conftitute Offavian^ 

Fre^ 
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Fregofo Doge of Genoa^ and to reraoyc 
Janus from that Dignity, with the Con- 
fent q£ the other Fregofi^ becaufe it ap- 
peared from the Rank whidi the Anceftors 
of Ottaviano had held in that City that the 
Office belonged rather to him. He had it 
continually in Jiis Thoughts to remove out 
of Italy y or opprefs by Help of the Swifs^ 
whom alone he magnified and carefied, 
the Spanijh Army, that he might fei2je on 
the Kingdom of Naplesy by which Means 
JbaJy would remain (to ufe his own fre- 
quent Expreffion) free from Barbarians*. 
With this View he had prevented the Swijs 
from entering into a Confederacy with the 
Catholic King; and yet, as if it had been 
in his Power to fmite all the World at 
once, he continued eagerly bent againft 
the King of Francey though he had given 
Audience to a Meflengcr from the Queenl,

. * ytf/rjM was fo fond of the Title of D///i;/r/r 4^ Italy, 
that he permitted every one to give it him. But Cardinal 
Grimani freely telling him one Day that there y«t remained 
under the Yoke the Kingdom of Naples^ one of the larger 
and richeft Members of lialy^ the Pope fhaking his SufF 
on which he leaned, and fretting with Anger, replied, 
ithat in a flbort Time, nnlefs Heaven had othfrwif^ 4$- 
pofed, the Niop^iitam as well as the' reft fhoold have the 
Voke taken off their Necks. Giowo^ in his Life QLIlfonJo. 
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aftd excited againft him die Arms of the •'• ^'

King of England J to whom he had ap-^i^^il^ 
pointed that the Title of Mofl Cbriftian 
King (hould be transferred by a Decree of 
the Zrj/^/a:;; Council, for which Purpofe 
there was already drawn up a Bull, which 
^Aio contained a Deprivation of Lewis of 
the Dignity and Title of King oi France^ 
with Leave for any one to feize upon that 
Kingdom. 

' In die Midft of fuch and fo great De*^ 
figns, and perhaps of greater ^"^^^wn^^j^^ 
(for of fo fierce and refolute a Mind no Pope 
Conception is incredible, however vaft^*^'"''* 
and boundlefs) Death intervened after a 
Sifcknefs of many Days. When he was 
fenfible that he was drawing near his End, 
he ordered a Confiftory to be called, at 
which his Weaknefs yrould not permit 
hini to be prefent in Perfon, but he caufed , 
the Bull to be confirmed which he had be- 
fore publifhed againA him who fhould ob- 
tain the Pontificate by Simony, and de- 
clared the Eledlion of a Succeflbr to be- 
long to the College of Cardinals, and not 
to a Council, and that the Schifmatic Car^ 
' . dinals 
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dbals ihoidld havfe no Pdwir to intervebe 
in tht Eledlion ; but he forgave thorn, he 
faid, all their Oiiences committed igainft 
himfelf^ ^d prayed God tx> pardon them 
the Injuries they had done, to his Church. 
After this he.bcfecchcd the College of 
Cardinals to gratify him fa far as to grants 
the City 6f fefaroin Vicarage to the Duke 
of C^^w, putting them in mind that it 
was chiefly by means of that Duke that at^ 
the Death of Giovanni Sforza it had been 
recovered to the Church. This Was- the 
only Inftanee in which he fhewed any pri- 
valie AfFcdion or Concern for his <y^Ti Fa- 
xftUy; .on the contrary, when the l^ady 
Welicehii Daughter iniftantiy befoughthiiQ, 
^ did ftijany others by her Interceifion; to^ 
i;iQsAJtGuido da Montefako a Cardhial^ be^ 
caufe Aey were Brother and Sifter by the 
Mother's Side, he poiitively anfwered that 
h« was not a Perfon worthy of that Dig** 
nity. Thus in all Refpects retaining his 
ufital Conftancy and Severity, with the 
iame Judgment and Vigour of Mind which 
he enjoyed before hi& Sicknefs, aft^r de- 
Youtly receiving the Sacrimcnts of the 
Church, on the Night of February 21, 

when 
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when it wa§ near Dgy, he finifhed die '' ^* 
Gouife of his painful Life* . ■ 



'He was a Prince of ineftimablc Courage Hb Cha-; 
and Conftancy, but impetuous, and bound-»> 
k& in his Conceptions, which would liave 
c»u:ricd him headlong to his own Ruine, 
had he not been iftiftained more^bythe 
Reverence of the Church, the Difcord of 
Princes, and the Condition of the Times, 
than by his own Moderation oir Prudence* 
He would certainly have been worthy of 
the higheft Honour had he been a fecular 
Prince, or employed the fame Ardor and 
Vigilance with which he profecuted the 
Advancement of the Church in temporal 
Greatnefs by the Force of Arms, in pro^ 
moting her Progrefs towards Purity and 
fpiritual Perfeftion by the milder Arts of 
Peaces His Memoryj however, is imcAdeat 
and honoured above that of 'aUhis Predc- 
ceflbrs, efpeeially by dipfe who having loft 
the true Names of Things, and confound-* 
cd the Diftindion that arifes froih weighing 
thepiin a juft. Balance, think it more the

* Qradinico ilnd Giufiimano write diat he died ander 
an Oppreilioi^ of Grief, being apprehenfive that he (hottld 
be depofcd by the Council from the Popedom. 
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Duty of Pontiffs to increafc the Empire tf 
the Apoftolic See by Arms and the Blood 
of Chriilians> than to flrive and labour, 
by the Example of a good Life, and by 
correding and healing a Degeneracy and 
Corruption of Manners, to promote the 
Salvation of thofe Souls for whofe Benefit 
they boafl that Chrift has confHtated them 
his Vicars upon Earth. 

On Advice of the Pope's Death the 
qucnowof^ic^^oy ^^ Naples marched with the Spa* 
hk'Dtaxh.^ijh Soldiers towards Piacenzay and con- 
ftrained that City to return, as it formerly 
ufed to be, under the Dominion of the 
Dukes of A&7j» ; and the Parmefans/m^ 
duced by the fame Terror, followed the 
Exaniple of the Piacentines. On the other 
Side the Duke of Ferrara foon recovered 
his Towns in Romagnay and then came be- 
fore Reggio'^ but his Approach occafioning 
no Commotion in the Place, he would 
not venture to ftay there, becaufe the Spa-^ 
nijh Army had extended their Quarters be- 
tvveen Piacenza and R^ggio. There was 
no other Movement in the EcclefiafHc 
State, nor did Rome or the College of Car- 

dinal^ 
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dinalsfind themfelVes under thofe Diffi- 
culties that had embarrafled them at the 
Death of the two laft PontifFs, Where- 
fore, after thd Performance of the funeral 
Rites according to Cuftom, Five and 
Twenty Cardinals peaceably entered the . 
Conclave, having firft declared the Mar- 
quis oi Maritouas Son, whom yulius had 
kept as a Hoftage, free from his Word of 
Honour, and at Liberty to return to his 
Father. The firft Care of the Conclave 
was to moderite, by very ftridl Articles, the 
Authority of the future Pontiff, which the 
Deceafed, they faid, had exercifed beyond 
the Bounds of Moderation ; but as among 
Men ibme have not the Courage to oppofe 
the Will of the Prince, and others are fol- 
licitous to gain his Favour^ fo thefe fame 
Perfona not long after voluntarily repealed 
almoft every one of thefe Articles. 

On the Seventh Day of the Conclave Popci^^x 
the Cardinals unanimoufly eledted Pontiff 
Giovanni Cardinal de' Medici^ who afTumed 
the Name of Leo X. aged 375 which was 
very furprifing on account of his Youth 
with Regard to the Cuflom of pafl Times>

tacidy agrised together to create the firft 
PpntifFout of their own Numben This 
;£le<5tion gave vail Satisfaftion to almoft all 
Chriftcndomj every one pcrfuading him- 
.fctf that Leo would prove a ntioft accomr 
jdiihed PontifF, from the dear Memory cf 
bis Fathers Merits^ and from the Fam,e 
.which fpread every where of his own Li- 
berality and good Nature, having the Re- 
-. potation. of a chafte Perfon, and of ua-- 
bdameable Manners 3 and it was hoped too 
that he would imitate the Example of his 
.Father in»being a Lover of learned Men, 
and of all thofe of an illuflrious Genius; 
^ahd thofe Expedations were increafed by 
conjQdering that he was cjiofen fairly with#- 
.out Simony, or Sufpicion of any corrup[t 
Practice. It fcemed alfo as if. Heaven it- 
felfgave its Approbation in the very Be- 
ginning of this Pontificate, for in the fourth 
.Day after the. Elettipn the deprived Ca^f 
dinal^ qf &af2ta Croce and. San Severinp 
came into the Power of the new Popcu 
The& Prelates having Adyice of the Death 
g{ yuHm fet out for Rome by Sea, accomr 

panied 
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panied by the French Ambai&ddr, and put '• ^* 
in at Legbomy where being informed of the ■_ ^,%j* 
Bleaion of the Cardinal de' Medici, truif* 
ing to his Good-nature, and the Cardlhal* 
of San Severino in particular depending oft 
his intimateiFriendfhip with the new Pon- 
tiff and his Bfodier, obtained a Fafsof the 
Governor of £ft?g"^or«, which did^not ex*, 
tend beyond tfaie Bounds of his Jnrifdidlion>: 
and went afliore. From L^Aonii without » 
requiring any ferther Security, they boldly 
ventured to ^rfaj m which City th^ weffc 
refpcdlfully received, and thence condufted^^ 
to FAr^c^ where they were putf undeirschirina- 
honourable Cuftodj^, without aiiy P<>wer2j^^J^^' 
to depart. They were confined at thecoftody. 
Defire of the Pontiff, who by the Bifhop 
of OroietOy lenC for that Purpofe, exhort^ . 
them, vfrith very civil and gracibiisEx- 
^eSions, that for their own Security, and: 
for%e Goodof the Church, they would 
be c(M9ttent to (hy at Florence tSl it fliouM 
be dete^ined lA. what Mannei' it was 
proper for ^em to goto Rome ; and that, 
fibcie they h^d been I^ally deprived of 
^eir Dignity, "Knd their Deprivation was 
Confirmed in the Lateran Council, they .

THE.firflTranfaiftion of the new Pope 
was his Coronation, which was performed, 
according to Cuftom, .in the Church of 
cSJSi"' ^^^ Giovfomi Liitermo\ with fo pompous 
uon of ^hc an Appearance of his Family and Court, 
n«w op«-^ all the Prelates, and many Nobles from 
.divers Parts, and with fo great a Goncourfe 
,of the Roman People, that it was univerfally 
-- - believed that R^w^ had 'nevet feen' a more 
. . fuperb arid nfiagnificent Day fiiice tlielnun-r 
dations d^ the Barbarians. In this So- 
lemnity the Standard, of the Church was= 
carried by Alfonfo S^/le^ who had -fib- 
tiined a Sufpenfion of his Cenfures, and 
vfras come to Rome in great Hopes^ 
from the gentle Difpofition of the Pope, 
to fetde his Affairs. . The Standard of the 
Ktii^i^^oi Rhodes Was carried by Gn^/^ de" 
. • ^ Medicit 

;* Orig/ Reliptfie i for the Knightt of Kbodis^ no«r 
Knighcs o^ Malfa, were a reHgious Order, wore a Habit 
and.Crofs, and were fworn, like, the Knights Templars^' 
c» defend the Chriftian Faith agatnft the Infidels. 
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^Medici, all irt Arxnour, ttnd mounted on '• ^-

a large Qourfer; he was by Nature in-^ 
clined to the Profeffipn of Arms, but his 
Deftiny ckew him againft his Will to a fa- 
cerdotal Life, in which he was to be a 
furpriiing Example of the Variety of For- 
tune, and what tendered that D^y. the 
more memorable and remarkable, was to 
confider that the Man who now carried 
with fo mwh, Pomp and Splendor the En- 
figns of fo great a Dignity, had but the 
Y^ar before on the fame Day been made a 
miferabie Captive. This magoificent Pa- 
j-ade confirmed the Vulgar in their Ex- 
pedlations from this Pontifixjate, every one 
flattering himfelf with Happinefs under a 
Pontiff that abounded in Liberality, and 
delighted in jSplendor, for it is certain that 
the Expellees of that Day amounted to an 
iiundred ThQufand Ducats. But Men of 
better Judgment would have been more 
pleafed if the Affair had been conducted 
with greater Gravity and Modqratlon, 
being of Opinion that fo much Pomp did 
not become a Pontiff, and that it was by- 
no means fuitaWe- to the Conditio*!: of the 
prefent Time^ to fquander away the Trea- 
G 3 fure 
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^- D. ium accumulated by his Pr^eceiK^r in 
w^^urele& Expences. 

But neither the Change of the Pontiff 
nor any other Events were fufficient to 
efhhliih the Quiet of Itafy j on the con- 
trary, the Difpofition of Afiairs began Tna- 
nifcdUy to tend more to War than to Peace. 
(U/ar re* For Coffar being quite averfe to the Reffi- 
i^re tution of F^rm^, by which he imaging 
Vima. that he '&ould deprive himfelf of an eafy 
Entrance into Itafyy though the Truce had 
been prolonged for all ^jffril, rejected the 
Articles of the Agreement negotiated at 
14Han\ and being difgufted at the Impor- 
tunities of the Ambafladors of the Catho« 
lie King, told the Count di Carriati that, 
from the Inclination which he fhewed 
tx)wardsthe Venetians^ he ought rather t6 
be called a Venetian than a Spanifh Am* 
baflador- 



This Tendency of Afiairs towards & 
Rupture was yet much more increafed by 
Tniec fcc. theTruce n»ade between the moftOiriftiail 
Kiogs of and Catholic Kings, for a Year only, for 
1^2- . ^^ Dominions beyond die Mountains.

Ae Forces of the Nobility and People of 
S^n^ either thefe Succours were not in 
due Readinefs, or he was necefiitated in 
Time of War to ftand as it were in Sub^ ;

Hcalledged, in , 
of the Juftiiication of this unexpe<^ed Refolution,

lated the League, fince after the Battle of 
Ravenna they would never pay the F<>rfy 
Thoufand Ducats, which they were boimd 
to do as long as the French had any Pot- 
f^ilions in Italy. As for himfelf it was 
manifeft he had only in View the com- 
mon Welfare of the Confederates, for 
he had not appropriated to himfelf the 
Rewards of the common Viftory , nor pof- 
feflcd in lialy fo much as a fmall Tower, 
more than what he was in Pofleflion of 
before the V/ar.

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\thority for procuring an Agreement be-* 
tween Ccefar and the Fenetiam^ but that the 
Pope had for his own Intereft precipitately 
excluded th^Fenetians from the League^ in. 
which Affair his own Ambafladors had 
^^d imprudently, for they had not con- 
fented that his Name ihould be inferted in 
the Article in which the Confederacy was 
introduced, becaufe they knew thit fuch: 
was his Intention, and yet had fuffered, 
him to be named in the Article by which 
the Fenetians were excluded : That the 
Venetians had not in that Tcanfadion be- 
haved in a Manner anfwerable to the 
Opinion People had entertained of their 
Prudence, having fet fo high a Value on 
Ffcenza as to refolve not to part with it, 
though it were to free themfelves from a- 
burdenfome War : That it was impoffible- 
for him to maintain the Army which he 
had in Italy wiithout the Payment of tliel 
Subfidies which had befcn profnifed him, , 
and he was lefs able to fuftain the whole 
War on the Frontiers of his own King- 
doms, which he well knew all the reft, 
defired, and were labouring to procure : 
T^t the Pontiff did not difTcmble his

late uhjuft Defire to deprive him of the 
KiBgdbm of Naples: ThsA he was not 
howwer moved by diefc Injuries to think 
of abandoning the Church or the other 
StBLtesof Itafyj while he found a iuitaUe 
Corref})dndence» and that he was in Hopes 
that the Powefs concerned, being induced 
by the Truce which he had made with 
the King, would be the more ready to 
enter into an Agreement with him for 
their mutual Defence. Feniinantb had 
inserted in the Inftmment rf the Truce 
tlie Names of Gefar and the King of 
Eatgland^ tho' he had communicated no- 
diing of die Negotiation to eidier of theie^ 
Princes ; and it was ridiculous to iMecve^ 
at the Time when the Truce was fblemhiy 
proclaimed throughout all Spain^ the Ar-' 
rival of a Herald from the King of England 
lonotiff the v^ Pr^arations mjule l^ 
his Mafter for attacking the Kingdom of 
France^ and to foliicit the King ofAragim 
to be ready at the fame time, as he had 
promifed, to invade it on the Side of 
Spain.

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•T» E Trlice made in this Manner v.l!Jfl^ 
ftraek the greitcft'TdrnSr^mtb all the 
Ifaitans wha haci 1>een' iinelify under theaUmdl 
Ffmdlf Governrtwnt, as they were firmlv^ ^ 
pei^ded that the King of I^ante would 
&iid ^th all Speed an Armyxm this Side

ftration of others.' • Befides, niahy private 
Noblemen, by particular Mfefiiiges, di- 
rcdled fome to the King, othefs to 7r/- 
Vulzio^ whom the Ring had fent to Liamy 
that he might be nearer at hand to treat 
with iStit Milanefty .encouraged his Ma*^'ng ^} 
jefty not to delay the March of his Army, vUed to*

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Ghiamdadda. And in the FenetianSenztt^ 
were different Opinions; for many of 
great Authority in the Rq)ublic propofed 
an Agreement with C^j^jreprefenting that 
it W2& more for theirliitereft toeafe them* 
ielves at prefent frt>m fo vaft an Expencr^ 
0nd to fred themfelves fipm Danger^ that 
diey niight be enabled the more readily

in hh Friendfhip* The major Part how- 
ever being of Opinion that fo fair an Op- 
portunity would very rarely offer for re- 
Goverfng their antient State, and that an 
Agreement with C^far while he retained 
Verona would not free them from Trou- 
bles and Dangers, it was refolved to enter 
into a Confederacy with the KingofFr^wcif, 
without infifting on Cremona and the Gin^ 
^radadda ; and the fame was concluded in 
the King's Court by Andrea Grittiy who

fador than a Prifoner. By this Treaty^— v-*-^ 
Bartokmeo Ahiano and Andrea Gritti ob* League 
tained their Liberty, the Venetians were^*^"* 
bound to aflift die King of France withof Fr^jK^ 
Eight Hundned Men at Arms, Fifteen Jr^^jjj^^ 
Hundred light Horfe, and Ten Thoufand 
Foot againftall who fhould oppofe hia Re- 
covery of -^/, Genoay and the Dutchy of 
Milan ; and the King was obliged to af^ 
fift the /^OTrf/V^^i till they had intifely re* 
cova-ed all that they poi&jflfed in Lombdrdy 
and in the Marquifate of Hrevigi before the 
League of Cambray. As foon as the Con- 
federacy was ilipulated Gianjacopo da Tri-^ 
mlzi and Bartolameo Ahiano fet out for 
Si^a ; jilviano that he might proceed from 
thence by a fafer Way to Venice^ and 7W-

The 
Pope lent a gracious Ear to diefe Af* 
furances. and^ to gain the greater Credit 
to his WordSi treated with the King by 
the Mihiflry and Mediation of his Brother 
Pope faf. Giulianoi The King, however, fufpe£l:ed 
feUtd by^^ifj^ qj^ riiany Accounts; as, the Memory 
of Things preceding his Pontificate 5 hk 
diipatchiilg to hini/ imtnediately upon his 
AflUmption, Cintid his familiar Friend with 
a Letter exprefilng much Civility^ but ik 
iiich general Terms as inanifefted that he 
was not well af¥edted in his Heart towards 
him ; befides, he had given Confent that 
Prcfpiro Cohfina (hould be cohftituted by 
the Duke 6i Milan his Captain Gehcral, 
which yultus, oat of Hatred to the G?« 
ionna'Si had always oppofed.

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the Confederacy centraded with Cafary 
th« Catholic King, and himfelf $ and his 
letter to the Community of the Sioifi^ lA 
Irhkh lie ieemed to exhort them to the 
Defence of Italy^ and and did hot ^ffennhlt 
that he was wUling to continue &e Con« 
iederacj^ made with diem by JuUn^^ iti 
which diey undertook, for Uie yearly Pen^ 
floh of Twenty Thoufahd Ducats, the Pi-o^ 
tedHon of the EcclefiafUc State* Leo a](^ 
fufficiendy betrayed his Inclination by not 
receiving the Duke ofF^srrrfrA into Favour, 
knd delaying, under various Pretence^, the 
Reftitution of Reggio till the Returfa of 4m& 
Brother the Cardinal to Rme^ who, td 
avoid dhe Perfccutions of 3^//i/j, and die 
Inftances of the King of France for his re- 
aring to the Pi/an Council, was retir^ 
to his Biihopric of Agria in Hungifry. But 
what gave the King fhofl Reafoh to fu^ft 
^e Pontiff was that he had, though as ft^ 
cretly as it was poffible, advifed the Fene^ 
Han Senate to agree with Gtfar i which 
was an Attempt in direct Oppofitioti to the 
Defigns 6f the King, who had alio taken 
it ill thai the Pope, pretending fto othct 
Motive than the Duty of his pontifical 
I 2 Office^ 
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^' ^- Office, had written to him a Briefer* 
\ 1^^^ horting him to ceafe his warlike Prepa- 
rations, and to fhew himfelf difpofed ra- 
ther to put an End to the War by feme 
honourable Compofition : A pious Pre- 
tence, which in itfelf the King would not 
have blamed, if his Holinefs, moved by 
the fame Defire of Peace, had exhorted 
the King of England to forbear moleiling 
France* 

Caufcsof TpjiE King di France indeed had good 
Diflkf- Reafon to be jealous of the Pope, for Leo 
^?^ ^^, defired nothing more than that the French 
fhould have no longer any Footing in 
'baly^ either becaufe he thought it moft 
conducive to the common Security, and to 
the Grandeur of the Church, or becaufe 
he retained the Memory of the Injuries re- 
ceived from the Crown of France. For 
though his Father and his other Anceftors 
bad been firmly attached to the French In- 
tereft, and had on feveral Occafions reaped 
both Honour and Profit from their Ad- 
herence,yet he was nntoft afFeded with what 
had more lately happened when he and his 
Brothers were driven out of Florence by 
^ \ the 
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die Coming of King Cbarks -, and this*^-^^ 
prefent King was^ known to favour thcv 
popular Government, and had always 
defpifed the Medici^ or if at any Time he 
feemed inclined to efpoufe their Caufe, it 
was only with a Defign to employ them as 
Tools for drawing the Florentines^hy thzt 
Sufpicion into Conventions for iiis own 
Advantage, and then caft them quite out 
of Remembrance. His Refentment might 
perhaps too be aggravated by reflei^ing 
that after the Battle of Ravenna he himfelf- 
had been carried Prifoner to Mikn, and 
hajibeen ordered by the King to .be con- 
du<5led to France. 

But though the Pope, either for the 
abovementioned or for fome other Reafons, 
* was thus difaffeded towards thtFrencb,yeti 
fince he faw no ftrong Foundations, as he 
could have wiihed, for Refiftance, he was 
obliged to proceed with Caution, and to 
diflemble, as much as he could, his In- 
tentions, yet always gladly hearkening 
to any Suits or Inflanccs made to liimi 
againft the King. The Swijs^ who were 
very ready to put themfclves in Motion for

tcxious: For fometimea he offered the 
Pontiff to oppofe the Frettcby and openly 
to intereft hisnfelf in the Caufe by fending 
bis Troops to join with his awn> and main- 
tiainlAg a good Number of Foot for three 
Months ; and to make himfelf the more 
eafiiy believed he had recalled his Soldiers 
' froni the Territories of Parma and Reggio^ 
and was encan^ped with his Army on the 
• Hiver TrMia ; but fome of his Troops, 
which remained in Garrifon at Tortoua and 
J^fatukiay he had never moved from 
their Qijarters : Sometimes he affirmed 
that he had received Orders from his King, 
at the fame time that he fignified to him 
that he had made a Truce, to lead back 
the Army into the Kingdom of iVi/^/«.

A.D. was marching from the Country of ^irol 

^ , In the mean time the French Fleet, 
recover confifting of Nine light Galleys and other 
Qma. Veflels, approached (jenm by Sea; while 
Antmiotto and GieronimOj Brothers of the 
Family of the Adorniy by the Favour of 
thofe of the Riijieras who were of dieir 
Faction, and with other Soldiers hired by 
the King, marched againft it by Land* 
They had a very fair Opportunity given 
them by the Breach which had happened 
•a little before between the Fiefehi and 
the Doge oi Genoa ^ with whom th^ey were 
before united againft xhtAdomi. For Gier^ 
0mm9y Son of Gianluigi dal Fiefcoy com- 
ing out ofthe public Palace, either on fome 
accidental Quarrel arifing, or fome precon- 
ceived Jealoufy, was murdered by Lodo^ 
• vico And Frego/iMy Brothers of the Doge. 

. On this barbarous Fad: Ottobuono and Sini^ 
iaJddy Brothers of the AfTaflinated, retiring 
to their Caftles, foon after entered into 
an Agreement with the King of France, 
and into a Confpiracy with the Adorm\ 
dud approached Genoa on another Quarter 

with 
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with Four ThQuiaod Men;: The Doge ^^^• 
wa^ not fufficient of himfelf to refift thcui-y-lug; 
Partifms of the Fitfcbi and Jdorm iA 
conjundion, and the Expeditiouiii^ dF 
his Adverfaries prevented the . Succour^ 
which he had rcquefted of the Viceroy 
from comibg in 3eafon, and, to render 
his Affaire quite defperate, One Thouiand 
of his Foot pofted on the neighbouring 
Mountains were over-powered by .the 
Enemy and defeated* The Doge there«-. 
ibre, tpgedier with Fregofitto^ having 
hardly had Time to fave his own Lifc^ 
Ikd by Sea,- kaving his other Brothci? 
ladovko to gu^rd the Cafteiletto^ and the 
Conquerors entered Genoa, where the 
Brothers of the Fiefchi^ tranfported with 
the Fury of Rie vef^gc, maffacred Zac^berfo^ , 
another Brother of the Doge, who was 
taken Prifoner in the Fight on the Mdun»- ^ 
pki^y ax^ was ajn AcceiTary / to the Muf- 
-der of their Bfodier, and barharpufly 
tying the dead Body to the Tail of a 
Horfe dragged it through the whole City; 
Thus was Genoa reduced to the Ober- 
dience.of the Kiftgof Fr^w^, who ap^ 
pointed Antom$tt$ jidorm to jgovem ttte 
K 2 Place 
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Plate tioder his Authority, and the French 
Fleet, ^ter putting a Supply of Men and 
fVovifibhs in^to the Lantern, and then 
|)lundering Specie^ came to an Anchor in 
Porto Vencrcn 

IT a H Fremh had now intirely recovered 
whit they had loft the Year before, ex- 
cept Novar^ isAd Comih which two Cities 
only in the^^^holc- Dutdiy of Milan ftill 
•remained in the Pofleffipn of Mqffimiliano 
Sforza. ' But the Glory of this War, to 
the great Shame of all the Reft^ was defti- 
nated, not to the iri?Wi6, not to the Ger^ 
man Footi not to the Spanijh Arms, not 
to the Venetuins^ but wholly to the Swifij 
dgainft whom the French Army ^ leaving 
in Alejfandria a Garrifori fufficient to fe- 
ccure the Country on that Side the Po^ 
now advanced J and approached them at 
-Novara. They were become fierce and 
in high Spirits from fuch a Train of Sue- 
-cefs) from the Confeflioniof the Enemies, 
»wh6 had fhut themfelves up within Walls, 
and from the manifeft Fears of the Spa- 
niards. Befides this, the prefent Face of 
sAfFairi feejned in a manner to reprefent 
^ \ tp 
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to the Memory of Men the. Image and 
Refemblance of Times paft- For this was 
the fame Novara in which Lodovico Sforza^ 
the Father of the prefent Duke, had been 
made Prifoners tlie fame Geneials, la 
^remouillezndGianjacopo da triviilziy were . 
in the Frmch Camp 3 and fome of the 
fame Colours, and of the fanpie Officers of ^ 
thofe Cantons which had at that Time 
fold the Father, Were now in the Service 
of the Son. Hence T'remouilk had proudly 
written to the King that he would makeJJ||J^, 
him a Prefent of the Son for his Prifoner, TJ-mi;.. 
from the fame Place whence he prefcnted 
him with the Father. 

The French battered the Walls of No- 
vara with great Fury, but in a Place whence 
it would be very difficult and dangerous to 
defcend into the City 5 aud the Swifs 
feemed fo little afraid of them, that they 
never fuifered the Gate of the City to* 
ward their Camp to be fhut*. A fuffi^

* The Sfwifs Commander woold never fufFer any Bank 
to be caft np, or any 7'ench or Ditch to be dug, re- 
pofing all his Defence in his Arms* and Robuftnefs and 
Vigoor of Body ; and fent a Trumpet to acqiKiint ch^ 
Frlnch that the Gates of Nctuira werfi, left open, and to 
m^Mii^ %Mm not to wafte their Powder. Giovio. 
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cient Breach being made in the Walls^ the 
Bcfiegcrs gave a very fierce Aflault, but 
were repulfcd with incredible Valour, and 
obliged to retire to their Quarters ; where 
being informed that a Reinforcement of 
Swifs had the fame Day entered Novara^ 
and that jfjtofajfo, a General of great Re- 
putation, was expedled with a much 
greater I^fumtber, they defpaired of Sue- 
icefs, and retired the next Day two Miles 
from Novaray in Hopes of obtaining their 
Endsr more by temporifing, and taking 
Advantage of the Diforders and Diftrefs of 
the Enemy for Want of Money, than by 
Force of Arms. But their Hopes were all 
fruftrated by the Fiercenefe and high- 
Spirited Courage of Mottino^ one of the 
Swifs General Officers, who called an Afr 
fembly of thjb Multitude in the Square of 
NovarUy and encouraged them with the 
warmeft Expreffions not to wait the Af- 
fiftance oiAltofaffby whofe Arrival was ex-r 
pefted the next Day, but to march out and 
attack the Enemy in their Carters, atid 
not fufFer the Glory and the Viftoryj 
• which they might fecure to themfelves, to 
be ihajred in common, or rather to becoilie 
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^wholly tranaferred to others. For as ^- ^• 
Things confequent attract to ihemfelvcswJi^^^w 
Things preceding, and the Incrcafe covers 
and eclipfes the Part increafed, fo all the 
Praife and Honour would be afcribcd not to 
ihem but to the new Comers. 

" The more difficult and dajigerous Speech of 
the Attempt, fays Mottino^ may poffibly^/^Qc- 
appear, fo much the more eafy and fafe it^f »i ^ 
will prove in the Execution 5 for Accidents ^x^^^^ 
ftrike Men with the greater Terror in pro^ 
portion as they are unforeseen apd unex- 
pefted. The French at prcfent have not 
the leaft Thought of being attacked by us ; 
as they have removed the Camp but this 
Pay, they muft have taken up their Quar- 
ters in a diforderly Manner, and without 
any Fortification. French Armies are not 
lifually very eager to fight, unlefs fupported 
by our Foot* And if they have for fomc 
Years paft ventured to fight without us^ 
yet they have never fought againft us. 
What Anaazement, what Terror will feize 
them, whcn^ they fhall fee themfelves fud- 
itenly and furi6ufly attacked by thofe whofe 
Valout and Ferocity ufed to be their Con- 
K 4 • fidencc 
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^' ^- fidence and Security ! Let not their Ca^ 
jvalry, or th^ir Artillery give you. much 
Concern, for we have on ajaother Oct 
cdion eifperienced ho^ much they rely on 
thefe Preparations when they havp tq dejtl 
with us* Did not Qaftqn de, FQtoCy fo bold 
^ General, with fuch a Number of Lances, 
^d fo fgrqaidable a Train of Artillery, 
always retire before us on the Plains, when 
without Cavalry, or any other Arn^s than 
Pikes, we dcfcended two Years ago to the 
yery Gates of 44/7^/^ ^ They have now in 
their Army German Foot; and this is 
what moves my Refentment, and makes 
me eager to embrace the Oppgrtunity 
which thi§ very Junfture offers us to con- 
vince the Man that he never .^jtook a 
worfc Refolution, either for himfelf or for 
Jiis Kingdom, than vvhen he was prompted 
by bafe and unreafonable Avarice and In- 
gratitude to defpife and fet fo lovy a Price 
on our Labours and our Blood ; and alfo 
to dempnftrate to thofe who imagined their 
Service of fufficient Merit to deprive us of 
pur Bread, that the Lanikcnets are no 
Match for the Swifs j and that though they 
have the fame Language, and the fapae 

Difcipline, 
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Difcipline, yet they have not the fame ^' ^- 
Valour and Ficrccnefs, The only Diffi-v.*^ 
culty will be to feize the Artillery 5 but 
this will be alleviated by its not being: 
planted within a fortified Place, by attack- 
ing it unexpedtedly, by the Darknefs of 
the Night, by the Fury of the AiTault, and 
by the very fmall Space of Time which it 
will have to annoy us, and that too inter- 
rupted by the Tumult, Diforder, and 
fwddcn Confufion. The other Bufinels 
of the Field will be dilpatched with the 
^ greateft Eafe ; the Horfe will not venture 
to come and run themfelves upon our 
Pikes, much lefs will the defpicable Rab- 
ble of French and Gafcon Foot dare to come 
to clofe Engagement with us. In this 
^ Refolution our Prudence will be no lefs 
confpicuous than our Valour. Our Na- 
tion is arrived to fuch a Pitch of Renown, 
that the Glory of our Name can no longer 
be fupported but by attempting fomething 
beyond Expedation and .the ordinary 
Reach of Men. And fince we are now 
about Novaraj the Place itfelf admoniflies 
us that we have ho other Means to wipe off 
that antient Reproach which we incurred 

in 
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ia the Service of Lodwico Sforza at this 
fame Nwarcu Let us go on then boldly 
with the Help of God Almighty, who is 
the Puniflier of Schifmatics, ~ Excommu- 
nicated, and Enemies to his Name ; let us 
go to a Vi<£l:ory, if we behave like Men, 
fccure and eafy j a Vi<^ory, in which the 
greater the Danger it fhall appear to carry 
with it, the greater and more glorious 
will be the Name of the Swifs^ and the 
more we are exceeded by the Enemy in 
Number, the more fhall we enrich our*- 
fehres by their SpoDs/' 

A T this Speech oiMottino all the Troops 

gave a fierce Shout, and every one ftretched 

forth his Arm in tok^n of Approbation of 

what he had faid*. The Gexieral, after 

promifing them a certain yidory, of^er^d 

them to go to their Repofe, and |:ake care 

oiF themfelves, that they might be in 

Readinefs at Beat of Drum to repair to 

their Colours.. The Nation of the Smjs

* The Learned obfervc, that in military Affemblies 
lifting up the Hands, and firetching out the Arm are 
Signs of Approbation and Confent. So we often read in 
Xenophdn that the Soldiers were ordered, if they apjMroved 
tf what was propofed to thexQy to lift up their JEJands. 
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never took a prouder or bolder Rcfolution^ -A /^ 
Few agairift Many, without Cavalry' or«Ji,JIU 
Artillery againft an Army very ftrong 10^'^. ^^ 
both, and not induced by any Ncccflity, the ^^vi/i. 
lor Navara was freed from Danger, and 
they expedted the next Day a conliderable 
Reinforcement. They voluntarily chofc to ' 
try a Meafure attended with lefs Security 
but greater Hopes of Qlory, before another 
which would be more fecure but lefs glo- 
jrious in the Event. 

On the Sixth Day of June, then, after 
Midnight, the Swifs id a very boifterous 
Manner marched out of Novara^ in Num- Battle of 
ber about Ten Thoufand, and difpofed in^^^"^' 
fuch Order that^ Seven Thoufand were tp 
attack the Artillery, about which were the 
Quarters of the German Infantry, and the 
reft to poft thepifelves with their Pikes up- 
tight, oppofite to the Men at Arms. The 
Wrench had not fortified their Camp on 
account of the Shortnefs of Time; and 
becaufe they had no Apprehenfions of fo 
quick and fudden a Vifit. At the firft 
Alarm therefore given by the C^ntiAels of 
^c Apprpaph ©f the Enemy, the Sud- 

dennefs 
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^- ^- denncfs of the Accident, with the Dark- 

1 C I ^* 

' ^nefs of the Night, concurred to increafe 
the Confufion and Terror. The Men at 
Arms, however, ibon affembled and formed 
themfelves into Squadrons, and the G^r- 
fnan Foot, followed by the reft of the 
Infantry, quickly got into Rank, andpre- 
fented themfelves in Order of Battle. 
The Artillery was now difcharged with a 
horrible Noife againft the Sw/fs that went 
to attack it, making a terrible Slaughter 
among them, which might be perceived 
by the Cries and Roarings of the Men 
more than by the Beaefit of Sight, the 
Ufe of which was as yet prevented by- 
the Night. The Swifs however with 
incredible Refolution, no^ regarding pre- 
fent Death, nor terrified at the Fate of 
thofe who fell by their Side, marched 
with all poffible Speed againft the Artillery, 
where being arrived, they entered into a 
moft furious Engagement with the Ger^ 
man Infantry, both Parties ' combating 
with the greateft Rage, which was ftill 
inflamed with Hatred and a Defire of 
Glory. You might have feen, *as now 
. the Sun began to appear, now ofte Side 

giving 
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\givIng\Way, how the other, oftentimes 
that Party to get the Advantage which at 
firfl: feemed to- W worfted 3 on the fame 
Side, and at the fame Time, fome giving 
Way, others advancing forwards, fome 
refifting with Difficulty, others violently 
preffing upon and infulting the Enemy, 
while every Place was full of Dead, 
Wounded, and Blood. The Officers 
fortietimes mpft valiantly difcharged the 
Office of comftion Soldiers, ftriking the 
Enemy, and defending ihemlHves and 
their Men j fometimcs they moft prudent- 
ly performed the Duties of their Station, 
encouriaging, providing, fuccouring, dif- 
poling; "and commanding/ On another 
Part the Men at Arms flood quietly in 
their Armour' without ftriking a Stroke, 
for their Fears operated fa ftrongly upon 
them, that all the Authority, Encourage- 
ments, Commands, Ihtreaties, Exclama- 
tions and Threatenings of 7r^»«M^'& and 
Tnvulzi could not inipire them with 
Boldn'efs fufficient to charge the Enemy, 
whom they had in their Front ; and the 
iSwifs thought they did enough in keeping 
them confined, and preventing them, 

from 
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from fiiccouring th^ir Infantiy. At UA 
/in fo /fierce a Cohfli(9:, and fo great Va- 
frinci Jio*^ flaown on both Sides, Vidtory dc- 
dcfeated. ckiied for the Swifsy who with irrefiiHblc 
Force made themfelves Mafters of the 
ArtiUeiy, and turned it igainft their Ene- 
^iies, who bf that Mea^s and by their 
Yateiir were put to Flight. With the 
Foot fled aITO the Men at; Arms, ii} wji<^ijft 
appeared no military /Virtue, nor any 
thing that defcrved Praifej cm\j Rubert^ 
della Mania, prompted by paternal Af- 
fection, entered with a Squadron among 
the &wifs, to fave his two Sons Fkranges 
'and JDfnefiOy Captains, .of <j^r/f/^«^ Foot, 
who lay on the Ground covered with 
Wounds, and fought with fuch Ardor 
?tfid Fiercenefs, that, to the great Am^z*- 
ment of the Swif$ themfelves, he brought 
them bodt alire out of fo great a Pang^ 
The Batde, lafted two Hours with veiy 
cosftiiderabk Lofs.on both Sides 3 of the 
Bwifs were killed about Fifteen Hundred, 
among whom was MottinOy the Author 
of fo glorious a Rcfolution, who while he 
was fighting received a Thruft with a 
Pike in the Throat* The Lofs of their 

Enemies 
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Enemies Was much greater, fome make -'• ^ 
it Ten Thoufand, but the greater Part of^ ^'^''^ 
the Germans were killed in fighting, 
whereas moft of the French and Gi^cm 
Foot periflied in their Flight. The Ca- 
valry efcaped almpft intire> and were in 
no Danger cH Purfuit fix)m the Smfs^ 
who if they had been provided Whh 
Horfes might have eafily difperied them, 
fo great was the Terror in which they 
fled out of the Field. The viSorious 
Army remained Mailers of all the, Car- 
riages with Twenty-two Pieces of heavy 
Cannon, and all the Horfefe that belonged 
to the Train of" Artillery. The ^wifs re- 
turned in a triumphant Manner the fame 
Day to Nm^aray with fuch univerfal 
Honour and Renown, that many who 
confidei^ed the Magnanimity of die Ref<>* 
lu4on, the moft manifeft Contempt of 
Death, the- Fiercenefs of die Fight, and 
the Fdicity of the Succefs, did not fcrtt- 
plc to prefer this A<aion to almoft all the 
memorable FaAs that are recorded of the 
antient Romans and Greeks. The French 
Bitdinto Pzedmonty from whence, TtrivuU 
zio in vain exclaiming againft it, they

After the Vi^ry Milan and the 
other Towns that had adhered to the 
^French fent to demand Pardon, which 
was granted on condition of paying a cer- 
, tain Slim of Money, the Milanefe in par- 
ticular Twenty Thouiknd Ducats, and 
the reft according to their Abilities ; all 
which was paid away to the Swifsy who 
ought ip Juftice to reap the Profit as well 
a$ the Glory of a Victory obtained by their 
Valour, and with their Blood. In order 
„to collecft as ' much Money as could be 
had, the . Swif$ after this entered the 
•Marquifate of MonferratOy and Piedmont^ 
which were acc\ifed of entertaining the 
French Avmyy and partly by Plunder, 
partly by eontributions, tho\ abflaining 
from all Ad:s of Violence to Life .and 
Honour, raifcd vaft Sums on the mifera* 
hie People. - Nor ^ere the Spaniards 
wholly excluded from the Rewards of the 
Victory ^ for after the Battle Janus and 
Pitgviano Fregoft^ the former of whom 
had been lately driven out of Genoa^ and 

each 
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eich afpired to be Doge, having applied 
to the Viceroy, he preferred Ottaviano^ 
for whom alfo the Pontiff highly interefted 
himfelf on account of their old Friend- 
ihip, and received from him a Promife 
to pay him Fifty Thoufand Ducats as 
foon as he had entered Genoa. The Vice- 
roy then, after furnifhing Ottavianoynxh 
Three Thoufand Foot under the Marquis 
of Pefeara^ moved with the reft of the 
Army to ChiefteggiOj (hewing himfelf ready 
to proceed further if Occafion required. 
But as foon as the Marquis with Ottaviano 
approached Genoa^ the Brothers Adomi^ 
confcious of their Inability to refift, left 
the Placej into which Ottaviano made his 
Entrance, and was created Doge of that 
City, which in the fame Year faw itfelf 
under the Government of the Frencbi 
JaTtus Fregofoy the Adornii and Otta^ 
viano, 

fiut Bartotofheo Alviano^ as foon as he 
had received Advice of the Defeat of the 
French Army^ being apprehenfive that 
fhe Spaniards would immediately march 
in Purfuit of him, retired in all Hafte to 

•Vol. VI. L Ponte 
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Pofffe VicOy leaving for the more Sp^cd 
fonie Pieces of Cannon that were flow of 
Carriage on the Road. From Ponte VicOy 
leaving Renzo da Cert in Crema^ and aban- 
doning Brefciay becaufe it was of no 
Service to diminifh the Army, in which 
remained but Six Hundred Men at Arms, 
One Thoufand light Horfe, and Five 
Thoufand Foot, he continued his March 
with the fame Expedition, and under fuch 
Dread and DifafFeftion of the Country, 
that, had he been purfued by any fmall 
Party, his Troops would have been 
broken and routed by themfclves, till he 
arrived at Tomba near the AdicCy not 
having given himfelf Time to reft in any 
Place, but merely fo long as he was con- 
ftrained by Neceffity for the; Refrefhment 
of the Men and Horfes. At Tomba he 
baltedf ^nd laying aiide all Fear, becaufe 
he was not purfued, got together as 
great a Quantity of Provifions as he could 
draw from the Veronefey and took care to 
have it conveyed to Padoua and Trevigi. 
At the fame time he fent Gian Pagoh 
Ba^Hpne with Si;xty Men at Arms ap4 
Twjelve Hundred Foot to LignagOy where? 

he 
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he was immediately received by the Mfen 
©f the Town, which had no Garrifon,i 
and ftormed the Caftle, in which wer« 
Gne Hundred and Fifty Spanijh and G^- 
man Foot, after he had firil battered it on 
the Side that looks towards the Square. 
In the Succefs of the Aflkult it is difficult 
to fay whether Fortune or Valour had the 
greater Share; for during the Attack ^ * 
Fire got hold of the Stores, occafioned by- 
fome Inftrutoients of artificial Fires thrown ^'|*^i^ 
by the Befiegers, and burnt Part of thethc Ventt^ 
Caftle, in which Confufion the Eneteiy^'*^"^- 
pardy through the Breach and pardy by 
Scaling-Ladders entered the Place, took 
the Spanijh Governor, and killed or took 
Prifoners all the reft. 

LiGNAGo being thus taken Ahiano 
laid a Bridge over the AdicCy and hdngrerpna 
put in Hopes by fome Veronefe of an In-?"*"^?**^ 
furredtion againft the Germans went ^nd jManc.' 
encamped at San Giovanni four Miles from 
Verona^ from whence the next Morning 
he approached the Gate of San Martinoy 
and planting his Cannon play'd .with great 
Fury on the Turret of the Gate, and the 
L 2 con- 
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^^ ^« contiguous Wall, expecting in the mean 
'^^^*;Time fome Tumult to arife in the City. 
The Brieach in the Wall being Forty 
Braces wide, and the Turret thrown 
down, which fell in fuch a Manner as to 
make a very ftrong Fence before the Gate, 
the Aflault was given with great Fury. 
But in Verona were Three Hundred Horfe, 
and Three Thoufand German Foot under 
Roccandolphj a General Officer of great 
Reputation, who made a valiant Defence. 
The Breach in the Wall being of a good 
Height from the Ground on the Infide, 
and the Veronefe making no Movement 
in Favour of the VenetianSy as it was 
hoped, Alviano feeing it would be diffi- 
cult to take the Place, called off his 
Troops from the Wall, and had begun 
to draw off his Cannon; but changing 
his Mind in a Moment, on receiving, as 
it was fuppofed, fome Meffage from the 
Inhabitants, he made his Soldiers return 
to the Wall, and gave a frefh Aflault 
more vigorous than the firfl:, but met 
with the fame Difficulties as before, and 
the fame Remifnefs in thofe who had 
recalled him. Cafling off therefore all 

Hopes 
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Hopes of Succefs, with the Lofs of above 
Two Hundred of his Men, among whom 
was Tommafo Fabbro of Ravenna^ Captain 
of Foot, he drew off his Artillery froni 
the Walls with wonderful Speed, and rer 
turned the fame Day to his Camp from 
which he had fet out in the Morning, 
having acquired no Reputation from the 
Counfel or Event of that Day, but he 
was highly celebrated through all Italy for 
his Quicknefs, in doing ^s much in one 
Day as other Generals ufed to do with 
Difficulty in three or four. After this 
he laid wafte the Territory of Verona^ to 
try whether the Fear of feeing their Coun- 
try deiblate would conftrain the Veronefe 
to come to fome Agreement. 

But now the Spanijh Army was ad- 
vancing forwards 5 for the Viceroy on 
Advice of the Lofs of Li^nago being ap- 
prehenfive that Verona^ through the Dif- 
afFedtion of the Citizens, would open its 
Gates to the Venetians^ as he was no 
longer retarded by the Affairs of GenoUy 
which had taken a happy Turn, now rctu 
folved to fuccour without Delay the de- 
L 3 dining 
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^- ^' cliniHg Intcrefts of Cafar. For this End 
''^^' /having paifed die Pq at Stradella^ and 
taken Poffeflion without Difficulty of the 
Cities of Bergamo and Brefcia and the 
Town of Pefcbiera by their Surrendry, 
he laid Siege to the Caftle of this laft 
Place, in which was a Garrifon of Two 
Hundred and Fifty Foot, and tho' the 
place was generally expedied to hold out 
jTome Days, \it took it at once with 
Sword in Hand, making the Venetian 
Proveditor, with thofe of the Garrifon 
that remained alive Prifoners. Ahiano at 
the Approaf:h of the Spaniards retired to 
jiJbere on the other Side of the Adice^ and 
to increafe his Araiy as much as poflible, 
not only recalled fome Foot that were in 
the Pokfme of Rovigo^ but thofe whom 
he had left in Lignago. And foon after 
the German Foot joining the Viceroy at 
^an MartinOy and marching after they 
had recovered Lignago to Montagnana^ the 
Venetians^ who had nothing left in thefe 
Parts but Padoua and I'revigiy attended 
only to the Prefervation of thefe Cities, 
and appointed the Army to be diftributed 
between them. In Trevigi they placed

a Garrifon of Two Hundred Men at Arms, 
Three Hundred light Horfe, and Two 
Thoufand Foot under Gian Pagob Bag^ 
Honey aflifled hy Malatefta da St)gliaha, and 
die Chevalier deila Volpe. jilviano with, 
the reft of the Army took up his Q^rtSrsjjviana 
in Padoua^ where he employed himfelf^"*^^ 
in fortifying the Places repairirig Ifte 
Baftions that had been ereded^ and per- 
fecting many Works that were left Un- 
finifhed ; and that the Enemy might not 
be able to approach the Place vf ithoQt ex- 
treme Danger and Difiknilty, and without 
a vaft Number of Pioneers, he demoWh- 
ed all the Houfes, and felled all the Tree? 
within three Miles of Padoua. 

While the military Operations pro-p^p^ i^^ 
ceeded in this Manner, the Pope ufed hSs^«ek» tp 
utmoft Care and Diligence for extirpating ^eScWi^ 
the Divifion made in the Church by the 
pi/an Council 5 and that Affair depending 
wholly on the Will of the King of Prance^ 
he employed abundance of Arts fdr 
foftening the Mind of that Prince, afTuring 
him that the Report of his fending Money 
to the Swifs was utterly fajfe, protefting 
L 4 that

A. D. that he defired nothing but Peace, and to 
%_l^l^ be the common Father of all Chriftian 
Princes, and that he was extremely grieved 
that his Majefty, by his Diffention from 
the Church, had deprived him of the 
Power of demonftrating to him how 
much he was by Nature inclined to be 
his Friend, and that he was neceflitated 
for the Honour of the ApoftoJic See, and 
of his own proper. Perfon, to proceed 
feparately with him till he wa^ returned 
to the Obedience of the Roman Church, 
when it would be lawful for him to receive 
, him as a moft Chriftian King, and to emr 
brace him as the eldeft Son of the 
Church. 

The King was defirous, for his own 
Sake, of a Union of his Kingdom with 
jthe Church, which was earneftly de- 
manded by all the People, and by the 
jf'r^fr/ whole Court, and to which he was 
f^ ^'*:. mightily ftimulated by the Queen -, he 
fit 9 Re- knew alio that he could never hope to 
concilia- agree with the Pope in temporal Concerns, 
Atibmanif the fpiritual DilFerepces were not firft 
9^^* compofcd. Trufting therefore, or pre- 
tending 
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tending to truft, -to die Pope's Words, He ^- ^• 
deputed the Bifhop of Marfeilks his Am-^ '^ 
baffador to treat with l?is Holinefs about 
thefe Affairs. Oa his Arrival at Romcj 
the Pontiff caufed, by a Decree of the 
Council, the French Bifhops, and other 
Prelates, to be xeftored to the Power of 
purging thjsmfelves from Contuijiacy dur- 
ring the whole Month of November next. 
The late Pope had proceeded very rigo- 
roufly againfl thefe Reverend Dignitaries 
as Schifmatics by way of Monitory. And 
the fame Morning in which the Decree 
was ordered, a Paper was read in the 
Council, fubfcribed by Bernardino Car^ 
vagiale and Federigo da San SeverinOy in 
which, not flyling themfelves Cardinals, 
they approved of all that was done in the 
Juateran Council, promifing to adhere to 
that Council, and to obey the Pope, and 
by confequence confeiTed that their De- 
privation of the Cardinalfhip made by 
Julius y and confirmed by the f^d'Cpun- 
cil before his Deceafe, was lawful and 
right. The Reflitution of thefe Prelates 
had been under Debate before, but dcr 
|aypd by the Oppplition of the Arnbaffa- 

♦dors 
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^- ^' dors of the Emperor, and King of jira^ 
%m0f,ir^^g6ny and of the Cardinals of Sion and Tori^ 
who exclaimed againft*it as an A<3: unwor- 
thy of the Majefty of the Apoftolic See, 
and of very bad Example, to grant Pardon 
to the Authors of a Crime fo pernicious, 
and full of abominable impiety, putting 
the Confiftory in Mind of the Conftancy 
of Julius, who retained his juft Refent- 
ttiertt againft them, from no other Motive 
than the public Good, to his laft Moments. 

BtJT the Pontiff, inclining to the more 
i^erciful Side, judged il eafier utterly toeit^ 
thiguifh the Name of the Pi/an Council 
by Clemeney than by Rigour, and was not 
willing to exafperate the King of Frana, 
who eameftly interceded for the Delin- 
quents ; befides, he was not hindered in 
his good Intentions by any private Malice, 
for the Offence was not committed againft 
Wm, nay, he himfelf and his Brothers had 
been intimate Acquaintance of Federigo 
Wore his Pontificate. For thefe Reafons, 
following his own Judgment, he had 
caufed to be read before the Fathers of thfe 
Council a Paper of the deprived Cardinal 

containing 
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containing their Humiliation, and after- ^^ ^• 
wards appointed a Day for their Refti- u— y^lj 
tution, which was tranfafted in the fol- 
lowing Order. Bernardino and. Federigo 
entered Rome privately by Night without ^y*^"^ 
the Habit atnd Enfigns of Cardinals, and ftwingAe 
next Morning being appointed to prefentcardintb. 
thcmfelves before the Pope fitting in Con- 
fiflory, accompanied by all the Cardinals 
except Sion and Torky who refufed to be 
prefent, they firft pafled along, clothed 
like fimple Priefts with black Bonnets on 
their Heads, through all the public Places 
of the Palace of the Vatican in which they 
liad lodged the Night before, a vaft Mul- 
titude of People flocking to fee them, and 
every one facing that fo public a Difgrace 
muft needs be a flinging Rebuke to the ex- 
ceffive Pride of BernardwOyZndiothe no lefs 
immoderate Arrogance of Federigo. Be- 
ing admitted into the Confiftory, falling 
on their Knees with Marks of the greateft 
Humility, they afked Pardon of the Pope 
and Cardinals, teftifying their Approbation 
of what had been tranfafted by Julius^ 
and particularly their own Deprivation, 
and the Eledkion of a new PontiiF, as done 

canonically. 
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A. D. canonically, and condemning the Pi/an 
Jli!ll^ Conventicle as fchifmatic and deteftable. 
When an authentic Copy of this their 
Gonfeflion, figned with their Names, had 
been entered upon Record, they rofe on 
their Feet, did Reverence, and embraced 
all the Cardinals, who ftirred not from 
their Seats j after which they were vefted 
in the Habit of Cardinals, and admitted to 
fit in the fame Order in vvhich they had 
fat before their Deprivation. By this A6t 
they recovered only the Dignity of the 
Cardinalfhip, but not the Churches and 
other Revenues which they ufed to enjoy, 
for thefe had been long before difpofed of 
to others as Vacancies. 

In this Tranfaftion the Pope fatisfied, 
if not wholly yet in a great Meafure, the 
King of France^ but he did not fatisfy him 
in other A6tions, for he was follicitous to 
procure an Agreement between the Eni- 
peror and the Venetians^ which from the 
prefent Circumftances of Affairs feemed 
not difficult to be accomplifhed ; it being 
believed that Cafar^ invited by fair Oppor- 
tunities beyond the Mountains, was in- 
clined 
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clined to eafe himfelf of this Burden, ^- ^» 
that he might the more readily attend tov '**^' 
the Recovery of Burgundy for his Grand- 
fon. And there were much more Grounds 
to hope that Peace was the Defirc of the 
Venetians^ who were terrified at the De- 
feat of the French^ and knew that the- 
King of Francey on account of the Mul- 
tiplicity of Dangers that threatened his 
own Kingdom, had laid afide all Thoughts 
of Italy for the prefeht Year. They per- 
ceived that the Spanijh Army was ap- 
proaching, and that it was to join the 
Troops which were in Verona y they 
found themfelves exhaufted of Money, 
weak in Soldiers, efpecially in Foot, and 
obliged to ftand the Brunt alone, without 

the leaft Glimmerings of approaching Confiancy 
Light to difpel their gloomy Apprehen-of the 
fions ; and yet the Senate very conftantlygg^te! 
anfwered to all Propofals, that they would 
come to no Accommodation without the 
Reftitution of Vicenza and Verona. 

The Emperor now requefted of the 
Pope to fupply him with Two Hundred 
Men at Arms to adt againft the Venetians^ 

and 
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'• i>. and tho' the Demand was very difagreeable 
^ji^^tothe PontiiF, who doubted that by grant- 
ing it he fhould difguft the King of France y 
and did not comprehend how it could 
aniWer any Purpofe of Ccefar or of him- 
felf to give Umbrage to the Venetians in 
a Matter of fo fmall Importance, yet the 
Emperor ^obftinately perfifting in his Im- 
pOFtunity, he fent him the Number de- 
^ fired under the Command of Troih 
Pope Savelloy Achilk HoreUa^ and Mutio Colmnay 
^aiSS^^' chafing by a Refufd to fliew any Sign 
the ^/jsr#-that he did not intend to continue in the 
tiamt. Confederacy contrafted by the late Pontiff, 
and not thinking himfelf reftraihed by 
afty Obligation to the Venetians^ who, be- 
. fides fofFeriijg their Troops, when Alviano 
lay at Cremona^ in no very friendly Man- 
ner, to go marauding over the Parmefan 
and Piacenttney had never appointed any 
Ambafladors to pay him Obedience, ac- 
cording to antlcnt Cuftom, till the French 
had been defeated, and had repaffed the 
Mountains, 

This Step of the Pontiff alarmed the 
VenetianSy not fo much for the Impo^-!^ 

tance 
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tance of Cuch a Succour as out of an 
Apprehenfion th^ this was but a Prelude ^ 
to much further Proceedings, takmg it as 
a moft evident Sign that his Holinels 
never intended to feparate himfelf from, 
their Enemies. They made no Alteration 
however in their firft Refolutions, but, 
being rather difpofed to brave Fortune as 
well as they could, fent Orders to their 
Proveditor of marine Afi^rs, who lay at 
Corfu^ to affemble as many Ships as he 
could, and attack the maritime Towns o£ 
Puglia. But foon afterwards refleding 
on the important Confequence of fo 
highly provoking the King of Aragon^ a 
powerful Prince, and who had always p^^^^^ 
appeared to advife d^^far to an Agreement, Rcflcftioni 
they countermanded thofe Orders, as the^^^**^^j 
Refult of Animofity rather than of Pru- 
dence. The Viceroy lay encamped at 
Montagnana^ undetermined as yet what he 
was to undertake ; for the Germans were 
in high Expeftations, the Enterprifes on 
P adorn or Trevigty which only remained 
on Hand, were difficult, and the Forces 
were much inferior to the Difficulties; 
fgr the whole Army confifted of no more 

than 
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than One Thoufand Men at Arms, na' 
great Number of light Horfe, and Ten 
Number Thoufand Foot between Spaniards and 
of the Germans. The Refolution on this Point 
ArmyJ * being at laft referred to the Determination 
of the Bifliop of GoritZy who was to be 
in the Army within a few Days, his Ar- 
rival was earneftly expected. 

I N the mean time, while the Spanijh 
Commiflary in Bergamo was coUefting 
the Fine pf Twenty-five Thoufand Du-* 
cats, impofed on that City when it fur- 
rendered to the Viceroy, Renzo da Ceri 
fent thither a Party from Crema^ which 
Succefsfiil entered by Night with the Afliftance of 
^^^^^^fome of the Town, feized the Com- 
Ctr'u miflary with that Part of the Money 
which he had received, and then returned 
to Crema. 

Preparations were alfo making 
much about the fame Time for raifing 
new Difturbances in Genoa^ in compliance 
with the Inclinations of the Duke of 
Milan and the Swifsy to whom Antoniottd 
and Gieronimo /idorni had Recourfej

On the other 8ide he ought 
not to fojrgcit the inveterate Hatred of. the 
i?i^-r^^ and the Multiplicity of injurious 
mA fraudulent Fradices with whicl;i his 
I^athier bad been abuifed by Battifta and 
the Cardinal, both of that Family, and 
. Xou Vl. M fuc- 
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^v fl. iutceflifeelEtoges of Gmt^*, Jie.fli«a^ 
'^ ^wftfider ; alio how it could be propw to 
fxit ^ny Gonfidehcc in OHdhkmo Pregojby 
who^ befides his i^vet«^ate i Enmity, luul 
refofed to have a Superior' ih didt C|tj^ 
To the Swijs they had ipripofed the 
powerful Incentives of Profit^ Safety, and 
Honour 5 to pay them, if ^by^their Aflif&- 
ance they fhoul<l be reftored to thdr 
Country, the iame Sum of' Money diat 
Fregofo had paid to the Spaniards. They 
reprefented to them that as the Dut^hy 
of M7a« had been prdferveH by * theif 
Valour, &>. to . them alio fodoiiged it9 Pti^ 
tedion; they ought to confider ^therefore 
how inconfiftent it would te with the 
Security of that State for Getidayi n^igK-^

Event of the Battle, cither to fly like 
Coufrlirds, or fraudulently ileal away the 
Fruits of * Viftory obtained by the Blood 
x>f btheiis. i. Thefe Repreientktions bad 
fuch an Effeft^ tlutt the Duke pit his 
Troops in Motion, and th^ Bmfi were 
ready .to mfaifch with Four Thoufand 
Foot ; but the .Threats of the Viceroy 
againft the D^ikei.and the Authority of 
the Pontiff, who had the Interefts of 
Ottieoiam vtrj much at Hearty put a Stop 
to'tbeir Proceedings^ 

•lii the mean time the Viceroy took 
his March to. Battaglia\ a Place feven 
Miles diftant from Padoua^ where Ber^ 
narJim Carvagiak, inconfiderately ad- 
vancing with a few Horfe to view the 
Sitiiitioh of the Country, was taken by 
jMkreuridy Commander of the Venetian 
iighit Horifei The Biihop of Goritz being 
4)ov^. arrived in the Army, a Council was 
hfcid on the , future Operations, in which 
(hritz propofed the Siege of Poidoua^ re- 
M 2 prefenting 
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-^* ^' .preiaitmg that fo great a Dependence 
.^l^l:^tm\^ht juftly be laid on thd Valour of *Kc 
Siege of Gerw<7//J and Spaniardsy when exerted 
Patioua u^n^iltaJionSj that it was to be hoped 
iKey. would in .the End^furmount allDiffi* 
:culti6s:; that the Conquefl: of Trem^ 
Iwould indeed be fomewhat lefs labbriousv 
ibut the 'Advantage to be reaped froriik 
-wa« very: different, for to becon^ Matter 
• of 7'revigi alone conduced hvit litde to a 
'Decifion of the War/ but the Acquifitioii 
of Padoua would entirely feciire the Towns 
fttbjeft: to'the Emperor from all InfidtE 
and I>&ngefs of War, and deprive ^^e 
Venetians of all Hopes of ever retrieving 
their Lofles. The Viceroy was of a dif- 
ferent -Opinion, as were almoft all the 
other General Officers, judging it > rather 
impoflible than difficult to force Padouay 
becaufe of its Fortifications, which were 
f almoft incredible ;: it was alfo extremely 
well provided with Artillery and all Things 
neceflary for its Defence, and had a very 
jiiimlerdus Garrifon, among whom were 
carri^edi' as at other Times,: a good Num- 
ber of the noble Youth of Venice. Tlic 
•Town itfelf,.- they faid, was of a very 
':■''-'- large 
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fer^ Compafe, and' upon that" AccQunt, -^.. ^; 
iii^'the Multitude of Defendants, and,J.yij 
other Difficulties, it requited two good 
Armies to furround and beflcge it ; which 
was fo far froth being the Cafe at prefent, 
that they were not able fo much a& to 
form one confiderable Army, the Number 
of Soldiers not being great, and of dicfe^ 
the Germans efpecially, who ufed to be 
very uneafy under flow Payments^ riot 
being over zealous for the Service 5 that 
befides they did not abound with Am- 
munition, and laboured under a Scarcity 
of Pioneers, whofe Service was very fte- 
ceflary fbr carrjdng on £b difficult a Siege. 

But the Reafons alledged by the 
Viceroy and others were at laft obliged to^«cpn<i 
give Way to the Will and Pleafure of thtp^^^u^, 
Bifhop of GoritZy purfuant to which the 
Army drew nearer to Pddou/z^ and pofted 
itfcif at Bafanello, on the Right of the 
Canal, within a Mile and Half of the 
City. But the Camp in that Place being 
pretty much^ a!nnoyed by fome double 
ednnon* pknted on a Baftion of the To wri , 
the 'Troops pafled the Canal, and en- 
M 3 camped 
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A. D. camped at a fomewhat farther DiftaocQ 
**''' ^ from the Place, from whepc^ they pr4cjrT 
ed fome Foot to take Poft at the Chiirdl 
of Sant' Aitmio within half a Mile of 
Fadoua^ and^ in order to make their 
Approaches ivith lefs Danger, fet themr* 
iclves.^t Work in cafting ijp Trenches 
towards the Gate of Sanf Antonio. But 
the Works were very great, and in. a 
Country whence all the Inhabitants were 
fled there was an extreme Want of Pio-f 
neers ; fo that the Trepches advanced but 
(lowly, and not without Panger, the 
Workmen being gready incommoded 
Day and Night by frequent and fudden 
Sallies. To this was added a Dearth of 
Provifions ; for as but a fmall Part of the 
Town was furrounded by the Befiegcrs, 
the Stradiotti, having free Liberty to fally 
from the other Parts of the City, ranged 
over the Country at Difcretion, and in- 
tercepted all Convoys defigned for the 
Camp, which were alfo prevented by fome 
armed Boats^ Mrhich the Venetians hfkd 
planned for that Purpofe on the River 
Adicei for the Crews were, continually 
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landing in one Part or other, and infefted ^- ^^• 
ail the open Country. 

,The Viceroy befet with thefe Difficul- 
ties, and laying the State of Affairs once 
morebefor? a.Council,every one freely gave 
his Opinion that it would be leis difgrace-. 
ful to corredt a Rcfolution imprudendy 
taken by raifing the Siege, than by per- 
fifting in an Error to give Occafion for 
greater Lois, attended with greater Shame 
iand Reproach. • This Opinion being re- 
ported by the Viceroy, in the Prefence pf 
nfiany of the General Officers, to Goritz^ 
who had » refufed to be prefcnt at the 
Council, he aftfwercd that, as the military 
Art was not his Profeffion, he was not 
aihamed to confeis his W^ant of Judgment 
in Affiiirs relating to War, and tho' he 
had advifed the Siege of Padoua he was 
not prompted to it by trufting to himfclf 
in that Refolution, but by trufting and 
following the Authority of the Viceroy, 
who both by Letters and by private 
Meflengers had fcvcral times advifed Cafar 
to the Undertaking, and given him mighty 
Hopes of Succefs. At length, as Com- 
M 4 f plaints 
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plaints and Difputes could hot ren^ovc the 
, Difficulties which every Moment inCreafcd,* 
the Siege was raifed, after the Army had 
lain eighteen Days before die Walls of 
Padoua-y and the Befiegers/. who had 
been continually 'harafled iri decamping- 
and afterwards in their Match by the 
Siege Stradiotti, retired to Vicenzay witich was 
■*^^- then void of Inhabitants, and a Prey to 
whoever was Mafter of the Field. 

I N the mean time the Troops of the 
AdionsofDuke of Mitariy aflifted by One Thoufehd 
Pwea. Pq^j fgj^j jjy ^Yi^ Viceroy under Antonio da 

Leva, made themfelves Mafters of PontS 
VicOy garrifoned by Two Hundred Vene-- 
tian Foot, who valiantly fuftained the 
Siege, undaunted at Batteries or Mines,- 
but after a Month were cohftrained to 
furrender for Want of Provifions. About 
the fame Time Renzo da Cert marched 
out of Cremay and routed Silvio Savello, 
who by Orders from the Duke of Milany 
with his own Regiment and Four Hundred 
SpaniJ}^ Foot, was marching 'to Bergamo. 
And a few Days after on Advice that a 
Spanijh Commiflary was returned to Ber^

tachcd thither a Party of Three HttJTdJrcd Jj^

able to fupport fo great a Buf den alone, 
and the Dutchy of MiUutj exceflively 
burdened, by the Swijs^ was incapable of 
conb*ibuting towards the Affiftance of 
^,^ j^others. The Army was vaftly incom* 
Victuxa. moded in its Quarters at Vicmza by the 
pontinual Moleftations of the Enemy's 
light Horfc, who fpoured all the Country 
Night jand Day,' and intercepted all Con-* 
Voys of Provifions, not attended with a 
flrong. Guard, in which, bccaufc they 
|iad but very few light Iforfe, they were 
obliged to employ their Mcq at Arms, 
Qori/^ therefore^ to avoid this Vexation, 
marched off with the German Foot to 
Verona^ much diflatisfied with the-Viceroy, 
who following him by eafy Journeys 
halted at jilbere on the Adice^ where he 
refted fome Days to give the Veroneje an 
Opportunity to gather in their Corn .an4 
their Vint^e, but not able to reftrain the 
continual Incurfiqns of jthe light Horfe, 

who 
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who carried off the Oxen belonging to •^•^^* 
th^ Artillery from the Germans under theui^v^ 
very Gates of Verona. 

The Viceroy h«4 ^^^^^ t^^i^l>ut^ 
^ Army into Quarters in the Brefdan 
and Bergamaftoy and at the fame time to 
difbeft Cremay the only Place pofleiled 1^ 
the Venetians beyond the Mincia; and 
the Rjeport of bis Deiign being fpread^ 
the Inhabitants of the adjacent Countries 
thought themfelves fecure, fo that the 
Padouan was full of People and Goods* 
On this Confideration the Viceroy, who 
had no other Means of mam^ning his 
Army than by Plunder, altered his Pur« 
pcrfe, and fending for the Qerman Foot^»^^ 
marched to Montagnana and J^Jie^ whence //m Tcr^ 
he proceeded to the Village of Bovoknta^^^^^* 
whichy after making a vaft Booty of Cat- 
tie, the Soldiers burnt with many ftately 
Seats in that Neighbourhood. From Bo* 
VQkntaj allured by a Defire of Plunder* 
^d emboldened by knowing that the 
Venetian Troops were diftributed into 
Garrifbns at Padoua and Treyiigia, the 
yicerpytook a Refolution, tho' c^traiy 

to 
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tbhUe AdWte oiPr^pef&GMina'y who cen-s 
fured-lt'-Sfs^-rani arid dangerous', to a|)- 
proach Venice. Paflihg "therefore the 'Ri-' 
ver Bacchiglioney he pillaged Pieve di Sac- 
cOy apopulotis and pfentiful Borough, after 
which he -prbcfeeded to'M^Hy and from^ 
thence he arrived ziMargBera on the- Salt 
Water, where, to render'thc Memory of 
this Expedition the more famojis, he dif-' 
chafgid ten Pieces of heavy Artillery to- 
wards 'F^/wVe*, theBalfe of which reafchtd 
the Mohaftery of the Temple dfSau'Se^ 
eondo: ' At the farrie time ' the 'lE^obps^ 
plundered -and laid \^afte the whole Coun- 
try^ from' whence all iific Itihabitants^were 
fled," and very unfairly* made War 'agani/t ' 
the Walls j for not being fatisfied with the 
vaft ^ Sooty of' Anirtials and- IVtbvealitels,^

which the«^tf;?/^r^idefignedtotaketoward$ 
Ferona being thus flopped up, it was dif- 
ficult alfo for thofe who inarched along by 
the Mountains to extend themfelves in a 
marfhy Countrys full of Pools of Water i 
and it was no lefs difficult and hazardous 
to take the narrow Way over the Moun- 
tainsi which was guarded by a Multitude 
of armed Men* As they were thus fur- 
rounded with Enemies on all Sides, iii 
Front, Flank and Rear, and continually 
harrafTed by great Numbers of light Hbrfe, 
and could come to no Refolution but what 
was attended with Difficulty, and much 
Hazard, when Night came on^ after fkir- 
niifhing a while, they took up their Qijar- 
ters within half a Mile of the Venetiam^ 
The Generds, after holding a Council of 
War in the Night on the befl Method to 
extricate themfelves from fuch preffing 
Difficulties and Dangers, refolved, as leaft 
hazardous, to take the Road to Germany^ 
in order to return to Verona by the Way 
oi Trent y though they were under ftrong 
Apprehenfions that, on account of the 
Length of the March, and thefmallGar^ 
rifon they had left in the Place, the Ve^ 
Vol. VL N netium 
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^- ^- ii?//tfw -WPuld prevent thcro, and enter tlw 
^^Tdwfi bpfore they could arrive. At Break 
pf Day they put themfelves in Motion to 
!ivardi? Baffanoy turning their Backs to the 
pnimyV which above all things dilheartens 
ind is pernicious to an Army'; and though 
they marched in Order with fo Httle Hop^s 
of Safety that they thought the Lofs pf 
their Baggage and their leaft ferviceable 
Horfes the fmalleft Misfortune thjat was 
like to befal them, jihiam.dXd npt ^^ry 
quickly perceive their Decampment, which 
was made in great Silence, without Sound 
of Tmmpet, or Beat of Drum, and a very 
thick Fog that happened that Morning in- 
tercepted all Profpeft. Biit as foon as he 
bad difcovered that they were gone he 
haftened to follow them with all his Army, 
in which, it was faid, were a Thpufand 
Men at Arms, a Thoufand Stradiotti, and 
Six Thpuland Foot, harrafling them on 
cmy Quartet with the Stradiotti, and an 
ipfimte. Number of Peaiants who de- 
^en^d from the Mountains, and ^nnoyed 
die Enemy with Harquebufes, Hence th« 
Dangers in the March ftill increafed a$ 
well a& . tbie. Difficulties, which were aug- 
mented

mented by the^ Multitude of Carriages, 
and the vaA Body of Cattle which, theys 
drove, and becaufc they proceeded thro' 
parrow Roads between Ditches, which 
they had not the Convcniency of widen-* 
ing by levelling the Ground. But tho* 
they marched a great Pace they kept 
thcmielves in firm Order by the Qoodncfs 
of the Troops, and the diligent liifpefltion 
of the Officers j and yet after they had 
proceeded in this diftreffed Condition about 
two Miles, they could not themfelves but 
think it very difficult to hold out much 
longer. But the Raflinefs of the Enemies 
would not fufFer them to wait veith Pay^ 
tience the Maturity of fo fair an Oppofi^ 
tunity, which was almoft brought to Per-*- 
feftion. Alviano incapable, as he always . -. 
was, of rcftraining himfelf, attacked, notriV#«»i. 
in a tumultuous Manner, but with his 
Army drawn up in Order of Battle, and 
with Cannon, the Rearguard of the Ene- 
my commanded by Profpero Colonna. It 
is reported for a Truth that Alviano delay- 
ing to engage was very fharply rcprimand- 
^ by Lore Jano J one of the Proveditors, 
for not charging the Enemies, but fuiferi- 
N 2 ing 
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A. D. ing them, when now they were idready 
^-.i^wclifcomfited, to march off in Safety. 
Thefe Reproaches were fo provoking to a 
General, of fuch extraordinary Fiercenefs, 
that he hurried himfelf into precipitate 
Meafures, and in a Rage gave the Signal 
of Batde. Others afcribe the Caufe of the 
Engagetnent to Projpero Colonna^ by whofe 
Advice the Viceroy chofe rather to try the 
uncertain Fortune of the Field, than to 
aft otherwife in Dependance on the flender 
Hopes he could entertain of faving himfelf. 
They add that when the Viceroy gave the 
Signal for returning towards Vicenzdy Al-^ 
n)iano had pofted Gian Pagolo Baglione 
with the Troops arrived from Trevigiy in 
the Suburbs of that City^ and he himfelf 
with the reft of the Army had taken Poft 
at Creatia^ two Miles from Vicenza^ where 
was a little Hill from whence he could 
conveniently do Execution upon the Ene- 
my with his Cannon. At the F6ot of 
.this Hill Was a Valley capable of an Army 
in Battle Array, but acceffible only by one 
harrow Road near the Hills, and alnioft 
furrounded by Marfhes ; this Place Pre?- 
;/^^ro knew to be very incommodious for

the Enemy, and advlfed to attack them 
on tlxat Side. However it Were ProfperoK 
began the Fight with much Valour, and 
fent to haften the Viceroy who command- 
ed the main Battle ; and the Spanijh In- 
fantry on one Side, and the German on 
the other, under the Command of the 
.Marquis of Pefcaray moving at the fame 
Time, they attacked the Venetians with 
fuch vaft Impetuofity that they could not 
Hand the Shock, but were broken and put 
to Flight almoft in an Inftant. For the 
Foot not fuftaining the Fury.gf the firft^'«'''^»/ 
Oniet threw their. Pikes on the Ground, '**^^^*'*' 
and immediately began to fly in a moft 
ihameful Manner, the Regiment of Ro^ 
magnay of which Babone 4^ Naldo of JSr/- 
Jighella was Cojonel, being the firft tP give 
fo difgraceful an Example to the others j ^ 
and the fame vile Cowardice and Panic ran 
through the reft of the Army, there being 
fcarce any that offered to fight, or turn 
their Faces to the Enemy, Thus was the 
.Valour of Mviam rendered ufelefs at leaft 
by the Flight of his Soldiers, and he was 
forced to leave without fighting theViftory 
to his Enenjies, who remained Mafters of 
N 3 the 
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tlie Artillery and all the Baggage. Tht 
Venetian Foot were difperied into difBbrent 
Plac« 5 of the Men at Armj^ Part fled td 
^kut Mountains, and others faved dieni« 
felves in Padoua and Trevigi, whither ^fb 
jfled for Refuge jilviam and Gritii. Therfc 
Were killed Francefio Cahom^ Jintomo Pio 
lin old Officer, together with Cojianzo his 
Son, Mekagro da Forti^ and Luigi daPitr^ 
ma 5 but PMh da Sant' Angelo^ being al^ 
moftfpent, efcaped, though covered with 
Wounds. The Prifoneris were Gian Pa^ 
f^olo BagUoney Giulio Son of Gian Pagch 
M^nfr^ne^ Malatejia da SoglianOy and 
many other Officers and Men of Note, 
but with worfe Fortune the Prdveditof £(?r 
redanoy for a Quarrel arifing between rw^ 
jSoldiers about their Property in him as a 
Prifoner, one of them barbaroufly cut His 
Throat. The Number of the Killed and 
Taken Was in all about Four Hundred 
MdnatArms, and FourThoufand Foot; 
for many were flopped in their Flight by 
. iht Marfh ; and the Lofs fuflained among 
the Fugitives was the greater becaufe Teo^ 
doro da ftrivulzi, having fhut the Gates of 
Ficenza to prevent die Entrance of the 

Purfue^s 
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Piirfuers with the Croud of them that fledy ^- ^ 
Emitted no Petfixi:; hencb Mnltittiddsl uJ^ 
£deking a Pa&gs ivere drowned iii the 
ntighbouring Rivet, aniong ^^hoiii ^wcro 
Brmes Bentivoglio^ ^hdSacramoroVifcoraii 
Such was the Overthrow which the VeM'^ 
tians received on the Seventh , Day of 
OSiober near to Ficenza, memorable for 
tl^ £xamplt it gave to Gen^rab b}r which 
they are warned in Battles to put no Confi'^ 
dence in Italian Infantry^ who are unex<^ 
perienced ia firm iand doTe Engagements ; 
and alfo for the: remarkable Turn, as it 
wiere in an Inftant, of Vidbory to that 
P^ty who had very^ fmall . Hopes of their 
Safety ^ and thi& Defeat would have eur 
dangcred ^t-evigi or Pathmi^ though into 
diis^ latter City Bartolomeo dJhianpy. and 
intx) the other Andrea Gritti with the Rev 
mains of the Army had retired for Refi:^, 
had not, befides the Strength ofiheTowns, 
the Time dfthe Year, which was near the 
rainy Seafon, been corrtrary, and the Ge- 
nerals incapable of diipofing at ' Pleafiufe 
the Soldiers under Want of Pay tx> go upon 
new Enterprifes. The Venetiam^ how^ 
jBver, afflicted with fo many Calamities, 
N 4 and 
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A^ D. and terrified by an Event fo contrary to 
VmI^JII^ their Expectations, were not wanting to 
provide as well as they could for th« Se-t 
curityof Padoua and Trevigi^ to whichi 
according to Cuftom in Times of extraof'?. 
dinary Danger, they fent a good Number 
of their noble Youth* 

. After the Battle the Thoughts of 

nTr^Atv or 

Peace rc-*^^ Warriors were diverted from Arms to 
famed. ^ Treaty of Peace, which was negotiated 
at Rome^ where was arrived the Bifliop of, 
GoritZy whofe principal Commiflion was 
to pay Obedience to the Pope in the Name 
of the Emperor and of the Archduke. 
He was attended by Francefco Sforza Duke 
oi.Bariy who came to pay Obedience in 
the Name of Mqffimiliano Sforza his Bro^ 
thei;. And tho' Goritz reprefented, as at 
other Times, the Perfon of the Emperor 
in Itafyy yet laying afide his ufual Oftehta- 
tion he entered Rome in a modeft Manner, 
and would jnake no Ufe on the Road of 
^e Enfign^ of the Cardinalfhip which 
were fent to him as hx as Poggibtinm by 
the Pontiff; 
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At. the Arrival of the Cardinal of Go^ 
ritz; a Compromife was made by him and 
the Venetian Ambaffadors for referring all 
the Differences between the Emperor and 
the Republic to the Arbitration of the 
Pontiff* But this Compromife was more 
in. Name and Show than in Effedl and 
Subftance; for neither of the Paities, on 
account of the Importance of the Caufe^ 
would acquiefce in the Arbitration of a 
Perfon fufpeded, unlefs he received a fe- 
p»r?rte and private Promife from him not 
to bring in his Arbitration without his 
Confent*. The Compromife being made, 
the Pope by a Brief fufpended Hoftilitics 
between the Parties^ which, though it 
was joyfully received by all, was but. iU, 
4jbferved by the Viceroy, who had done 
nothing fince the Vidory, but plunder 
aftd ravage the Country, and by fending 
Part of his Soldiers to the Polefine of -Ra- 
vigo had done great Pamage to thofe 
Parts, fometimes alledging in Excufe that,

^med to defire, as he had formerly dond, 
this Agreement, hadnowfecretlydi^'aded 
it, and to render it the more difficult, a^ 
k was linderflood, had at the fame Time 
put Brefcin in the Hands ofCafar^ which ' 
Town the'Viceroy, proteftihg that he rc-r 
tained it to render that Prince the moffe 
difpofed to Peace, could never before be 
induded to deliver up to him* Of the 
Caufes of (^/Zrr s Averfenefs to Peace there . 
. were various Conjeftures : It was imagined 
that he had done fuch Injuries and Da- 
mages to the Venetians^ that he could never 
cxpedfcr the future to live in fincerc

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Frimd(hip with them, and dieMfiM^^'de*- ^\ J>\ 
dined aA Accommodation i or fbr aiiothef' w^^ 
Reafon> which wa$ becaufe he knew that 
hia Authority and Gr&ndeur ifk ItA/f de^ 
pended on his keeping in Hean ^at Arm^ 
which) for Want of Money, he coidd not 
maintain without oppreifing and taJdng 
the People that were his Friends^ and fa^ 
vaging and plundering the Countries of 
hia Enemies. 

The Afiair of theAccommbdatidnWai 
dierefore left imperfe& by die Pontiff^ 
and a few Days after the Qermt»^ by 
Means of feme £]dles> fuiprifed MaraM^ 
a maritime Town of Friuliy and after- 
wards took Mtmtejtdcme ; and though the 
Vmetium^ bdng defirous to recover Ma^ 
ranoy which is Sixty Miles from Fenice^ 
befieged it by La(nd and Sea, yet th^ For- 
tune proving alike in all Places, they were 
repuUed wi^ Lofs in bdth Attacks.

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PcftUencc, and no fmall Scarcity of Pro- 
vi(ion$, Ind the Place> by the Diftribution 
of the Spaniards and Milanefe on account 
of the Seafon into Quarters through the 
circumjacent To^ns, was in a manner be- 
fieged, that; vigilant Officer furprifed Calr 
cinaja^ a Town in the Bergamafco^ and 
took Cefare Fieramofca with Forty Men at 
Arms and Two Hundred light Horfe of 
the Regiment of Profpero CoIonna» And 
a few Days after he entered ^inzano by 
J^ight, and took Prifoner the Lieutenant 
of the Count of Santa Severina with fifty 
Men at Arms ; and in Trevi he took Ten 
Men at Arms more belonging to Projpero. 

The other Affairs oi Italy at this Time 
proceed^ ia a peaceable Manner, except 
Attempt ^^' *^^ Adorni and Fiefchiy with Three 
of the Thoufend Men of the Country People, 
mffi»ffic8 ^^^ perhaps with the fecret Favour of the 
Duke of ACIany took Specify and other

In Tufcany alfo there appeared fomc 
Beginnings of new Difturbances ; for the 
Florentines began to moled the Luccbeje^ ia 
Hopes that, for Fear of the Pope,, they 
would redeem Aeir Peace by the RelH- 
tution of Pietrafanta and Mutrofte^ alledg- 
ing that it was not fit they ftiould enjoy the 
Benefit of that Confederacy which they 
had violated by fecretly lending Afliftance 
to the Pifans. The Lucchefe complaining 
to the Pope, and to the Catholic King 
who had taken them under his Protedion, 
of thofe Grievances, and finding no Re-

drefs, were content at laft, for avoiding ^n^^ be, 
greater Inconveniencies, to refer the Caufe^wecn the 
to the Arbitration of the Pontiff, vfhof tines zxA 
being alfo authorifed by the Florentines:^ tuuinfi^ 
gave Sentence that the Lucchefe^ who hadmifcd, 
before reftored the Carfagnaha to the Diike 
of Ferrara, fhould yield up the Towns 
aforefaid to the Florentines^ and that there 
Aould be a perpetual Peace and Confede-^ 
racy between theni. 
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At the End of this Year theCaftles of 
Milan and Cremona^ which had before, 
becaufe Aey begun to want Provifions, ca- 
pkulated to furrender if they were not re* 
lieved within a certain Time,- were de- 
livered into the Poffefllon of the Duke of 
Milan. Nothing now remained to the 
King of France in Italy but the^ Lantern of 
Genoa y which the Genoefe about the Clofe 
of the Year attempted to ruin and deiholi(h 
by Mihes. For this Ptirpofe they ap- 
proached the Wall by Means of a Kind of 
tyooden Gallery thirty Braces long and 
twenty wide, capable of Three Hundred 
Men, and begirt all around with Wool-* 
packs to refift the Strokes of the Artillery: 
A Work of fingular ArtiiSce and Invention, 
but, as it frequently happens with fucH 
Machines, found to be of no Service upon 
tryal*.

The King of England perfuaded 
himfelf alfo that the Catholic King his Fa- 
ther-in-law, in Confequence of the Con- 
federacy in which he Was engaged with 
Cafar and himfelf, to which he had air- 
ways affured them of his conftant Ad^ 
herence, would at the fame Time attack 
the Enemy from his own Borders. The 
News therefore of the Truce which that 
King had made with the King of France^ 
though it did hot cool the Ardor for the 
War, was received with fo much Indig- 
nation, not only by the King, but by all 
the People of England^ that, had not the 
royal Authority interpofed, the Spanijh 
Ambaflador would have been torn in 
Pieces by the Populace. The Conve- 
niency of the Dominions of the Archduke 
was a farther Encouragement to the War, 
not fo much becaufe that Prince did not 
prohibit his Subjefts from lifting them- 
felves in the Service of the Enemies of 
FrancBy as becaufe he promifed to grant 
Leave for Provifions to be conveyed frona 
his Territories to the Englijh Army.

By Sea he prepared a power- 

fence, f^ pi^j ^Q oppofe that which was fitting 

out in Ef^landy and by Land he affembled 

an Army from all Parts, and was efpecially 

careful to lift as many German Foot as he 

could procure. He had alfo befcwe fol- 

iicited the Swifs that, though they were 

pot willing to afiift him in his W^s in Itafys^ 

they would at leaft confent to grant him ft 

Body of their Troops for the Defence of 

France.- But the Cantons being wholly

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the Englijh King to cut off the Head of ^^ ^• 
the Duke's Brother, who had been kept aw 
Prifoner in England fince the Time that 
FbfUp King of CaJUky after his Voyage 
to Spain^ had delivered him up to thip 
King'$ Father. The King of" France had 
aJfo fome Hopes of a Peace with the Ca- 
fJ>oUc King, becaqfe Ferdinan^o^ aa foon 
as he had heard of the League made be** 
tw«n him and the VenetianSy apprehend*- 
ing that the Dutchy of Milan could not: 
^>e defended, had fent one of his Secre- 
taries to France with new Propofals. And 
k was believed that, when he confidered 
that the Qreatnefs of the Eniperor and of 
the Archduke might occafion fome Al-* 
teration in his Government of Caftiky he 
could not be entirely pleafed with humbling 
the Crown of France. Moreover, he ex- 
cited James King of Scotland^ his old Ally, 
to invade the Kmgdom of England-, an4 
that Prince, who had much ftronger In- 
ducements from his own Intereft, for th«J 
Pepreflion of France woiild be dangerous 
to his Kingdom, was very ready to engage ,

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A. !>•' the King but Fifty Thoufand Livres to 
iJi^l^purchafe Provifions and Ammunition; 

Lewis, howfever, had proceeded but 
fJowly in niaking thefe Preparations, be- 
caufe he had diverted his Thoughts to the 
Enterprife againft Milan^ and was alfo re- 
tarded by his ufual Negligence, and his 
vain Confidence in the Truce which h< 
had pade with the Catholic King. The 
King of England fpent many Months in 
making Preparations, for his Subjects had 
enjoyed a long Peace, and the Methods of 
War being hiuch altered, the Bows and 
other Arms that were in ufe in former 
Times Were now become ufelefs. The 
King was therefore under a Neceflity of 
making vaft Provifion of Arms, Artillery 
^ and Ammtmition, to take into Pay a good 
Body of German Foot, as experienced 
Soldiiers, and to purchafe great Numbers 
of Horfes, becaufe it was the antient CuP 
tom'of the Englijh to fight on Footi For

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ferrouaney a Town fituated on the Borders 
of Picardyy and inhabited by the People 
whom the Latins call Morini. Not long 
after the King pafled the Sea in Pcrfon, 
and now had in his whole Army Five 
Thoufand Fighting Horfe, and above 
Forty Thoufand Foot. This Multitude 
encamped together, and, after they had, 
according to the antient Cuftom of the 
Englijhy furrounded their Quarters with 
Trenches, Carts and Ramparts of Wood, 
defended by Cannon planted all around, 
fo that they feemed to be inclofed within a 
walled Town, they plied their Batteries 
againft Terrouane in feveral Places, and 
worked on Mines ; but their Valour not 
anfwering the Greatnefs of their Prepa- 
-rations, nor the Fame of their Fiercenefs, 
they did not venture to give the Affault. 
There were in the Town, which was well 
furnifhed with Artillery, Two Hundred 
and Fifty Lances and Two Thoufand 
Foot ; a fmall Garrifon, but not without 
Hopes of a Reinforcement : For the King 
oiFrance^ who had been careful to af- 
femble the Army, which was defigned 
to confift of Twenty-five Hundred Lances, 
3 Ten 
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A' />. Tcii Thoufand German Foot commanded 
JLl^l^by die Duke of Guelderland^ and Ten 
Thoufand Foot of the National Troops, 
WIS arrived at Amiens^ that the Vicinity of 
his Forces might animate the Hopes and 
Refolution of the Befieged. The Garrifon 
were under no Apprehenfions but of the 
Want of Provifions, with which they had 
B^gledied to fupply themfelves, except it 
Vsrerc with Bread, of which they had 
enough, and annoyed the Enemy both 
Night and Day with their Cannon, by 
which the King's great Chamberlain was 
killed, and T'aBoty Captain of Calais^ had 
a Leg (hot ofF. The King of France 
was much concerned at the Danger of 
^errouaney but becaufe he had too late, and 
with d French Negligence, fet about pro- 
viding himfelf, and becaufe of the Diffi- 
culty of procuring the German Infantry, 
he had not as yet aflembled all his Troops. 
He was refolved, however, at all Events 
not to hazard a Battle, for if he fhould be 
defeated the whole Kingdom of France 
would be expofed to moft manifeft Dan- 
ger, and therefore he trufted to the Win- 
ter, which in thofe cold Countries was al- 
ready 
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Teady on its Approach. But as foon as the 
Army was affembfed, he continued him- 
fcif at Amiens^ but ordered the Troops to 
inarch to Aire^ in the Neighbourhood of 
Terrouane^ under the Cpnamand of M. de 
l»ongueviJky otherwife entitled Marquis pf 
Rotetiriy a Prince of the royal Blood, ajjcl 
Captain of the King's Lifeguard, and of 
M.de la Palijfe^ with a Charge to avoid all 
Occafions of coming to an £ngageq[|ent| 
and employ themfclves in furniftjing with 
Neceffaries for their Defence the Towns in 
that Diftriit, which had, thro' the fame 
Negligence, been hitherto but ill prp-? 
yided, and to throw, if poflible, fopje 
Succours of Men and Provifions into Tenr 
rouanei an Attempt difficjujt in itfelf, bijf 
become more difficult for Want of Agree- 
ment between the Generals, ea^Ji of them^ 
x>nc 00 account of his Nobility.; ,jmcj th? 
otb?r on the Score of his long Experie^cje 
in War, arrogating to himfelf .the chief 
Management of Affairs. The .GarrifoA, 
Iwwever, of T^errouane demanding a Reinn 
/orccment pf Men, Fifteen Hu.ndf.ed 
lances approached the Place at z .^ide^ioft 
sempte from the MMgliJh Qiw^ters, an4 
O 4 while 
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A. D, while the Cannon of the Town kept play- 
^'^'^' ^ing on Three Thoufand Englijh pofted ^t 
certain Pafles to intercept the Succours in 
fo furious a Manner that they could not 
efFe<ft their Defign, and the reft of the 
Army was prevented from advancing to 
ftop the French by Means of certain Tra- 
vcrfes of Ramparts and Trenches caft up 
by the Befieged, Captain Frontaille made 
his Way to the Gate, and introduced into 
^^rrouane Eight Hundred Men at Arms 
without their Horfes as it had been defired, 
and then retired without Lofs; and he 
might in the fame Manner have put Pro- 
vifions into the Place, if he had brought 
them with him. The French Generals 
encouraged by the Succefs of this Attempt 
approached another Day with a great 
t^ntity of Provifions, in order to intro- 
duce them by the fame Way. But the 
'Englijh had thrown up a new Fo^tifica•^ 
tion on that Side, and prefenting thenx- 
:(clves prevented their advancing forwards, 
and on the other hand fent out their Ca- 
yalry and Fifteen Thoufand German Foot 
to cut off their Retreat. The French re- 
turning without Sulpicion, and for Con- 
• veniency 
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veniency mounted on little Horfes, as foon ^- ^• 
as they were attacked immediately betook vJi^Zlj 
themfelves to Flight without Refiftance, £„^/^^ 
in which Diforder they loft Three Hun.<Jcfca« ^ 
dred Men at Arms, who were taken ' 
Prifoners, and among them the Marquis of 
Roteliriy Generals BayarJznd FaiefUy with 
many other Perfons of Note ; Paltje was 
alfo taken, but had the good Fortune to 
make his Efcape. It was believed that if 
ihcEnglrJh had known how to follow 
their Viiftory, they would that Day have 
opened themfelves a Way to become 
Mafters of the Kingdom of France. For 
a great Body of Germans y that had followed 
the Men at Arms, had reftcd behind; 
and if they had been defeated the French 
Army would have received fo great a Lofe 
that, as we are ajflured, the King on the 
firft Advices imagining that the Germans 
alfo had been routed, looked upon his Af- 
fairs- as in a defperate State, and miferably 
lamenting and bemoaning himfelf thought 
of nothing but flying into Brefany. But 
the Englifhy as foon as they had . put to 
Flight the French Cavalry, intent on the 
Acquifition pf ^errouanCy conduced the 

Prifbners 
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A ^ Prifoncrs with their Colours before the. 

J*^ Walls. The Befieged therefore defpair- 
ing of Relief, and the Germans that were 

t»k«r"'i^ Garrifon not willing to fufFer without 
Hope the utmoft Scarcity of Provifions, 
capitulated, and agreed to march out of 
the Place, if it was not relieved m two 
Pays, the Soldiers to pafs unmolefted, and 
to keep their Hories ; and it is not doubted 
that their bravely fuftaining a Siege Fifty 
Pays was of fignal Service to the King of 
France. A few Days before Maximilui^ 
Mrived in Perfon in the Englijh Army, and 
refrefhcd his Memory with the Sight of 
thofe Places where, though now unUk^ 
iiimielf, he had, when yet a Youth, W^ 
fo much Glory defeated the Army oiJL,ewif 
XL King oi France'^ \ while he flayed he 
was complimented with the Title of Com*- 
mander in chieff*. 

But

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But t|ic King of France was not only ^- ^• 
molefted on that Side of his Dominions ,,J4()ii| 
by the EngUJh^ but diftreiled in a more 
dangerous Manner in a different Quarter 
by the Swifs. The Populace of that Na^ 
tion being ardently deiirous that the King 
ihould give up the Right which he pre- 
tended to the Dutchy of Milany and 
burning with inexpreilible Hatred againft 
him becaufe he fhewed no Coqcij^iance^ 
had fet on Fire the Houfes of many pri* 
vate Citizens of Laicerny whom they had 
fufpeded of immoderately favouring the 
French Intereft, and continuing thea* Pro- 
ceedings againd thofe who laboured under 
the like Sufpicion, had ^nftrained all the 
principal of them to deliver up their Pen- 
fions upon Oath for the Service of the 
Community. After this, taking up Armstcr Bur-^ 
by public Decree, they entered Burgun^s^^J *^ 
in a tumultuous' Manner, to the Number z>,y>». 
of Twenty Thoufand Foot, being fuppUed 
with Artillery and a Thoufand Horfc by 
Cefary who had promifed them and the 
King of England to go with them in Per- 
ion, but out of his ufual Inconflancy, or 
from fome Jealoufy which he had con^ 

ceived 
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ccivcd of them, now refufed it. They 
^continued their March till they came be- 
fore DiJMy the Capital of Burgundy^ to 
which they laid Siege, In the City was a 
Garrifon of a Thoufand Lances and Six 
Thoufand Foot commanded by Tremouilk* 
The Bulk of the Soldiers and Subalterns 
among the Swifs^ being apprehenfive of 
the Treachery of their Generals, who had 
already begun to treat with the French^ 
planted the Artillery, and began to batter 
the Town*. I'remouille being under no 
fmall Apprehenfions that he Ihould not be 
able to defend the Place, had Recourfe to 
the laft Remedy, and fuddenly came to an 
Agreement without waiting for a Com- 
Make miflion from the King. The Articles 
P«cc. ^^j.g jj^ Subftance, that the King fhould be 
bound to renounce his Right to the Dutchy 
of Milariy and to pay the Swifs^ at certain 
Times, Six Hundred Thoufand Ducats j 
for the Performance of which Conditions 
he was to deliver into their Hands four

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honourable Pcrfons of high Rank and 
Quality as Hoftages. The Swijs were 
obliged to nothing but to return Home to 
their own Habitations, fo that they were 
not bound to live in Friendfliip with the 
King of France for the future, but might 
even return whenevier they pleafed, and 
mvade his Kingdom. The Swifs on re- 
ceiving the Hoftages immediately fet out 
on their March homewards, excufing 
themfelves for making an Agreement 
without the King of England^ by alledging 
that they had not received the Money he 
had proraifed them at the Time when it 
was due. 

This Agreement was thought to have 
faved the Kingdom of France ; for if the 
Swifs had taken Dijony they would have 
iiad it in their Power to march without 
Refiftance to the Gates of Paris ; and it 
was probable that the King of England 
would have paffed the River Sommey and 
marched into Champagney in order to join 
them : An Attempt,nhe Succefs of which 
>could not be prevented by the Frenchy who 
^ that Time had no more than Six Thou- 

fand 
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(and German Foot, and the Duke of 
fGuelderland not being yet arrived wer^ \xar 
dcr a Neceflity of keeping themftlvcs in*- 
dofiad wilhm their Towns. The King, 
however, took it very much to Heart, and 
was highly di^ti^fied wkh Hr^mmille on 
account of the Quantity of Money he had 
engaged to pay, hut much more becauic 
he had obliged him to recede from his 
, RightSj as a Step very prejudicial in itfelf, 
aad unworthy of the Grandeur and Gloiy 
of the Cf own of France. Wherefore tho' 
tfee Danger would ftill be very great if the 
Snmfs ihould be provoked to teturn and 
make a frefh Attack upon his Dominions^ 
yet trufting to the near Approach of Win- 
Cer, and being feniible that the Enemy 
could not get their Forces together again 
under a confiderable Time, he refolved to 
ran the utmoft Haisard iboner than de- 
prive iiimfelf of his Right to that Dtttch^r, 
cf which he was exceffively fond- Hp 
determined then not to ratify the Agree- 
jr"ff!^re-*"^^^> hut began to propofe new Condi- 
fufwto ifions, to which the-iSw^ fhewed thcm- 
Pcacc. felws utterly averfe, and threatened tp 
-cut olFthe Heads of the Hoilages if the

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Ratification did not arrive wltlun a certwi ^ ^* 
Time. Jiji, 

Terrouane being taken, and the 
Archduke pretending a Tide to it by 
antient Right, and the King of England 
clainiing it as his own by Conqueft in law- 
ful War, it was thought fitbyGi^r and the 
King to fupprefs the Seeds of Difiention by 
demoliihing the Walls, though it had been 
forbidden them by the Articles of the Ca- 
pituladon. Cajar then imniediately left 
the Army, making this Obfervadon on^^j^* 
the Englijh^ That, as far as he could per-iion on 
ceive by Experience, they were raih, and^* **'^ 
had but little Skill in War. 

From Terrouane the King of England 
went and laid Siege to Tournay^ a very^*^ 
ilrong and rich City, and moft devoted and taken 
by antient Inclinaticwi to the Crown <4^£„^^ 
France^ but furrounded by the Dominions 
of the Archduke, and therefore incapable 
of receiving Relief from the French whUo 
they were^not Matters of the Field. This 
Step of the Englijh was very acceptable to 
the King of France^ who was afraid they 

would 
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would come and attack him in fame more 
important Parts of his Kingdom, which 
would have reduced him to great Straits. 
For though he had by this time affembled 
a potent Army, in which, befides Five 
Hundred Lances in Garrifon at St. ^um- 
titty he had Two Thoufand Lances, Eight 
Hundred Albanian light Horfe, Ten Thou- 
fand German Foot, a Thoufand Swifsy and 
Eight Thoufand Foot of his own King- 
dom, the Eftglijh Army was much more 
powerful, and reported, from a daily Ac- 
ceflion of new Troops, to amount to no 
lefs than Eighty Thoufand Fighting Men. 
The King therefore, who had no great 
Hopes of defending Boulogne and the reft 
of the Country beyond the Sommey to which 
he was apprehenfive the EngliJhvfonXdi turn 
their Arms,thought of nothing but how to 
defend Jbbevilk and Amiens and the other 
Towns on this Side the Somme^ and to dif- 
pute the PafTage of that River, and fo to 
proceed temporifing till the Setting in of 
the cold Seafon, or till the Diverfion of 
the King of Scotlandj from which he had 
great £xped;ations, produced fomc EfFed:, 
his Army in the mean time patrolling along

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the Somme to prevent the Paflage oC the 
Enemy. It was believed that this Refo- 
lution of the Englijh^ which was certainly 
unworthy of military Men, and of fo great 
an Army, was occafioned either by the 
Peffuajfions of Cafar^ who might hope 
that Toumay when taken would then or 
in Procefs of Time come under ihe Dp- 
minion of his Nephew, to whom he pre- 
tended it belonged ; or by an Apprehen- 
fion of wanting Provifions if they marched 
another Way, or that other Towns to 
which they might lay Siege would be re- 
lieved by the Enemy. The City of 7d?«r- 
>iayy being unprovided with foreign Troops, 
defpairing of Relief, and battered on fe- 
veral Quarters, made but a ftiort Defence, 
and furrendered on Condition of Safety to 
the Perfons and all the EfFedls of the Peo- 
ple within it, only paying, on the Ac- 
count of redeeming themfclves from Plun- 
der, an Hundred Thoufand Ducats. 

Fortune did not (hew herfelf more 
favourable to the French in other Parts j 
for the King of Scotland pafling the River

together with the King himfelf, his na- 
tural Son, the Archbifliop of St. Andrews^ 
and many other Prelates and Nobles of that 
Kingdom, After thefe Conquefts and 
.Victories, the Seafon now drawing on 
towards the End of OSlober^ the Englijb 
King, leaving a numerous Garrifon in 
T!ournayy and^dilbanding his German Horfe 
and Foot, returned into England^ having 
reaped no other Fruit from a War under- 
taken with fuch vaft Preparations, and 
ineflimable Charges, than the City of 
^ournay^ for Terrouane being difmanded 
wajS left in the Power of the King of 
France. He was induced to pafs the Sea 
becaufcy it being impoflible in thofe very 
cold Countries to continue the Operation^ 
of the War, it could be of no Service to 
fcarry^t>poad at fo vail an Expence^ and 
befides he was thinking to take fome Care 
about fettling the Tuition of the new King 
oi Scotlandy d.

Upon Henry's Departure the King of 
France difbanded all his Army except the 
German Infantry, being delivered from King of 
the Fear of prefent Dangers^ but notan^^r' 
from Apprehenfions of the Return of Appre- 
greater Difficulties with the fucceeding ? 

Year ^ for the King of England when he 
left France had protefted with many 
threatening Speeches that he would returil 
the next Summer, and that he might not 
again be obliged to take the Field fg late iil 
the Year had already begun to make new 
Preparations. Lewis knew aHb thztCafat 
Was in the fame Difpofition- to ad: againft 
him^ and he was afraid leA^ the Catbdic 
King, who had recourfe to various Sub-* 
terfuges for excufing to his Adverfaries tha 
Truce he had made, that he might not 
wholly alienate them from him, fliould 
take iip Arms in their Favour ; and he 
had ftrong Reafons for his ApprdienfioM 
fron[i an in^tercepted Letter, in which that 
Kkig, writing to his Ambafladorvat G^Sw^'s 
P 2 Court, 
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Court, and difcovering an Intention far 
, different from his Words, in which he al- 
ways pretended an ardent Defire to enter 
into a War with the Infidels, and to pafs 
the Seas in Perfon for the Recovery of Je^ 
rufalerfty propofed to a<ft in Concert with 
Cajar for procuring the Dutchy of Milan 
to be transferred to Ferdinando their com- 
mon Grandfon, and younger Brother to 
the Archduke ; demonftrating to him that 
when this Defign was effected the reft of 
Italy would be jieceffitated to receive Laws 
from them, and that it would be eafy for 
Cafar^ cfpecially when aflifted by his 
Forces, to obtain, what fince the Death of 
his Confort had always been his Wifh, the 
Pontificate, which once accomplifticd he 
might transfer the Imperial Crown from 
himfelf to the Archduke; concluding that 
fuch grand Dcfigns could not be brought 
tQ Perfe<5lion but by Time and Oppor- 
tunities. The Kipg of France was fully 
convinced that the Animofities of the 
Sivifsy to whon) he made very large Offers, 
were not in any Meafure pacified ; but ra- 
ther cxafp^rated by new Provocations, for 
theiloftagesgivcn thcmby2r^/w?«//fe,bekg 

apprehenfive 
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apprehenfive, from the King's Non- ^* Pr 
obfcrvance of the Articles, that they\. ^ 
fhould lofe their Heads, had privately' 
withdrawn themfelves into Germany i 
whence the King had Reafon to be afraid 
that either at prefent, or at leaft the next 
Year, taking Advantage of his other 
manifold Diftreflcs, they would make a 
Defcent either into Burgundy or Dauphin/. 

These Difficulties were in fome mea- 
fure the Caufe that induced the King to 
confent to an Agreement with the Pope 
in fpiritual Matters, the principal of which 
was the total Extirpation of the Pifan 
Council- This Point, which had been 
under Debate feveral Months, was attend- 
ed with many Difficulties, and particular- 
ly with refpedt to the Things^ done either 
by the Authority of that Council, or 
againft the Authority of the Pope ; the 
Approbation of which appeared utterly 
unworthy of the Apoftolic See, and the 
Revocation of them, it was not doubted, 
would occafion very great Confufion. A 
Commiffion therefore was granted to three 
Cardinals to confider of Means for pro- 
P 3 viding 
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4x A vidiog againft this Piforder. Some Diffi-: 
^pg^;^cultips alfo arofc becaufe it did not appear 
convenient to grant the King Abfolution 
i^nlefe he demanded it, and on the other 
Ijiand the King refufed his Confent to de- 
mand it, becaufe he would avoid branding 
with Schifm his own Perfon and the Crown 
of prance. At laft the King quite tired 
with thefe V?xations^ and tprmented by the 
Importunities of all the People of his 
Kingdom;^ who ardently defired to be re- 
ftored to Communion with the Roman 
Church, and alfo greatly moved by the 
preifing Inftances of the Queen, who had 
always ihewn her Abhorrence of thefe 
pif{Hite$j determined to comply with th? 
Will of the Pope, and not without fomc 
Hope alfo thatthis Obftacle beingremoved, 
his Holinefs, according to his Inten^on, 
which he bad artfully intimated to him, 
would fhew hinifelf not avcrfe to his In- 
tereft, tho* there was ^ new Occafion of 
Difpute added to thofc pf long ftanding, 
for the Pope had by a Brief commanded 
the King of Scotland pot to jnoleft the 
Kipg of Efngkmd,

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I N the Eighth Sefflon therefore of the, 
Lateran Council, which was held in the 
latter End of the Year, the Agents of the 
King of -Fr^/;c^,in his N ame,andproducing 
fais Commiffion, renounced the Pifan 
Conventicle, and adhered to the Lstdfan 
Council, and engaged that fix Pfektes of 
thofe who had been prefent at the Aflfem-^ 
bly at Pifa (hould come to Rome and pier^ 
form the- fame Ceremony in the Name of 
the whole Gallicari Church, and that 
fome other Prelates (hould take a Journey 
thither in order to debate oh the Prag- 
matique, with an Intention to refer them^ 
felves on that Head to the Deckf^tkJti of 
the Council, of whom in that feme 
Seffion they obtained plenary Abfofatlon 
of all Of^nces committed agaifift thd 
Roman Church : And thefe wert the' 
Tranfadtions in Italy, France, and Eng-^ 
land during the Courfe of the Year J 5 1 3 . 

' In the Beginning of the Year 15 14 1514. 
died Anne Queen of France, a moft ex- Queen of 
iJtelleiie drtd thoroughly Catholic Princefs,^''''»^' 
having icfitf cc tailled the Joys of the Union 
P 4 which 
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A. D. which {he fo fervently defircd with the 
/Church, and extremely lamented. by the 
whok Kingdom, and by her own People, 
of Bretany. 

Th:^ Kingdom of France being re- 
duced to the Qbedience q£ the Churph, 
tp the utter Extinction of the Name and 
Authority of the Pi/an Council, fome of, 
thofe Poteptates, who had entertained a 
Jealcufy of the Greatnefs of the King of 
France J pow began to look about them, 
and to fear that the Power of that Monarch 
would be too much dcpreflcd. Thefe 
Apprehenfions created Uneafinefs in par- 
ticular to the Pope, who, tho' he ftill de- 
fired that the King fliould not recover the 
Dutchy of Milan^ yet doubted that Lewis^ 
under a Terror of fo many Dangers, and 
the melancholy Remembrance of the 
Events of the paft Year, would, in con- 
formity to the conftant SoUicitations of 
the Catholic King, which were not dif- 
pleafijng to Cafar^ precipitate himfelf into 
a Convention with that Prince, in which, 
by a Contradl of Marriage between his 
Daughter and' one of the Grandfons of 
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liidk Monarchs, Cafar would grant her 
in Dowry the Dutchy of Milan. Hcv 
therefore took upon him to perfuade the 
Swifs not to fuffer their Hatred of the 
King of France to tranfport theni fo far 
as to throw him uader a Neceffity bf taking 
a K^folution no lefs prejudicial to them- 
ftlvqs than to him» as they knew alfo the. 
??vit Difpofition of Cajar and the Catholic 
King towards them, from defiring »n. 
Agreement, the Confequences of which, 
if they (hould get into tl^ir Poflcffiott the 
State of MihHy wpuld prove no lefs dan- 
gerousf to their own Liberty and Authority 
than to the Liberties of the Church and 
of all Italy. He advifed them to perfift 
in their Refolution that the King c^ Frvncey AdvUx <o 
fhould not regain the Dutchy of Milan^^^^'^'f'- 
but at the fame time to take care that, as 
it often happens in human A&ions, they 
did hot, in order to avoid one Extreme, 
run into another no lefs pernicious and 
dangerous, and by too great a SollicitudCs 
to fecure that State from returning under 
the Ring of France^ be the Occaiion of 
its falling into the Hands of others, with 
greater Hazard and Detriment to the 

Public, 
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J. D. Public, in proportion as it would be^ Idi 
' ^ ^* ^ cafy to find Means for rcfifting their Pow» 
than it had been to check the growing 
Greatnefs of that King* The Republic 
of the SwifSy he faid, had obtained i^I 
over the World the higheft Reputation in 
the Arts of War by wonderful Exploitl^ 
and irioA glorious Vidorics j it was now 
their Duty to render themfelvesno Icfs 
ilkflrious by the Arts of Peace, in fore- 
fating future Dangers from the prefent 
Jundhire, and providing Remedies by* 
Prudence and Counfel, and not fufFering 
the Afiairs of , the Public to run backward 
to fo great a Length as to prove irretrieva- 
ble but by Fiercenefs and Dint of Arms. 
For in War it has been found by Experi- 
ence in all Times that human Valour is 
often oppreffed by the predominant Power 
of Fortune. . It vras^mc^^ advifable there-- 
fore to moderate in fome meaifure the 
Agreenaeixt of Dijony efpecially fince the 
KLing offerfe larger Subfidicsj and promifes 
to make a three Years Truce with the State 
of Milany provided he is not conftrained 
to make a Cefiion of his Right, which 
being a Point that has rather a fpecious 

Ap. 
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Appearance than any juf): Effect . (for if ^- ^* 
an Opportunity {bould return for the King v '*'^' 
to recover that Dutchy, his Ceffion would 
be no Hindrance to him but juft as far a4 
he pleafed) it would be i^nreafpnablc for 
t;he Sake of fuch a Difficulty to ftt the 
Good of the Public at Stake. 

On the other Side his Holinefs, by 
many Reafons^ exhorted the King of King of 
France to make no Delay in ratifying the'^'"^*^'- 
Treaty of Dijon^ as a lefs Evil than to 
ran the Rifl?: of having fo many Enemies 
a^xt; Summer within his Kingdom; ad- 
inpniihing him that it was the Duty of 
a wife Prince to embrace as good and 
beneficial the Choice of a lefler Evil in 
order to avoid a greater, and not> for the 
Sake of freeing himfelf from one Danger 
and one Diforder, to run headlong into 
another of greater Importance and more 
difgraceful. For what Honour could h^ 
get by giving up to his natural Eneipies, 
who had purfued him with all the Arts 
of Treachery, the Dutchy of Mihn with 
fuch ojanifeft Marks of Cowardice ? Or 
what Reil or Security could he expefted 
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from increafingi with fo great a Diminu- 
tion of his own Reputation, the:Power of 
thofe who thought of nothing but annihi- 
lating the Kingdom of France'? That 
he himfelf knew that no Promife, no 
Word of Honour, nor even Oath could 
fecure him againft their Devices, as he 
had learnt, to his infinite Damage, from 
paft Experience. It lay hard upon him, 
,he confeffed, to yield up his Rights,, but 
the Difgrace was the lefs, becaufe a litdc 
Piece of Parchment did not make hie 
Adverfaries more potent, and this Promife 
having been made by his Minifters with- 
out his Confent, it could not be faid that 
it had been his Refolution from the Be- 
ginning, but he would be the more ex- 
cufed in executing it, becaufe he was in 
a manner neceffitated by the Promife made 
in his Name, and by fome Regard due 
to the Keeping of Faith. All the World 
knew, he faid, from what imminent 
Danger this Agreement had at that Junfture 
delivered the Kingdom of France. He 
commended him for endeavouring by other 
Motives to induce the 5u//i to comply 
with his Intentions^ , and wiihed that for 
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the Security of his own Kingdom* he ^- ^• 
would by all Means purfue an Agreement^I^JilLi 
with them, for which End he would not 
fail, with all the Readinefs imaginable, to 
ufe his good Offices for difpofing the Swifs 
to conform themfelves to his Majefty's 
Will J but if they continued obftinate, he 
exhorted him in a fatherly Manner to 
bend and fubmit to the Neceffity of the 
Times, not only for all other Reafbns, 
but alfo that he might not deprive him 
of an Excufe for feparating himfelf from 
an Alliance with his Enemies. 

The King acknowledged the Jufticc 
of thefe Reafons, tho* he complained 
that the Pope had tacidy mixed Threats 
with Perfuafions, and confefled that he 
was under a Neceffity of coming to fonie 
Refolutipn that might leflen the Number 
of his Enemies. But he was fixed in his 
Determination to expofe himfelf to all Dan- 
gers, rather than recede from his Rights |^. ^ 
to the Dutchy of Milan^ in which YitFrana 
was encouraged by his Council and theJ^'J^'j^* 
whole Court, who, tho' they were ex- the 
tremely concerned that the King ihould^i^^^^^^^ 

make 
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make any more Wars in Italy ^ yet, out of 
Refpcft to the Dignity of the Crown of 
France^ thought it far more intolerable 
that he ihould be forced to renounce his 
Claim in fo ignominious a Manner* 



The fame pertinacious Humour pre- 
vailed in the Diets of the Swifs ^ for tho' 
the King ojSered to pay them at prefent 
Four Hundred Thoufand Ehjcats, and 
Eight Hundred Thoufand more at diffe- 
rent Times, and the Cardinal of Sim 
with many of the principal Perfons, con-^ 
fidering the imminent Danger if the King 
of France fhould unite with Cafar and 
the Catholic King, were inclined to accept 
thefe Ccmditions, yet the Multitude, who 
Were bitter Enemies to the Name of the 
French, and, grown proud with fo many 
ViiSories, believed themfelves able to de- 
fend the Milanefe againft all other Princes 
in Combination, the Authority of Sim 
being alfo much diminiflied, and the 
other Chiefs fufpefted on account of the 
Penfions which they ufed to recdve ,from 
J^'Sif^the King oi France, infifted, with the 
^wiA. utmoft Obflinacy, on the Ratification of 
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the Treaty of Dijon. They were even 
fo for tranfported with Raihnefs that they 
debated on making a new Invafion ' into 
Burgundy y but Sion and the pthcr Chiefs 
oppofed that Meafure, not by open Au- 
thority, but by various Artifices and in- 
dire<3: Ways, referring a Refolution on 
that Head firom Diet to Diet. 

The King of France therefore, nei- 
ther attacked nor fecure of being attacked 
by the Swifs^ continued without Inter- 
miflion the Treaty of Affinity with the 
Catholic King, in which the principal 
Difficulty was, as before, whether die 
young Princefs fliould be under the Tuition 
of the Father or of the Father-in-law till 
ihe were of Age fit for Confummation of 
the Matrimony. For if fhc remained 
with the Father, Cajar could not affiirc 
himfelf that the Marriage would take 
EfFedt \ and the King, as long as he enter- 
tained any Hopes that the Report of this 
Affair, which he ftudioufly diviJged, 
might make any Impreffions on the Minds 
of others, out of a Concern for their own 
Intcrefts, which might turn to his Benefit, 

freely 
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freely furnifhed Matter for the Difputes 
> which arofe on this Occafion- There 
came to his Court ^intanay Secretary 
to the Catholic King, who had been there 
the Year before on the fame Account, 
and from hence with his Confent he 
pafled forward to Cafar^ and returned 
again to the .King of France. At his 
Return, to give Time for the more con- 
venient Removal of the Difficulties which 
obftrufted a Peace, the King, and ^intana 
in the Name of his Catholic Majefty, pro- 
Truce ^ longed the Truce! that had been made 
bttwccn*^^^® Year before for another Year on the 
the Kings fame Conditions, to which was added 
wi^Ara- very fecredy that the King of France 
t^' (hould not be at libelrty to moleft the 
Dutchy of Milan 'y but Afti and Genoa 
were not comprehended within this Ar- 
ticle. This Condition the King of France 
kept fecret, but the Catholic King caufed 
it to be publiflied and folemnly proclaimed 
throughout all Spain^ leaving the Public 
at a Lofs whether to believe the Denial of 
the one or the Affirmation of the other.. 
In the fame Convention the Space of three 
Months was referved for* the Acceffion 
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tiQBfar and the King of England, whoi ^- ^• 
as ^intana affirmed, were both ready tow^^t^ 
accede 5 as to the King of England ht was 
miftaken, but the King of Aragony who; 
had refolved always to avoid a War on the 
Side of Spain, had perfuaded Cafar that 
there was no better Way to obtain the 
Marriage under Negotiation* 

This Prolongation of the Truce in^ 

creafed the Pope's Sufpicion that between 

thefe three Kings fome Agreement had 

been concluded, or was on the Point of 

Conclufioh, on Affairs of great Importance 

to the Prejudice of Italy, His Holinefs 

however continuing firm in his firft Refo- 

lutions, that it would be very pernicious

k^tian Senate. That prudent Body re- 
fitcfting that a Triicfe would eftablifh die 
Adminiftfatiofii ofCaJar in the Towns that 
feifiained to him^ refolved with a eonffiaiit 
Mind either to make a Peace or to con- 
tifitte in Arms, without fufFcring thcm- 
felves t6 be ' rgfnoved from fo generous a 
Refolution hy any Accident or Misfortune 
tvhatfoever. For befidcs their manifold 
Loflfes and unhappy Succeffes in the War, 
ind their Defpair of feeing a French Army 
in Italy this Year, they fuffcrcd alfo uhder 
the Wrath of Heaven, or the cafu^"^ 
Events that depend on Fortune, a very ter> 
in Fgmci. ^^hle Fire happening the Beginning of this 
Year \n Venice ^ which broke out by Nisnt 
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on the Bridge of RialtOy and being favoured 
by a North Wind, in Spite of all the La- 
bour and Diligence that could be eipployed, 
e^ttehded itfelf a very long Way through 
thte richefl: and moft populous Part of that 
City. 

B Y the Interpofition of the Pope for ^^ cottar zni 
Agreement a new Compromife was made the r#«r- 
bfetween Cdefar and the Venetians in the|^^^"'*' 
Perlbn of his Holinefs, not retrained toCompro-i 
Time, and with full and unlimited Power, '^^^ ^' 
with a Sectet Promife however, con- 
firmed under his own Hand-writing, to 
make no Declaration but by the Confent 
oi* both Parties. As foon as the Compro- 
mife was made the Pontiff, by a Brief; 
commanded a Sufpenfion of Arms on both 
Sides, which Was but little obferved by the 
'Spaniards and Germans. For that Part of 
the Spaniards which had their Quarters in 
• the Polefine and at EJle plundered all the 
circumjacent Country, and the Viceroy 
fent Troops to Ficenza^ to take it into 
Pofleflion when the Sentence of the Arbi- 
tration fhould* be given . ' 
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In the mean time Frangipane commit- 
ted great Ravages in Friuliy the Venetians 
FrTuli! not ftanding on their Guard, and the Ger^ 
manSy by means of a Confpiracy formed by 
* ' fome Exiles, made themfelves Matters of 
MaranOy a Town of Friuli near to Aqui- 
leiaj and feated on the Sea. The Fene^ 
• tiansy to recover the Place, ordered thither 
Baldajfarre di Scipione with a Body of 
Troops, and Girolamo da Savorniano with 
a Multitude of Peafants by Land, who 
who having laid Siege to the Place, while 
a Squadron of Ships ftraitened it by Sea, 
the Germans to the Nuniber of Five Hun- 
dred Horfe, and Two Thoufand Foot 
came to its Relief, and being joined by the 
Garrifon fallied out upon the Venetians^ 
and routed them with confiderable Lofs of 
Men and . of all their Cannon, and with 
their Shipping took from them a Galley 
and many other Veflels ; after which Vic- 
tory they mailered Monfalcone by Storm. 
The Troops at Maram were a few Days 
after joined by Four Hundred Horfe and 
Twelve Hundred German Foot from Vi^ 
cenzay who in Conjundion with the other 

Horfe 
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Horfe newly arrived in Friuli ravaged all ^' ^• 
the Country. Wherefore Malatejia da\ 
SogJianOy Governor of that Province, with 
Six Hundred Horfe and Two Thoufand 
Foot, and Girolamo da Savorniano^ with 
Two Thoufand Peafants who were retired 
to JJdine^ finding themfelves too weak to 
refift fo great a Force, pafTed beyond the 
River Liquenza to give Affiftance where 
they were able. But the Germans dividing 
themfelves one Part took Feltro and fcoured 
all the circumjacent Country^ and the 
Venetians^ who had feized all the Paffes, 
attacked a Part of that Body, confifting of 
Five Hundred Foot, at Baffanol where 
they were unprovided, and overpowering 
them put them to Flight with the Lofs of 
Three Hundred killed on the Spot, and 
many Officers and Soldiers taken Prifoners* 
The other Part of the Germans were gone 
to lay Siege to Ofopo feated on the Top of 
a rugged Mountain, where, after they 
had battered the Caftle, and ftormed it 
feveral Times without Succefs, they had 
no other Hopes of taking it but by keeping 
it blockaded, flattering themfelves that 
the Befieged were in Want of Water.. 
0^3 But 
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4' o. But the Favour of Heaven fupplying that 
iJiJi^Defcft by frequent and plentiful Showers 
for fome Days, they fell to ftorrqing the 
Place anew, but being repulfed, and de^ 
fpairing of reducing that Fortrefs by Block-. 
' ade or AiTault, they decamped and marched 
off. 

The Pope was very uneaify at thefc 
Proceedings, but much more concerned 
that he could find no Means for an Agree- 
ment fatisfeftory to both Parties. For as 
the frequent Changes in the Situation of 
AfFdrs, from the Progreffes of the con- 
tending Powers, were conftantly attended 
with a Change of Hopes and Expectations, 
it happened that when Cafar had confented 
to give up Vicenzay retaining Verona^ the 
Venetians refufed a Peace unlefs Verma 
were alfo reftored ; and now when the 
Venetians^ humbled by fo many Blows, 
would have been contented with Vicenza 
alone, Ccejar^ not fatisfied with Verona^ 
demanded alfo Vicenza. The Pontiff^ 
quite out of Patience under thefc Diffi- 
culties, prefumed that his Declaration

Public, however, that the Fault lay not in ^' ^• 
hixnielf that an Accommodation could notu.«v«i«, 
be procured, he pronounced a Peace be- Peace 
tween the Parties with thislnjundion; thatPJ^'^^^ 
there fhould be an immediate Ceffation of by the 
Hoftilities in all Parts, referving to bimfelf ^^j^^j^^ 
the Liberty to deplare within a Year the E^^- 
Conditions of this Peace, in which, as 
well as in the Sufpepfion of Arms, the Ca- 
tholic King fhould be comprehended : 
That Cafar fhould depofit Vicenza in his 
Hands, and all that he and the Sfaniards 
pofTefTed in the Padouan and Tre^igian ; 
the Vmetiatts fhould in like manner depofit 
Crermy and as to all other Things each 
Party fhould keep PofTeflion of what he 
now pofTefTed till the Declaration: That 
this Sentence fhould be ratified by all the 
Parties within a Month, and at the Rati-^ 
fication the Venetians fhould pay unto 
'Cafar Twenty-five Thoufand Ducats, and 
Twenty-five Thoufand more within three 
Months next enfuing ; but that this Sen- 
tence, if not ratified by all the Parties con- 
cerned, was intended to be void. The

Sidcj and becaufe there was no Perfon pre* 
fcnt who had a CommifSon to ratify in th^ 
Name of his Catholic Majefty, though hia. 
Ambaflador paffcd his Word for hia 
Mailer's Confent, for this Reafon he 
referved fo much Time for every one 
to ratify, that the King's fujl Powers 
inight arrive iii Seafon. But the Vene-^ 
tians having refolved not to give their Rati- 
fication, becauiie the Pope at the fame 
time had not pronounced the Conditions 
of Peace as they had defired, the Sentence 
toolc no Effed:. 

In the mean time the Affairs of the 

Venetians had a profperous Courfe in the 

Defence of Crema^ which was diftreffed 

within by a Peftijence and Want of Pro- 

vifions, and without by a Blockad? from 

the Enemy: For Profpero Colonna was 

come to Efenengo with Two Hundred 

Brave Men at Arms, Two Hundred and Fifty 

Jfl wJ^^g^^ Horfe,and Two Thoufand Foot ; and 

Ori. Silvio SaveUoy with his own Regiment of 

Horfe and Two Thoufand Foot, was ar-r 

rived on the other Side at Umbriano ; both 

places diftant Two Miles from Crem^. 
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This occafioned frequent Sallies from the -^- ^• 
Garrifon, and Skirmifhes with the Ene-vjljj^ 
mies, who were furprifed by Renzo da 
Ceri with Part of the Garrifon in their 
Quarters at Umiriano, and put to Flight 
with the Lofs of many of their Foot; on 
which Occafion Projpero drew off his 
Troops, and quitted his Poft. Renzo a 
few Days after, taking the Opportunity 
of the Lownefs of the Waters, waded * 
the Adda, and furprifed fifty Men at Arms 
in their Quarters at Cajliglione di Lodigiana^ 
He acquired fo much Reputation by thefe. 
profperous Adtions, and his induflrious 
Management, that he was univerfally ac- 
counted one of the bed Officers in all 
Itafy. 

The Venetians after this refolving to 
recover Friuli ordered Ahiano to march ^^'oiams\ 
thither with Two Hundred Men at Arms, i^fHuiL 
Four Hundred light Horfc, and Seven 
Hundred Foot. The General being on. 
his March towards Portonon, his light 
Horfe, which advanced before the reft, 
met without the Town Rizzano a German 
Officer with Two Hundred Men at Arnwi 
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A. D. and Three Hundred light Horfe, and at 
ji^the firft Charge were repulfed ; but Jl- 
a;M;ia advancing with the reft of the Troops 
a fmart Battle enfued^ with doubtful 
Event) till Rizzano was wounded in the 
Face and taken Prifoner by Malatefia 
Sogliano, in eonfequence of which his 
Troops were broken, and retired into P^r- 
ipnofty which they foon abandoned as de- 
fencclefs, and betook themfelves to Flight, 
and the Town was plundered, and mzny 
of the Inhabitants were put to the Sword. 
jihiano afterwards marched towards Ofc^, 
which was befieged anew by Frangipam 
with another Part of the Germans^ vjrho on 
Notice of die Approach of iht Venetiam 
decamped, but having their Rear much 
prefled by the Enemy's light Horfe were 
obliged to leave their Cannon and Bag- 
gage, By thefe Succefles the Vemtiam 
recovered almoft the whole Country, and 
ALviano^ after a fruitlefe Attempt on G^ 
nto, returned with his Troops to Fadotui^ 
having in this Expedition, as he wrote to 
"^me^ killed or taken Twp Hundred Men 
at Arms, Two Hundred light Horfe, and 
Two Thoufand Foot But the Germans 
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after his Departure drew together igain, 
retook Cnmenia and Monfakonfy and 
obliged the Venetians to raife the Siege <£ 
MaranOy where a few Days before Fran^ 
gipane was taken in an Ambu(h, and car^ 
ried to Venice. For the Befiegers per-* 
ceiving the Approach of the Succours, de^ 
csunp^ almoft ip as muph Confufion as |f 
they had been routed, and foon after 
their Stradiotti were put to Flight, and 
Giovanni Vettorio their Proveditor with 
One Hundred Horfe taken Prifoners. 
Thefe Changes and Vicifiitudes of Fortune 
frequcndy happened in Friuli hy the Vi-p 
cinity of the Germans^ who in their Wars 
in this Country employed qone but Milida« 
Thde Troops, after fcowering and plun* 
dering whatever came in their Way, 
whenever they perceived the Coming of 
Ae Venetian Troops accoiTipanie4 by a 
Multitude of P^afants, immediately re- 
tired to their own Habitations, and re- 
turned again to the Field as Occafion 
ferved. The Venetians had ordered feme 
Reinforcements for Friuli y on which the 
Vicercyjr appointed Alareoney one of the 
Officers of thofe Spaniards who had their 
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^•^^* Quarters between Bftiy Montagnana and 
\Cohgnay to march for that Country with 
Two Hundred Men at Arms, One Hun- 
dred light Horfe, and Five Hundred 
Foot; but that Commander receiving 
Information on the Road that a Truce 
had been made* for thofe Territories, to 
give Liberty for gathering in the Vintagey 
marched back to his Quarters. 

The Wars in Italy proceeding thus 
but flowly, the Negotiations of t^eace 
and Concord were not intermitted; for 
the King of France ftill retaining fomc 
Hopes that the ^nvifs would accept of a 
Sum of Money in Recompenfe for the 
Renunciation of his Rights, foUicited 
them for that Purppfe with great- Eacneft- 
nefs. But the Commonalty were fo averfe 
from granting his Requeft, that havingi 
when the Hoftages fled, conflrained by 
Menaces the Governor of Geneva to de- 
liver into their Hands as Prifon6r the 
Prefident of Gremile, whom the. King 
had fent to that City to treat with tiiem, 
they examined him feverely on the Rack 
to learn whether any Pcrfpn of their Nai- 
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tion were ftill French Penfioners, pr held 
fecret Correfpondence with the King, oft 
France, neither Humanity nor any Jufti- 
fication being fufficient to reftrain their 
barbarous Cruelty. 

Lewis was not without Sufpiqion. 
alfo that the Pontiff, who on account of 
his different Views was obliged to fleer with 
very great Circumfpedion between fo 
many Rocks, had fecretly procured that 
the Swifs fhould not agree with him 
without his Intervention; not to incite 
them to.make War upon him, from which 
he was continually perfuading them, but; 
either that they might remain firm to the 
Treaty of Dijon, or out of . an Appre-' 
henfion that their Agreenaent with the 
King would be followed by their Separa-. 
tion from himfelf. The King therefore 
threatened to precipitate himfelf into a 
Convention with the other Potentates, that 
he might not fland alone to be infulted by 
all the World. Befides,he was quite weary 
of the exceffive Charges and of the In/o- 
lence of the Soldiery. For he had brought 
into France Twenty Thoufand German 

Foot, 
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^jj^' ftibty 2i Nurtiber which h6 had riot been 
fglble tb compleat but when the King blT 
^ngknd lay before Tmtitay j aftd that he 
iliight have thdr Affiftance in Seafon, if 
any new Occafion fhauld arife, had re- 
tained them in his Kingdom, where they 
did iiiifihite damages to the Country, the 
King in this Exigence cbhiplairtfed that 
die Pope intended to fhut him out of 
tfufyy and the other Priiices wanted to 
expfel hitti out oi France. 

1 W fb difficult and perplexed A State 
6f Affairs the King of Frdnce had a Way 
opened for his Security, with Hopes of 
recovering his former Power and Reputa- 
fibflj by the. inexprfeffible IndignatioA 
which the Ring of England had con- 
ceived againft his Fatlier-in-law for re- 
newihg the Truce, contrary to his often 
repeated Promife that he Would never 
more enter into any Convention with the 
King of France without his Confent. 
Itlenry complained in public of this in- 
jurious Treatment, and, declaring tb^t 
this was the third Time he had been de- 
ceived by his Father-in-law, began to 

cool 
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eool more and more in his Inclinations ^* ^j 
fo profeeute thd War dgaihft Frdnce. Thisvu-v*^ 
Dilpdfition of the King of England coming 
to the Kriowledge of the Pontiff, his^^ ^^^^ 
Holiheft, induced cither by a Jealoufyiidta a 
that the King of T^rance^ if the cJthfer con- J^^J^J ^^ 
tiriued to moleft him, would make Peace, France 
and contraft Affinity, as he cohftahtlyj^^^^^''^' 
threatened, with the other two Kings, or 
elfe bfecatife he imagined that a Peacd 
would certainly fucceed between thfem, 
and was therefore willitig to curry Favour 
with the King of Prancey ahd by his In- 
terpofition make a Merit of what he could 
hot prevent, began to exhort the Cardinal 
of York to perfuade his King to be con- 
tent with the Glory that he had acquired, 
iind, keeping in Mind what Correfpond- 
ence of Faith he had found in Cajar^ the 
Catholic King, and the Swijsy to delift 
from employing his Arms againft the. 
Kingdom of France. We are^ affiired ^ 
that when it was reprefented to the Pop6 
that as fooii as the King of France had 
fecured himfelf from a War with England 
he would turn his Arms againft the Dutchy 
of Milan^ he anfwered that he was fenfi- 

ble 
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bl6 of that Danger, but it was alfo his 
Duty to confider on the other Hand the 
Danger that might arife from.theDifumon 
of thofe Kings ; and that in fo weighty a 
Matter it was too difficult to ballancc 
Things fo perfedtly as to refolve on Mea- 
fures that fhould be entirely free from 
thefe Dangers s but that at all Events the 
Dutchy of Milan would not be deftitute 
of the Defence of the Swifsy and that it 
was neceflary in fuch uncertain and diffi- 
cult Refolutions to entruft fome Part to 
the Difpofal of Chance or Fortune. 

But whatever was the Caufe, whether 
the Authority of the Pope, or the Inclina- 
tion of the Parties themfelves, a Treaty 
A Treaty ^-l^ Peace was foon fet on Foot between 
fct on the Kings of France and Englandy the 
Negotiation of which, begun l3ythe Pope 
vviihi Torky was fliortly after transferred 
to Englandy whither the King of France 
on the fame Bufinefs difpatched the 
General of Normandy y but under a Colour 
of treating about the Releafe of the Mar- 
quifs of Rothelin. At his Arrival was 
publiflaed a Sufpenfidn of Arms only by

- The Pontiff could never be brought 
tof acconunodate Matters with the Dukp 
of Ferrara^ tho' at the Beginning of his 
Promotioi;! he had'^ven him very great 
Hopes of it when he was at jR^^v^, and 
had promi&d the Reftitution of Reggio 
at the Return of the Cardinal his Brother 
from Hungary, But after the Arrival of 
that Prelate he went on delaying the Re«

During theie Tran&dHons there were

For, if we may 
believe the Venetian Writers,- fomie Spanift> 
Foot Soldiers came vaioPadMa^ pretend-

The ^niards^ much dimini(hed in 
Number, were encamped between Mon-of the 
tagnana, Cologndy and Ejiei and the Vene^^f^^^^^^ 
tiansy in order to oblige them to return 
into the Kingdom of Naples^ had fitted 
out a Navy, of which they had confti^ 
tuted Andrea Gritii Captain Genefali 
with a Defign to make a t)efcent 6ii 
Puglia ; but he met with fo many Diffi- 
culties, that the Fleet was at lift ordered 
to be difarraed and laid up.

^ his Favour. He aiTumed, together 
with the Title of King of France, that of

Prince, the Offence he had received fron^ 
the Catholic King ftill remaining frefli 
upon his Memory, was dcfirous to per- 
petuate the Friendfliip begun by King 
Lewis. At the fame Time arriyed an 
Embaffy from the Archduke, at the Head 
of which was M. de Naujau^ with Marks 
of great Submiffion as to a Sovereign 
Lord, becaufe. his Mafter- was in pofleflion 
of the Eaiidoni of Flanders^ which ac- 
knowledged the Superiority of the Crown 
VDf France.

who deiired above all things that the ^' ^* 
Dutchy of Milan (hould not ^1 into thejiji,^ 
Hands of foreign Princes* 

The King therefore, willing to be 
fatisfied of the Pope's Difpofition, deputed , 
to him new Ambafladors, among whom 
was GtdUaume Bude of Parisy a Man of 
profound, and perhaps lingular. Erudition 
in the Studies of Humanity, as well Greek 
as Latiriy above all the Men of our Times, . 
After thcfe he fent jintonio Maria Pala^ 
vicino, a Perfon acceptable to the Pontiff; 
but he might have fpared aU this Trouble, 
forXi^^had, before his Arrival, very pn^^ofeam^ 
vately, as far back as July^ entered into aagJIiftSo 
Convention with the other Princes for the^'"'«^^« 
Defence qf the State of Mian. But as he 
was willing that this Refolution fhould re- 
main an abfolute Secret till the NecefHty 
of Affairs confhained him to declare him-- 
felf, and was moreover defirous that his 
Declaration fhould be fupported by fome 
Excufe, he fometimes demanded the King's 
Confent that the Church fhould keep Pof- 
fefiion of Parma and Piacenza, and fome- 
times made other Petitions, with an Intent

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that from a Denial of one or other of 
his Demands it m)ght appear that it was 
Neceflity rather than Choice that induced , 
him to join with the King's Enemies; 
yet doubting that the King would deny 
him nothing that he could with any man- 
ner of Decency propofe, he continued to 
amufe him with various^ ambiguous^ 
and irrefolute Anfwers. 

But heo was paid in his own Coin> 
.and was treated by others in the fame 
cunning and artful Manner \ for Otta^ 
fuiano Fregofoy Doge of Genoay dreading 
the formidable Preparations of the King 
of France J arid on the other Hand ap- 
prehenfive of Danger from the Succefs of 
the Confederates, on account of the In- 
clination of the Duke of Milan and the 
Stvifs to his Adverfaries, had, by the 
Mediation pf the Duke of Bourbm^ very 
Otta^ra- pnvatelv entered into an Agreement with 
capitu. the Kmg or Frcmce^ havmg, both while 
'J^" ^"j^the Treaty- was under Negotiation,, and 
after it was concluded, with the greatcft 
Conftancy always aflured the Pope of the 
contrary. And becaufe Ottaviano had 

been 
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been an old and intimate Friend and 
Acquaintance of Leo and his Brother 
GiulianOy who had favoured him in his 
Attempt to make himfdif Doge, the Pon- 
tiff repofcd fo much Confidence in him, 
that when the Duke of Milan^ fufped:ing 
his Defign from general Report, was 
difpcfed to attack him with Four Thou*- 
fand S'mjsy who were already advanced 
to Ntroaray in conjundtion with the Adorni 
and Fiefcbi^ his Holinefs interpofed, and 
prevented their further Proceedings. 



The Articles on which Ottaviamr^Yi»Cm^ 
capitulated were in Subftance as follows t dirioni. • 
That the King ftiould be reftored to the 
t)ominion of Genoa^ together with the 
Caftelletto : That Ottaviano fliould diveflr 
himfelf of the Tide of Doge, and be 
conftituted by the King perpetual Go- 
vernor,' with Power to difpofe of the 
Offices of Genoa : That the King fliould 
give him the Command of One Hundred 
Lances, inveft him with the Order of St. 
Michaely and fetde on him an annual

Genoa all thofe Covenants and Privileges 
which bad been difannulled and burnt by 
King Lirms : And kftly, that he fhould 
affign a certain Portion of Ecclefiaftic 
Revenues to Federigo Archbifhop of Sa^ 
krnOy Ottaviano^ Brother; and to Otta-* 
viano himfelf, if he fhould ever happen 
to be driven ou^ of GenMy fome Lord* 
ihips in Provence.

2,^Q^jJf*made public it was no hard Matter for 

dua. Ottaviano to juftify his Refolution, becaufe, 

as every one knew, he had juft Reafon to 

be afraid of the Duke of Milan and the 

Smfs. What only caft fome Stain upon 

his Charader was his frequently repeated 

Denial of the Truth to the Pope, from 

whom he had received fo many Favours, 

an4 not keeping his Word widi him, in 

which he had promifed to make no 

' Agrieement vidthout his Confcnt, How*- 

ever in a long Letter which he afterwards 

wrote to the Pope in his Juftification, after 

he had accurately laid before him all- the 

Reafons 
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Reafons that had induced bim, with all ^- ^• 
the Excufes he could make in Defence^^-v^ 
of his. Honour, and, of his Proceedings, 
in which he had by no means aded in 
Contempt of that Devotion which was 
due to him as Pontiff and his Benefafitor, 
he concludes that his Juftification would 
be more difficult if he Were to write Ko 
private Perfons, or to a Prince who mea- 
fured the Afiairs of State by private Con-, 
fiderations 5 but finc€ he wrote to as wife 
a Prince as any in this A^e, whofe Wif- 
dom enabled him to judge that it was 
impoffible for him to fecure his State by 
any other Method, it was fuperfluous to 
make Excufes to one who knew already, 
and pcrfeftly underftood what was lawful^ 
or at leaft ufual for Princes to do, not 
only when reduced to fuch a Neceffity, 
but even for Improvement of their States, 
and putting them in a more flouriflung 
Condition. 

But by this Time the Face of Affairs

^mX-^^^^ ^^ Dukes of LatTifm and Gtfelderr 
King of ^^^^> ^^ ^^^ March towards the Moun- 
Fr.mce (ains with a greater and more flourifliing 
Twi/aJj. Army than had for a very long Time 
pafled out of France into Italy. The 
King was fecure from being molcfted 
beyond the Mountains, for the King of 
jiragOHj who had at firft, from an Ap-r 
prchenfion- that thefe vaft Preparations 
might be tvjrned againft himfelf, guarded 
his Frontiers, and that the People might 
with the more Alacrity fight in Defence 
oi NavarrCy united for ever that King- 
dom to Cajiiky as foon as he was fatisfied 
that the War manifeftly direfted its 
Courfe to Italy, dilbanded all the Troops 
that he had aflembled, and had no more 
Regard to the Promife which he had 
made tliat Year to the Confederates to 
make War in France^ than he had to 
the Promifes he had made them in the 
Year preceding. 

A T the Fame of the March of the 
Ff-encb Army, the^ Viceroy, who, after he 
had for many Months remained in a kind 

" ' "of 
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of Truce with the Venetians^ was arrived 
in the Vkentine in order to approach the \ 
Enemy, who were very ftrongly encamp- 
ed in the Neighbourhood of Olmi near to 
Vicenza^ returi^ed with his Army to Ve-^ 
rona^ with a Dcfign, as he reported, to 
march to the Defence of the Dutchy of > . 
Milan. The Pontiff alfo ordered his 
own Men at Arms and thofe of the Fk* 
rentiney to march for Lombardy under the 
Command of his Brother, who was 
elefted General of the Church, in order 
to fuccour the faid Dutchy, according to 
his. Agreement made not matiy Days be- 
fore with the other Confederates, tho', 
with his ufual Diffimulation, he pretended p^ 
thatt they were deiigned only for the Secu-diffcmblcs 
rity of Piacenzay Parma y and ^^^^^^> King ^ of 
and had gone fuch great Lengths with^'raace. 
the French Ambaffadors that the King, 
perfuading himfelf that he might depend 
upon his Alliance, had difpatched Orders 
from Lions to his Miniflers with full 
Powers for concluding an Agreement, 
confenting that the Church ihould keep 
Pofleffion of Piacenza and Partna till (lie 
.U 4 received 
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A. D: received frorti him fuch a Rccompcnce as 
^ Jj^ ' ^ thc Pope himfelf fhould approve. 

B u T all thefe Remedies, for Reafons 
which will appear hereafter, were of no 
Service ; it was decreed that the Dutchy 
of Milan fhould be faved or loft only 
with the Danger and by the Blood of the 
jSwj/5. That People, not retarded by 
any Negledt, or the fmall Supply of Mo- 
ney, defcended with all Diligence into 
the Milanefcj to the Number of more 
S^ifs than Twenty Thoufand Men, Ten Thou- 
dcfccnd f^^^ pf whom drew off towards the 
' Mountains, with a Defign to poffefs them- 
felves of the narrow Paflcs of the Valleys 
which from the Foot of the Alps that 
divide Italy from France extend themfelves 
into wide and open Plains, and fo prevent 
(he Progrefs of the French, 

This Refolution of the Swifs greatly 
difturbed the King, who before had. 
affurpd Jjimfelf of Viftory from the 
Multitude of his Forces : For his Army 
confiftcd of Two Thoufand Five Hun- 
dred Lances, Tyrenty-two Thoufand

into Italy, 
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German Foot commanded by the Duke ^- ^• 
of Guelderlandy Ten Thoufand Bafques'^^^JX^ 
(fo were called the Infantry ihlifted by 
Pietro Navarro) Eight Thoufand French^ 
and Three Thoufand Pioneers, who re- 
ceived the fame Pay as the other Fpot.p^^^j^ 
The King, on eonfulting with his Officers,jM|jj[^^ 
agreed that, confidering the Valour of^, 
the Swifs^ it would be imppffiblc to force 
them from the ftrong and narrow Pafles 
even with a much fuperior Number, 
which could be of no Service in fuch 
ftrait Places; that it would be difficult 
to perform any thing of Moment in a . 
Ihort TimC;, and more difficult to ftay long 
in fo barren a Country, with fo great aa 
Army, tho' vaft Convoys of Provifions 
were continually on the Roads towards 
the Mountains. In thefe Perplexities 
fome, who had more Hopes from making 
a Divejfion than from a direct Attack, 
propofed detaching Eight Hundred Lances 
by the Way of ProvencCy and fending

• In the Original Guofchi^ which the French properly 
enough tranflate Bafques, which we chufe to keep, and is 
as much as to fay Bifcayners^ for Nn'oarra^ as we read 
|>efore, was ordered to levy Soldiers on the Frontiers o^ 
ftavarrif which joins to Bi/cay. 
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Pietro Navarra with his Ten Thoufand. 
Bafques by Sea, who might joia with the 
Lances at Savona. Others objeded againft 
this Scheme, that fo great a Compafsi re- 
quired too much Time, that the Forces 
would be weakened, and the Reputation 
of the Enemy too much inqreafed by ber 
traying -a Want of Refolution to encounter 
with them. It was then refolyed that, 
without turning much out of the Road 
they were in, they (hould attempt a Paf-r 
fage at fome other Quarter, which either 
might not be obferved, or at leaft not fo 
well guarded by the Enemy ; for which 
Purpofe Emard de Prye fhould march 
with Four Hundred Lances and Five 
Hundred Foot by the Way of Genoa^ not 
with Hopes of making a Diverfion, . but to 
infeft jikjfandria and the other Towns 
on this Side the Po. 



There are two Roads, over the Jlps 
^^® which are ufually taken by thofe who trayel 
over the from Lions to Italy ; one by Monfanefe^ a 
^^f^' Mountain within the Dominion of the 
Duke of Savoyy which is the fhorteft, 
ilraiteft, and generally the mofl frequent- 
ed; 
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cd ; the other winds about from Lions to ^- ^• 
Grenobky and pafles over the Mountain of . 'J*^ 
Minginevra^ within the JuriidiiStion of 
JOaupbinei both the Roade meet at Sufa^ 
where the Plain begins to open, but that 
of Mongifievra^ though fpmewhat longer^* 
yet being eafier, and more convenient for 
conveying the.Artiliery, was always taken 
by the French Armies^ The Smfs^ intent 
on guarding thefc two Pafles and^ fome 
others that led to the neighbouring Placcss^ 
had pofted themfelves. at Sufsty bcfcaufe the. 
Pafles lower down towards, the Sea were io 
ijarrow and fteep that it wov^ld be very dif- 
ficult for the. Cavalry of fo great an Army, 
aCftd feemed impoffible for the. Artillery to 
make its Way through them. On the 
other hand 7'rivuIziOy whom the King 
bad entrufted with this difficult Affair, at^ 
tended by a vaft Number of Pioneers, and 
having about him fome fkilful and in- 
duftrious Perfons, who were well ex- 
perienced in the drawing of Artillery, whom . 
he ordered to view the Places that had > 
been propofed, employed himfelf in fearch-

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^^ ^* the mean time, the greater Part of which 
%JJIL^ was extended along the Road between Gre-- 
noble and Brian/on^ proceeded but flowly, 
in Expedhition of what would be refolved, 
and alfo of receiving fome neceffary Sup- 
plies of Pro vifion . 

At this Junfturc the King, who had 
fet out from i/m, was addreffed by a Gen- 
dteT ^'J^n^an deputed from the King of England^ 
againft who, in the Name of his Matter, remon- 
^li^*; ftrated, in very ftrong Terms, againft 
his difturbing the Peace of Chriftendom by 
his Paf&ge into Italy. TheCaufeoffo 
great a Change was, that Henry being 
jealous of the Friendfliip ccHitraded be- 
tween the Archduke and the King of 
France^ whofe Affairs, he fancied, went 
on with too profperous a Career, had be- 
gun to hearken to the Ambafladors of the 
Catholic King, who never ceafed demon- 
ftrating how pernicious to him he would 
iind at laft the Greatnefs of the King of 
France^ whom, on account of his natural 
Hatred, and becaufe he had made hiis firft 
Campaign againft him, he could not but 
regard as his bitter Enemy. But he was 

more 
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more excited againft him by Emulatiotiy 
and Envy of his Glory, which he imagined 
would increafe beyond Meafure if he (hould 
fubdUe the State of Milan. He confidered 
with himfelf that when he came to the 
Crown, though he found his Kingdom at 
perfedb Reft, and grown very rich by a 
long Peace, and himfelf in Poffeffion of 
fo great a Treafure accumulated by his 
JFather, yet he had not, till after fome 
Years, ventured to attack the King of 
France^ and then at an Opportunity when 
he was alone, furrounded by fo many 
Enemies, and worn out by fo many La- 
bours and Vexations. But the prefent 
King, foraewhat younger than himfdi^ 
when he came to the Crown, though he 
found his Kingdom wearied and exhaufted 
by fo many Wars, had yet ventured, in 
the firft Months of his Reign, to undertake 
an Enterprife, in which he was fure to 
meet with Oppofition from fo many 
Princes. As for himfelf, he thought^ 
with fuch great Preparations, and fo many 
Opportunities, he had brought back to 
England no Gain nor Honour but the Con- 
queft of Tournay^ and that at an infinite

^nd intolerable Expence; whereas the 
King c£ France, i/he obtained the Vidory, 
as probably he would, by the AcquifiticMi 
of fo fine a Dutchy, would return into his 
Kingdom in full Triumph and Glory, 
haying opened a Way alfo, and, perhaps 
before he left Ifafyy taken an Opportunity^ 
for attacking the Kingdom of Naples. 
Stimulated by fuch Motives and Incentives 
his old Antipathy eafily revived in his 
Breaft, and as he could not for Want of 
Time give any Check to Francis witli his 
Arms, ^nd perhaps fteking alio Occafion 
to furnifh himfelf vvith more Pretences foe 
juftifying his Defigns, he took care to fend 
him this dchortatory Meflage. 

But the King of France j not retarded 
in his Expedition by Henrys Remon- 
ftranccs, proceeded from Lions to Dau- 
phincj where he reviewed the German 
Forces, arrived fome time before imder 
ThtBiack^^ Command of Robert de la Marche, and 
Band. c^HiX^diXh^ Black Band.

At this Time Gianjacapo da Trivulzi fig- -^- P* 
nified to the King that it was pra£ticable \^J^^ 
to convey the Artillery over the Mountains New Paf. 
between the maritime and Co£Han ^ps^^^J^''!^

and Coniiifion* In Novara^ taking Oc- 
cafion to be tumultuous becaufe the Mo* 
ney which the King of Aragm was obliged 
to pay them was not yet arrived, they fell 
upon the CommiiTaries of the Pop?, and 
took away by Violence the Money liiat he 
had itsA them, and in the fame Rage 
broke up from Nofvara with an Intention 
to return tp thdr own Country 5 which 
was what many of them defired, who, 
liaving already been three Months in^Iiafy^ 
and loaded with Money and Plunder, were 
willing to carry home the Riches which 
they had gained in Safety to their own 
HcMi&s.

$mfi. The Caftlc, aftc* a few Dayfc 

Battery, 
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Battery, furrendercd on Condition of 
Safety to the Lives and EfFeiSs of the 
Garrifon. The King afterwards, having 
Pavia furrendercd to him, paflcd the 
ftefinoy and the fame Day Gianjacopo da 
Tfivulzi with Part of the Troops extend* 
cd himfelf to San Criftofano near to Milan^ 
and afterwards to the Suburb of the Gate 
of the ^efino^ in Hopes that the City, 
which he knew to be very uneafy under 
the Rapines and Exadions of the Swift 
^uid the Spaniards^ and therefore defirous 
to return under the French Government, 
and to have at prefent no Garrifon, would 
receive him within its Walls, But the 
Pear of the S^fi had a mighty Influence 
on the Peo|de of Milan^ and they had 
itill frefh in their Memories what they 
had fufFered the lafl Year, when, on the 
Retreat of the Swtfs to.Novaray they 
made an Infurredtion in favour of tfatt 
King oi France. They rcfolved therefore^ 
tho' they wifhed the King Succefs, to 
wait the lifiie of the Enterprife, and fent 
to Trivulzio to intreat him to advance no 
further. And the next Day they fent

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Bufaloroy humbly to befeech his Majefty ^^ O. 
to content himfelf with the Difpofition ofs^,^^^^^^ 
the People of Milan^ who were moft de- 
voted to Kis Crown, and ready to furniflb 
him with Provifions, and hot to infift on 
a more manifeft Declaration, which 
would be of Jio Service towards a Decifion 
of the War, no more than it had been 
in their declaring themfelves laft Year 
for his Prcdeceflbr, which had not in the 
lead promoted his Caufe, but had done 
vaft Prejudice to the City.

Cunning and Artifice the Pope proceeded 
in his Affairs, perfuaded himfelf that it was 
his Will that Lorenzo fhould not proceed 
any further : And Lorenzo^ confidering 
how loth the Viceroy was to put his Army 
in the Power of Fortune, formed the 
fame Judgment of others that they pafled 
upon him. ' In the Afternoon the Spanijk 
Troops began to pafs the Bridge, and were 
immediately to be followed by the Ec- 
clefiaftic Army; but by the Coming on of 
Night it being neceflary to defer their 
Paflage till the next Morning, they did 
iiot only not pafs at all, but the Viceroy 
returned with his Army on this Side the 
Riv9r, on Advice, brought by Four Hun* 

dred 
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J. o. dred light HorTe fent out fiom both 
Ji^ilj Armies to obfervc the Motions of the£ne« 
mies, that an Hundred French Lances had 
entered Lodiy wherefore the Viceroy and 
Lorenzo returned to their firft Quarters, 
while JUviano naarched with his Army to 
Lo4i. 

The King of France at this fame Tima 
removed his Camp from Marignano to 
San Donato tl^ree Miles from Milan, in 
which City the Swifs aflembled their whole 
Force, where one Party of them abhor^ 
ring a War, and the other as much averfb 
to a Peace, frequent Confultations wer$ 
held, and many Tumults happened among 
them. At laft, when they were met to* 
getherin a full Affembly, the Cardinal of 
Siony who was mofk ardent in his £^^ 
hortations to Perfeverance in the War, be- 
gan with mofl vehement and pathetip 
Words to ftimulale thern to delay no longer^^ 
but march out and attack th<B |Cing of 
Fnz^tTf that fame Pay, ^d not ibn,d fb 
rouch in Awe of the numerous Cavalry 
and Artillery of the Enemy, or fySSae 
tlienifdyestQbefof^diiliirb^d asfploi^ 
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ihe Memory of the native Vsjourofthe ^- ^- 
iS^j/}, and the Viftories obtained over thcui^^Ji^ 
fremh. ^* What, fays 5/w, have the speech of 
Pcc^le of our Nation undergone all this^^*^^ 
Fatigue, e^fpofed themfelves to fo many ^/^ to 
Dangers, and fpilt fo much Blood to lofe^^*^*^^- 
|n one Day fo vaft a Stock of Glory, and 
jieave fo great Ilenown and Reputation 
|to£neaues whom we have overthrown ? 
Are not thefe the fame French who affifted 
|>y us have obtained fo many Viaorics, 
abandoned by u$ have been conftandy 
overcome by eveiy Adverfary? Are not 
thefe the fame French who but laft Year 
were, by an inconfiderable Number of our 
Meq, with fo inuch Glory, defeated at 
l^ovar^? Are they not the fame French 
who, aftoniihed at oqr Valour, and con*- 
founded at Refle£tions on their own 
ihameful Cowardice, have cried up to the 
Skies the Name of the Swifs ? A Name 
famous when we we were in Conjundtion 
with them, but become more famous fince 
we feparated from them ! Our Troops that 
fought at Novara had neither Cavalry nor 
Artillery, and expected a fpeedy Rein- 
^ripenxent ; and yet at the Perfuaiions of 

MQttino^ 
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MoitinOy that illuftrious Ornament of the 
HehetianSy they valiantly attacked ^ the 
Enemy in their Trenches, boldly advanced 
to feize their Cannon, routed them, and 
flew their German Infantry till they had 
blunted their Weapons, and tired their 
Arms with the Slaughter, And can you 
think they will now have the Courage to * 
cxpedl the Charge oi Forty Thoufand 
Swifsy an Army ftrong and refolute enough 
to meet the Forces of the whole World 
united together in the Field ? They will 
fly, believe me, at the very Report of ouf 
Coming, They have not ventured to ap- 
proach fo near Milan in Confidence of 
their own Valour, but in Hopes of your 
Divifions. The Perfon of Prefence of 
their King will not fupport them, for out 
of Fear of endangering his Life or his State 
he will be the firft to confult his own 
Safety, and induce the refl: to follow his 
Example. If you dare not attack them ^ 
with this Army, that is, with the whole 
Strength of Swijferlandy with what Forces 
can you ever hope to refill them? For 
what End are we defcendcd into Lomiardy ? 
To what Purpofe is our Arrival at Milan, 

if 
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if we thought we fhould be afraid to 
encounter with the Eneroy? What 
will become of the lofty Speeches, 
and fierce Menaces that we have been 
thtx>wing out all this Year, when we boaft^ 
ed of a Defign to make, a Defcent iQfp 
Burgundy y and when we rejoiced at the 
Agre4m€i>J with the King of EngJandy and 
at the Inclinatiori of the Pontiff to confer 
derate wjth the King of France^ as 
imagining that the more the Powers yfs^t 
which .uniteji againft the State of A£iM^ 
the nione: Glory "we {hould acquire in dei- 
fending it ? It would have been better for 
vs not to have pbtained fijch noble Vic- 
tories for thefe Years paft, and npt to have 
driven the French out of Itafy^ but to have 
refled fatislkd within the Bounds of our 
antient Renowp, rather than afterwards 
with one Confent to deceive the Eatr 
pedations of all theWorld by betraying fuck 
.bafe .Cowardice, This ;Pay ^yill all Men 
judge whether the Viftory of Novi^ra weiTC 
^wing to our Bravery or to Fortune. If we 
ihcw ourfelves afraid of the Enemy, it will 
be univerfally afcribed either to Chance or 
Temerity i if .we exert the fame Refolution^ 

every 
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efttf <>ne will confeis that we are indebtedl 
fbf it only to our own Valour, and havings 
^ no doubt we fhall have, the fame Suo^ 
cefe> we fliall not only be the Terror c£ 
Ae prefent Age, but alfo had in Veneraiioft 
by Poflerity, whofe Judgment and Prai&s 
^1 exalt the Name of the Smfi above 
that of the Remans y of whom we do noC 
Ttttd thit they fhewed fuchUndauntednefs, 
ot c^^ned any Victory with fo cnuch Va^ 
lour, or ever without Neceffity choie to 
fight againft Eft^nies urtd^r fueh greafit 
IXfadvantages. Of us they will find it 
recorded that we fought a Battle near iV^ 
'w^rdy where with few Troops, without 
Artillery, without Cavalry, we put to 
Flight a mighty Army, fumiflied with ^ 
Mimnerof Provffions, and commanded by 
two famous Generals, one wi'&out Doubt 
l&e befi: in all Francey and the othei* the 
4eft in all Italy. They will read alfo Ac 
ficrtde at San Donate y fought with the 
fame Difficulties on our Side, againft the 
Xing of France in Perfon, and againft £o 
^at a Number of German Infantry, who, 
ihfe more numerou^s they are, will fall die 
mxt acceptable Sacrifice to our Hatred, 
r • make 
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itaakeitfo much the caficr for us to ruin A ^• 
for ever thdr Military, apd the more oP*u. 
feSually deter them from raflily pretend-^ 
ihg to rival the Arms of the Swifs. It is 
flcJt certain, but on tht contrary, from many 
Difficulties appears even impoffible, tiitt 
we fliall be joined by the Viceroy or the 
iTtoops of the Church ; and thertfote to 
t»^hat Purpofe is it to expeft them ? Nof 
is their Prefence fteceflTary j tfay w« 
Cught ratl>er to be pleafed at fuch a Dif- 
appointment, for now all the Honour will 
be Ours, and the vafUy^rich Spoils and 
Plunder of the Enemy's Camp will be all 
our ov«ii. Mottino would not fuffer the 
Glory to be communicated even to our- 
felves, much lefs to others. And fhall wfc 
be fo bafe-minded, and fet fo low a Price 
Upon our Valour, as, even fuppofingit poC- 
^lefot us to join them, to be willing tO 
^Wait in order to be Sharers in fo great a 
^rofufioni of Honours and Praifes with 
Strangers ? Neither the Fame of the Swifsf 
nor the State of Affairs require any further* 
Delay or Confultation : It is now neceflikiy 
that we (hould be on our March, noW^ 
now is the Time to haften and attack the 

Encmy^ 
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Enemy. Let Cowards confult, wha 
think not of encountering with Dangers, 
but of fecuring themfelves by Flight ; but 
it is the Part of a fierce and warlike Na- 
tion, fuch as ours, to prefent themfelvea 
before their Enemies as foon as they can 
get a Sight of them. Go\to, then, with 
the Help of God> who with juft Hatred 
purfues the Pride of the : French^ with 
your . ufual Animofity take your Pikes, 
and beat your Drums, and- let us march 
without lofing a Moment, and haften to 
try the utmoft Force of our Weapons^ 
and iktiate pur Hatred with the Blood of 
jthofe whofe Pride renders them a Nui- 
fence, and their Cowardice a. Prey to all 
Mankind/' * 



' Incited by this Speech the Sivifi 
^inunediately took their Arms in a Fury, 
and as foon , as they were got out at the 
Reman Gate drew up in Order, and tho* 
there remained not much of Daylight fct 
'forwards on. their March towards the 
.French with fo much Alacrity, and fuch 
shouting, that one who knew np better 
would have taken it for certain that they 

had 
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liad already obtained fome very notable ^' ^^ 
Viaory. The Officers ftimulated thev-l^JZlj 
Soldiers to quicken their March, and the 
Soldiers defired their Officers not to forget 
to give the Signal of Battle as foon as ever 
they were approached to the Camp of the 
Enemy ; for they were determined to 
ftrew the Field with Carcafes, and in- 
tended that Day to ^xtinguifh the very 
Name of the German Infantry; and e- 
ipecially of thofe Troops which prognofti- 
eating their own Death carried by way of 
Diftinftion black Enfigns. In this fierce ^ 
and refolute Difpofition they approached iif^^^^^i. 
the Frernb Camp, and but two Hours "•• 
before Night began the Battle. They 
attacked the Artillery and Entrenchments 
with fuch Fury and Violence, that they 
entered the Trenches almoft as foon as 
they arrived, and broke and difperfed the 
firft Battalions that oppofed them, and 
made themfelves Mafters of Part of the 
Artillery. But the Ftencb Cavalry ad^- 
vancing, and a great Part of the Army, 
with the King himfelf, furrounded by a 
valiant Squadrbn of Gentlemen, the Ardor 
of their Fury was in fome meafure re- 
Vol.. VI. Z preffcd. 
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pre£fed) and diere began a verjT territitf 
Battle, attended with various Events, but 
very dei[trudive to the French Mea at 
Arms, who were forced to give Way# 
This Fight lafted till four Hours after 
N%ht, in which fome of the French 
general CMBcers were killed on the Spot, 
and die King himielf recdved many 
Thrufts of Pikes. By this Time both 
Parties were fo tired that diey could na 
longer hold dieir Weapons in their Hands> 
and itparated from one another without 
Beat of Drum, or Orders from their 
Officers, the Sni^ifs betaking themfdves 
to their Reft in the Field of Batde, and 
ndther Party molefting the other, but 
ejcpcfling, as it were by a tacit Truce, 
the next Daylight. But the firft Attack 
provinjg fo fucccfsful to die Swifi^ fbr 
whom by the Care of the Cardinal a Con- 
voy of Provifions and Refrefhments from 
Milan arrived while they were taking their 
Repoic, Exprcfles were difpatched to all 
Parts of Italy with Advices that the Smjs 
had put the Army of their Enemies to 
Flight. The King was not idle during 
the Remainder of the Night, but bekig 
^* fenfible 
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r«nfiblc of the Greatnefs of the Danger ^ D. 
look care to draw off his Artillery mtov "' 
proper Places and iii due Order, and em- 
ployed himfelf in ranging his German and 
Gifjcm Infantry in juft Battalions;^ and 
Jiis Cavalry in Squadrons. When Day- 
light appeared the Swsfs^ defpifing qqt 
9nly the French Army but all the Forces 
9f ftafy upited together, renewed thei|: 
Attack with the fame Rage and Impetuo^ 
fity» and with great Temerity. They 
were valiantly received by their Enemies^ 
l^ut with more Policy, and in better Or-^ 
49r, for on one Side they were galled by 
$I)e Cannon, on the other by the Arrows 
l^f the GafconSy and at the fame time 
charged by the Horfe, fo that they fufFer^ 
edi in Front and on both Flanks^ And 
^t Sunrife, when the Fight was clofeft 
^d fiercefl, and Circumflances reduced 
to an Extremity of Labour and Danger^ 
jihianoy who, on the Arrival of an Ex- 
prefs froih the King over Night, had im* 
^nediately put himfelf in Motion with the 
light Horfe and the moft expeditious Part 
of his Army, the reft followii>g Body afte|r 
Body, arrived on a fudden^ and fell witlji^ 
Z 2 great 
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great Fury on the Rear of the Swifi^ 
»who, tho' they ftill maintained the Fight 
with the greateft Boldnefs and Valour, 
yet finding fo vigorous a Refiftance, and 
from the Arrival of the Venetian Army 
defpairing of the Vidlory, feveral Hours 
after Sunrife founded a Retreat, and put- 
Swifs ting their Shoulders to the Artillery which 
* ^^ * they had brought with them, turned their 
Battalions, and conftantly keeping their 
ufual Order ftiarched with a flow Face 
towards Milan^ to the great Aflonifhment 
of the Frenchy of whom not a Man in 
all the Army, either among their Foot or 
Horfe, durft venture to purfue them ; 
only two of their Companies, who had 
fled into a Country Seat, were burnt in it 
by the Venetian light Horfe. The reft of 
their Army retired in perfedl Order, and 
retaining the fame Fiercenefs in their 
Countenances, and in their Eyes, return- 
ed to MilaHy leaving behind them in the 
Ditches, as fome fay, fifteen Pieces of 
heavy Cannon, which they had taken 
from the French in the firft Attack, for 
Want of Conveniences to bring them 
along* 

- - It 
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I T is univerfally agreed that a fiercer < 
and more terrible Battle had not been 
fought in Italy for very many Years j for 
by the Fury with which the Swifs began 
the Attack, and afterwards by theMiftakes 
through the Darknefs of the Night, the 
Arrangement of the whole Army being 
difordered, and the Combatants mingling 
in Confufion without Command or Signal, 
every Event was left entirely to the Dif- 
pof^ of Fortune. The King himfclf was 
often in Danger, and was more indebted 
for his Prefervation to his own proper 
Valour, and to Chance, than to the 
Affiftance of his Attendants, by whom 
he was frequently in the Confufion of the 
Rattle, and the Darknefs of the Night, 
abandoned. Hence Trivulzio^ a General 
who had feen fo many Events, protefted 
that this was a Battle not pf M^n but oCg .„ ^ 
Giants, and that of Eighteen Battles xviTrivuizia 
which he had b^cn prefent, every one of g"jj[^* , 
them, in Comp?triibu of this, was bvit a 
Battle of little Children, Apd it is not 
doubted that, had it not been for the 
AififtancQ of {he A^Wcry, the Victory 
Z 3 would 
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would have been gained by the Swif\ 
who having entered the French Efttrench-? 
inents at the firft Attack, and aiterwahis 
made themfelves Matters of m6ft Pi«*t of 
their Artillery, had always gained Ground. 
Befides, the Coming of jihiam was oF 
no fmall Importance, iince his Arrival ac 
a Time while the Vidtory was yet dubious 
put Spirits in the French^ and Terror in 
the Swifsy who imagined that he. had 
brought with hini th? whole VenetiM 
Army. 

Number T H E Number of the Dead, if ever it 
pi Killed, were uncertain in atiy Battle, as it is al- 
m6ft in all, was very uncertain in this^ 
People varying in their Accounts, feme 
out of Paflion, others through Ignorance* 
Some make the Lofs of the Swifs amount 
to above Fourteen Thoufand, others wiH 
have it but Ttti Thoufand, others again 
more moderate make it but Eight Thou- 
fand, and there are not wanting ibmc 
who reduce it fo low as Three Thoufand, 
all of the vulgar Sort, and of Names 
obfcure. But of the French were killed 
ifn the Battle of the Night FrancisBvotYitf

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to tibc Duke of Bourixm, Intbercourt^ San^ 
ferret the Prince of Talkmmt Son to 
fremouiUet Boyfi Nephew to the late Cai-' 
(tind of Reueny Count Sajfarty Cbatelarib 
of 5<wwy, B«# d' Ambcyfey and Afaay, 
Eniign of the King's Gens d' Arms, 
Perfons all diftinguiflied by their Nobility 
and great EAates, or for their honourable 
Pofts in the Army. The Number of the 
kiUed is for the Reafons before aiTigned 
varioufly reckoned, (bene making it Six 
Thouiknd, others reducing it to Three 
Thou&nd, among whom were fome 
Officers of the German Infantry. 

After the Swifs were retired to J^Ian 
tbcy fell into very great Dif^greement 
whether it were beft to enter into a Con^^ 
vention with the King of Fram:e^ or ftay 
there for the Defence of the City. Thofe 
•Officers who had befpr? follicited an 
Agreement, being willing to alledge fonie 
lefs diflionourabie Reafon for their De- 
parture, demanded their Pay of Maj^imi^ 
Uam Sforza^ who, it was very manifefl:, 
had no Money to fpar? j and the next 
Day afterwards all the Smfs Troops, at

With thefe Hopes MaJJimiliano Sforzoy 

accompanied by Giovanni da GmzagOy 

and Girolamo Morone^ with fome odier 

Milanefe Noblemen, betook himfelf to 

the Caftle, after giving his Confent, tho* 

not without Dffl&culty, that Francefco 

Duke of Bariy his Brother, might retire 

into Germany^ while the Cardinal of Sion 

^ent to wait upon Cafor to foUicit Suc- 

cours> promifing to return within a few 

City of Days. The City of Mian being thus 

^•^["^"^left without any Garrifon furrendered to 

^tFnnch.tht King of France^ and agreed to pay a 

very large Sum of Money ^ ; but he re- 

fufed to enter the Place while the Caftle 

was in the Hands of the Enemy, as if 

it were unworthy of a King to make his 

Entry into a Town that was not wholly 

at his Devotion. In the mean time he 

ordere4 
J* f 300^000 Crowns at three Payments. Qiew, 
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ordered folemn Mailes to be celebrated for 
three Days fucceffively iii the Place where 
he had obtained the Vidtory 5 the firft to 
return Thanks to God for his Succefs, 
the Second to pray for the Souls of thofe 
that were killed in the Battle, and the 
laft to befeech God to grant a Peace ; and 
on the fame Spot he caufed a Chapel to 
be eredfced for a perpetual Memorial. AH 
the Towns and Fortrefles of the Dutchy 
of Jk&'il7« followed the Fortune of the 
Viftory, except the Caftles of Cremona 
and Milan^ the Siege of which laft was 
committed to the Dire<aion of PietrB 
NavarrUy who, to the Admiration of all 
Men, tbo' the Caftle was very flxong, 
abundantly fupplied with all Neceflaries 
for its Defence, and had a Garrifon of 
Two Thoufand good Soldiers, engaged to 
reduce it within a Month. 

The Viceroy, on the News of the 
Viftory of the French^ ftayed a few Days 
in his old Quarters, more out of Neceffity 
than Choice, becaufe it was difficult for 
him to put his Army in Motion without 
Money. At length, receiving a certain 

Quantity, 
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Quantity, and borrowing Six Thanfand 
^Ducats oi Lorenzo Je' Msdiciy he decamped^ 
and retired to Pmtemroy with an Intention 
to inarch for the Kingdom of Napksi. 
For though the Pontiff, on Advice of the 
unfortunate Event, had at firftmade the 
Public believe that he intended to imitato 
dkeConftancyof hiePredecefTor, theAm-» 
bafladors of the Allies encouraging him to 
refolve on fhewing his Face to Fortune^ 
and endeavour by all means to keep the 
Swifs in a good DiQx)iition, or if they 
proved inconflant to fupply their Places 
with hired German Infantry, yet on a {t^ 
nous Review it appeared to him that no 
aSaJ"' Frovifions for his Safety could be made 
prehen- with that Speed which hia Danger te^ 
£j^^quired, and that the firft Blow vras likely 
to fail upon himfelf. For though th6 
Reverence of the Church might induce 
the King oi France to abftain from mole A- 
ang the EcclefiafHc State, y^t he did not 
fad^eve it fiifficient to refbain him from at- 
tacking Parma znAPiacenza as Membecs 
pf the Dutchy of Mtlan^ or from mdiefl>i 
ing the State of Florence^ in which Affior 
;jtll Re^d ceafed, and yet the Pope would

tack had been made upon the Smte d^thdw.iv^ 
Churchy Nor indeed were his Appre^ 
hbnfions groundlefs, for the King had or^ 
dered a Bridge to be laid over the P$ 
pear Pin)ia for pafling Troops to take Pof-i> 
feffion of Parma and PiacMza^ and after 
the Acquifition of thefe Cides, if tha P<^ 
ftill continued averft to embrace the King's 
Friendfhip, the Forces were inteiaded to 
proceed by the Way of Pontrenwli to Tijfi 
faftyj and attempt to drive th^ AieJid.o^ 
oi Fkrence^ 

But by diis Time the Pope had given 
Cbmmiilion to the Duke of Sav(y^ and 
the Bifliop oflricaricoy hisNuncio,to enter 
into aTreaty with the King of Franciy who 
being ftill fufpicious of new Coi^deracies 
figainfl: him^ and inclined to the Reverence 
of the Apoftolic See by the Terror which 
the Perfecutbns of Julms bad ej^dted in 
the whrfe Kingdom of France^ was vfe^tpopewk. 
defirous of an Agreement. A Conlfedei^ursintoi 
racy therefore was ibon concluded between j^^^j^^* 
diem for the Defence of the States cflfafy; whJ» ^^ 
fffid particularly it was ilipulated that the/r/^f^^. 

King 
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King fhould take into his Prote<aion the 
Pcrfon of the Pontiff, the State of the 
Church, Giulianoy Lorenzo de Medici j and 
the State of F/?r^r^ J jfhould grant a Lord- 
Ihip in France and a Penfion to Giuliano 
and to Lorenzo^ with the Command of 
fifty Lances ; and confent that the Pontiff 
fhould grant free Paffage through the State 
of the Church to the Viceroy on his Re- 
turn with his Army into the Kingdom of 
Napks: Thzt the Pope fhould be obliged 
to recall his Troops from Verondy and 
firom the Affiflance of Cafar againfl the 
Venetians ^y that he fhould reflore to the 
King the Cities of Parma and Piacenza^ 
in Cbmpenfation qf which the Dutchy of 
Milan fhould be bound to take all its Salt 
from Cerviay which was computed to bfe 
very beneficial to the Church, and had 
lately heen flipulated by the Pope in his 
Confederacy with the Duke of A£Ian : 
That it fhould be referred to the Arbi- 
tration of the Duke of Savoy whether the 
Florentines had violated the Confederacy 
made with King Lewis, and in Cafe of 
any Violation die Duke was to declare the 
Penalty. This Article the King faid he 

infiflcd 
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infifted on more for the Sake of his Ho- A. d. 
nour than for any other Reafon. ijiiii 

The Treaty being concluded Tricarico 
immediately fet out Pofl for Rome, to per- 
fuade the PontifFto ratify in And Lorenzo^ 
diat he might the fooner be rid of the 
Viceroy, withdrew the Troops he had in 
Ftacenza to Parma and Reggio, and he 
himfelf waited on the King, to recommend 
himfelf to his Favour, and to perfuade 
him, according to the artful Inftrudtions 
of his Uncle, that he defired in all Events 
to depend only on his royal Prote(3ion. 

The Pope was not without Difficulty . 
induced to ratify the Peace, for it grieved 
him very much to part with Parma and 
Piacenzay and he would willingly have 
waited till he had firfl known the Refolu- 
tion of the Swifs. The Diet of that Na- 
tion was alTembled at Zurich^ the princi- 
pal of all the Helvetic Cantons, and the 
greatefl Enemy to the French, where they 
treated about fuccouring the Caftle of 
Milan y though they had abandoned the 
Valleys and the Towns of Bellinzone and 

IsUgarna^ 
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J^ugamay but not tJi? Caftles, yet tlltf 
/King, on the Payment of Six Thoufftn4 
Crowns to the Governor, had gotten Pof-' 
ieffion of the C^e of Lugarmi but the 
Grffom had not as yet abandoned CfoV-*

jea: of the State of the Church, andv-llii:. 
ihould not only not obftrud the Pope, a* 
their fupreme I/ord, in proceeding againft 
them, and chailiiing thenn, but ihould 
alfo be obliged, when follicited, to ai^l; 
him for that Purpofe. Mention was al^ 
made of an Interview between the Pop^ 
and the King in fome convenient Place ^ 
which was propofed by Francis, but deiired 
by both Parties ^ by the King, for th? 
better Eftablifliment of this newly con- 
tra<Sted Friendfhip, for fecuring the States 
of his Friends in Italy, and becaufehewa^ 
in Hopes by his Prefence, and by his Of- 
fers of large Eflates to the Pontiff's Bro* 
ther and Nephew, to obtain his Confent 
for attacking, as he moft ardently defiredj 
ihe Kii^dom of Napks ; by idie Fopc^ 
with a View, by this officious Conde- 
Icenfion, to entertain the King, whfle he 
-was in his Profperity, after his engaging 
Manner, by which he was moH cxwU 
kntly qualified for winning upon the 
Hearts of Men. Many, however, con- 
demned fuch a Refolution as unworthy of 
the Majefty of the Pontificate, judging it

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jt. D. more proper for 'the King, if he wanteil 
^'j'^;_, fuch an Interview, to come and fcek it o( 
the Pope at Rome. But his Holinefs al-» 
ledged in Exciife that he condefcended ia 
this Manner from a Defire to induce the 
King to forbear molcfting the Kingdom of 
Napks during the Life of the Catholic 
King, which, on account of an Indiipo- 
iition of Body, under which ho had la- 
boured above a Year, it was thought, 
could not be long. 

Oftle of In the mean time Pietro Navarra was

Gebgirki of the Duke of ISkfiy who was 
in jhcjCaftle, iaridi the Duke of Bourbptt 
his Kinfmjm, aad afterwards. tarried oa 
with, the Tixiktd^.Bourton by Girokmo Md^ 
row in concert with two Sioifs Officers 
in cheCaftle, to the great Surprife of al^sa„ett- 
ihe World, a Capitulation was concluded <J€f«l* 
oil the fourth of October. GivQlamo M?'- 
m^; was highly blarined on this Oecafion 
for having, either out of too much Timi- 
dity, or too little Faithfulnefs, perfuaded 
the Duke, with whom he- had a very 
great Authority, to this Agreement ; but 
he.occufed himfelf on account of a Qu^r- 
td tlut broke out between the SiJoifs and 
Italian Infantry in Garrifqn.

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B Y the Conditions of this Capit^Ia-^ 
tion Mqffimliam Sforzd M^s imm^atcly 
to deliver up to Ac King of France Ac 
Caftles.of Milan and Cremona^ and to 
make over to him all the Rights which 
he had to the State of Milan : On this 
Gonfideration it was agreed that be Hio^ld 
receive of the King a certain Sum of 
Money to difchargc his'Debts> aiAl might 
retire into France^ wbefe the King wasttt 
allow him a yeaiiy l^enfion of Thirty 
Thoufand Ducats, or ufe his Intereft that 
he fhould be created a Cardinal ^with the 
Mke Revenue: That die Kinfg (hould 
{)ardon Gakazzo Vifootiti and certain 
other Noblemen of the Dutchy (rfMiii^ 
who had been zealous in- the Intereft of 
Majjimiliano : That he ftiould give the 
Snvifs who were in the Caftle Six Thou- 
fend Crowns v That he ftiould confirm to 
Giovanni da Gohzaga thofe Eftates- which 
the Duke had given to him intheMUa?teJe, 
and fettle a Penfion on him> and ftiould 
alfo confirm to MorG?ii his patrimonial 
Eftates, and thofe which were beftowfcd 
on him by the Duke, with the Officer 

tha^t 
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that he held, and fhould conftitute him 
Maftcr of Requefts of the Court oi France. 
On this Agreement Majfimiliano^ other* 
wife Mora after his Father's Name, came 
out of the Gaftie^ and fet out diredly foir 
France^ faying at his Departure that ht 
Was delivered from the Bondage of the 
Stvifsy the Abufes of Cafar^ and the 
Cheats of the Spaniards. Every 6nt 
however praifed Fortune more for he^ 
Jufticc in fpeedily depofing from fo high 
a Station, than for her BUndnefs in ex^ 
alting to it, a Man who, from his Want of 
Capacity, the Extravagance of his Senti*- 
ments, and the extreme Sordidneis of his 
Manners, was unworthy of any Poll of 
Honour or Greatnefs* 



But before the CafUe of Mian was 
furrendered came AmbafTadors to the^'^f'^* 
King Antonio Grimano, Donmico ^rivi^TS 
Janoy Giorgio CornarOy and Andrea Gritti^ ^*"K ®^ 
four of the principal and moft honoura'>* 
ble Members of the Venetian Senate, to 
congratulate him on his Victory, and to 
requeft his Afliftance, to which he was ^ 
bound by the Articles of the Confederacy, 
Aa 2 in 
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^\P/ in the Recovery of their Towns: Ail 
/Entcrprife which had no other Obftrudion 
but from the Forces of Cafar^ and thofer 
auxiliary Troops of the Pope which 
were with Marc Antonio Cohmna in Verona ; 
for the Viceroy, after leaving the Terri-^ 
tory of Piacen^aj and then halting \ fome 
tithe in the Modenefe^ to fee whether the 
Pope would ratify the Agreement he had 
made with the King of France^ as foon 
as he was certified of the Ratification, 
proceeded on his March through Romagna 
for Naples. 

The King readily ordered to the 
Afliftance of the Venetians the Baftard 
oi Savoy znd TeoJoro da Trivulzioy with' 
Seven Hundred Lances and Seven Thou- 
fand Foot / but while they delayed their 
March, either in Expedtation of the Suc-». 
ccfs of the Ertterprife on the Caftle of 
Milan^ or becaufe the King defigned tliefe 
faihe Troops for the Siege of the Caftle- 
of Cremona^ AhianOi who was not per- 
mitted by the Venetians to follow the 
Viceroy, becaufe they were defirous t6 
recover, if it were poffible, Brejcia and 
4 Verona 
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Ferma without the Affiftance of others, 
marched with the Army towards Brefcia.x 
But the Garrifon being juft before rein- 
forced with One Thouiand German Foot, 
Bergamo having feveral Days before fur- 
rendered to the Venetians^ he refolved to 
march firft and lay Siege to Verona^ as 
not fo well fortified, and for the greater 
Conveniency of Provifions, and becaufe 
if Verona were taken, Br^fcia remaining 
alone,s and difficult, on account of its 
Situation, to be fuccoured from Germany^ 
would fall an eafy Conqueft. But this 
Undertaking was retarded from an Appre- 
henfion that the Viceroy and the Troops 
of the Pope, which were in the Terri- 
toties of Reggio and Modena^ would pafe 
the Po at OJiia in order to relieve Verona ; 
all Fears of which now vaniihin^ at the 
Departure of the Viceroy, a new Obftacle 
arofe from the Sicknefs of jilviano^ who 
was taken ill at Ghedi in the Brefcian^ and 
departed this Life in the Beginning of Death and 
OBober under Sixty Years of Age, mighti-- S^*'*^5' 
!y regretted by the Venetians^ but much«/7. 
more by his Soldiers, *who, not knowing 
how to fatisfy themfelves with : 4iis Re- 
Aa 3 membrance, 
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membrance, kept his Bo4y twcnty-rfivo 
Days in the Army, carrying it abput with 
thqm wherever they marched wiA coc- 
traordinary Pomps and when it was after- 
wards to be conveyed to Venice^ ^eodorty 
Tnvulzio would not fuffer i Pafs to be 
demanded, as many had . propofed, of 
Marc' Antonio Colonna for its free Faflagc 
through the Veronefe^ faying, it was not 
fit that a Man who was n^ver afraid of 
Enemies in his Lifetime fhould give any 
Sign that he feared them after his Death. 
He was interred by public Decree with 
extraordinary Marks of Honour in St. 
Stephen % Church at Venice^ where his 
Monument is ftill to be feen, and the 
funeral Oration was made by Andrea Na^ 
vagierOy a young Venetian Nobleman of 
great Eloquence. Alviano was by every 
one acknowledged to be a General of vaft 
Boldnefs and Courage, and one who exe<^ 
cuted his Kefolutions with the utmoft Ex-" 
pedition ; but, either through the Malice 
of Fortune, or, as many were of Opinion, 
becaufe he was raih and precipitous in 
taking his Meafures, was frequently de* 
feat^d by his, Epetpie^, and perhaps, what

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is more> where he was Commander ia •'• ^' 
chief never obtained a Viftory* y-^l^ 

O Nthe Death o£ Alv/ano the King, ^tcf^^^^i^^^ 
the Requef); of the Venetians^ granted Geneni 
Leave to Trhulzio to take upon him the^^^^jj^^ 
Command of their Army. They defired 
him for their General on account of his 
Skill and Reputation in military Difcipline, 
and becauie, from their common Inclina- 
tion to the Faiftion of the Xjuelfs^ there 
had been always a good Correfpondence 
and mutual Benevolence 'maintained be-^ 
tween him and that Republic, While 
the new General was proceeding to the 
Army the Troops of the Venetians took 
Pefchieray after they had firft routed Three 
Hundred Spanijh Foot, and fome Horfe 
that were coming to relieve it ^ they ncpct 
recovered Afola and Lona^ which were 
abandoned by the Marquis of Mdfitoua. 

O N the Arrival of Trivulzio the Army, 
at the Inftances of the Senate, laid Siege 
to Brefciay tho' it appeared to him very 
difficult to be taken without the Afliflancfe 
of the French^ for the Town was ftrong, 
A a 4 and 
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A ^' and had Two Thousand Gertnan and 

K^J^JiLjSpaniJh Foot in Garrifon, a very confidera* 

blc Number of the Guelfs had been forced 

to leave the Place, the Winter was jiift at 

Hand, and the Seafon feetned much dif;- 

Bnfcia pofed to Rains. The General was not 

bcficged deceived in his Judgment of the Event 

Fenenans.oi the Undertaking ; for after they had 

begun to play on the Walls from a Battery 

planted on the Ditch at the Side whence 

the Rivulet Garzetta takes its Courfe, ' the 

Garrifon, which made frequent ' Sallies, 

took once an Opportunity to march biit 

to the Number of Fifteen Hundred Ger-r 

man and Spanijh Foot in order to attack 

the Guard of the Artillery^ for which 

Service were appointed One Hundred Men 

at Arms, and Six Thoufand Foot, and 

charged them fo vigoroufly, while others 

of the Befieged, who were difpofed along 

the Walls for that Purpofc, with their fmall 

Arms kept a continual Fire, that they 

eafily put them to Flight, tho' Gian 

Pagolb Manfrone with Thirty Men at 

Arms for fome time fuftained their Fury. 

They killed about Two Hundred Foot, 

fet Fire to the Powder, and brought oiF 

Tei^ 
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Ten Pieces of Cannon into Brefcia. On 
this Difafter Trivulzio thought fit to re- 
move the Army to a greater Diftance from 
the Town, in Expeftation of the French^ 
and retired to Coccai twelve Miles from 
that City, the Venetians in the mean 
time taking care to provide a new Supply 
of Cannon and Ammunition. When the 
French had joined them they returned to 
the Siege, knd erefted Batteries in two 
different Places, one on the Side of the 
Gate of the Pik towards the Caftle, and 
the other on the Side of the Gate of San 
Giovatmt. In one of thefe Polls lay en- 
camped the French Army, which, on the 
Difmiffion of the Germans becaufe they 
would not fight againft a Town in the 
Poffeffion of Cafar^ was reinforced witk 
Five Thoufand Ob/can and French Foot 
under Piefro Navarra. The other wa$ 
poffefled by the Venetians commanded by 
^rivukaoy on whom lay the whole Care 
^nd Burden, of the War, for the Baftar4 
of Savoy was taken ill, and had left the 
Army. A Breacjp was made, but the 
AiFault was not given becaufe the Befieged 
}jad dr»wn Trenches, and cail up Ram-- 

parts. 
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parts, and with vaft Diligence and Rcfo- 
ilution provided every Thing ncceflaiy for 
their Defence. Pietro Navdrra therefore 
had recourfe to his ufual Remedy, and 
fet about conflru£ting of Mines, and at the 
iame time cutting the Wall with Pick-^ 
axes. ^ 



A T this Time Marc Antom^ Colonna 
Afti f^arched out of Ferona with Six Hundred 
M. Anto- Horfe, and Five Hundred Foot, and 
tno C././r-meeting on the Plains with Gian Pagoh 
Manfrone and Mercurio Bua, who with 
Four Hundred Men at Arms and Four 
Hundred light Horfe were appointed to 
garrifon /^^^j^/^?,- he charged and broke 
them, in which Encounter Giulia Son of 
Gian Pagolo^ his Horfe being killied uniJ 
him while he was fighting, was^'t?tkea^ 
Prifoner, and his Father fled to Gotto ; 
the vidtorlous Party afterwards took Pof- 
feffion of LignagOy where they made fome 
Venetian Noblemen Prifoners. 

But at Brejcia the Siege appeared 
more and more difficult and incommo- 
dious, for the Mines prepared by Pietto 

l^avarra 
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Navarra did not fuccccd according to the 
Expciftations he had given, and Intelli- 
gence being received that Eight Thoufand 
Foot vrere on their March from Germany 
to fuccour the Place, which the Generals 
before Brefcia could not warrant from 
taking EflFedt, it it was at laft agreed by 
the Venetians^ to cover in fomc Meafurc 
the Shame of a Retreat, that the Garrifon, 
if not relieved within thirty Days, fhould 
deliver up the City, and the Venetians pro- 
mifed that they fhould have Liberty to 
march out with Colours flying, with the 
Artillery and all,their EfFeds, This En- 
gagement every one knew to be of no Sig- 
nification, fo well were they alTured of 
Succours 5 but it was of fome Service to 
the People in Brejcia, by freeing them in 
the mean time from Moleftations. The 
Venetiam after this fent Eight Thoufand 
Foot to Bre^ a Caftle belonging to the 
Counts of Lodrone ; but as foon as thefe 
Troops perceived the German Foot, who 
had taken Pofleflion of the Caftle of Anfo 
by Surrendry, advancing forwards, they 
cowardly retreated to the Army. Nor 
Yftxt there to b? found greater Marks of 

Rcfolution 
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Refolution in the Generals, who, under 
; terrible Apprehenfions ofbeing at the fame 
time attacked by the Troops from Ger-^ 
manyy by thofe in Brefcia, and by Marc^ 
Antonio with the Garrifon of Verona^ re- 
tired to Ghedty whither they had before, 
for fear of fuch a Difafter, fent their heavy 
Artillery, and almoft all their Baggage. 
Thus the Germans entered Brefcia without 
reliev«d Oppofition, and as foon as they had fup- 
plied the Plaee with Provifions, and in- 
creafed the Garrifon, returned to Germany. 

In the mean time the Pope and the 
Y^ngo/i France had agreed on an Inter- 
view at Bologna^ the King chufing that 
Place rather than Florence ^ becaufe he 
would not be at fo great a-Diftance from 
the Dutchy of Milan^ efpecially fince he 
was continually treating, by the Me- 
diation of the Duke of ^avoy^ of an Ac- 
commodation with the Smfsy and be- 
caufe, as he faid, it would have been ne- 
cefTary, if he paffed into Tufcan^y to lead 
with him a great Train of Soldiers, fince 
^it would not be fuitable to hi& Honour to 
enter Florence with kfs Pomp than King

Charles had done before him, and the Pre- ^* ^* 
parations for fuch a Solemnity would haveyiylj 
daufed a Delay of fome Days, which would 
have been very difagreeable to the King, 
as well in other Refpe&s, as bccaufe he 
would have been neceflitated to keep oa 
Foot his whole Army, no Part of which,; 
Aough it was very expenfive, he had^ as 
yet. difbanded, nor intended to difband 
while he ftayed in Italy. The PontiiF 
then entered Bologna the Eighth Day of 
December^ and two Days after the King- 
made his Entry, having been received oa 
the Borders of the Reggian by two Apo- 
ftolic Legates, the Cardinals oi Fiefco and 
de' Medki. He was attended by no Men at 
Arms, nor by any great Retinue, and 
being introduced, according to Cuftom, in- 
to the public Confiftory before the Pontiff, b^t^^j^ 
he himfelf in Perfon, the Gr^d Chan-thcPope 
cellor malting a Speech in his Name, of- King of 
fcred him his Obedience, which he had^''*'*^'* 
not paid before. After this they held 
Communication for three Dkys together^ 
being lodged in the fame Palace, and 
(hewing one towards another extraordinary 
Marks of mutual Benevolenpe and Af-^ 

fedtion. 
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fedtion. On this Occafion, befidcs confirm* 
ing anew both by Words and Promifes the 
Obligations formerly contraftcd, they haci 
long Conferences about the Affairs of the 
Kingdom of Naplesy which the King not 
being . provided to attack at that Timc^ 
contented himfclf with the warm and hearty 
Aflurances given him by the t^ontifFof his 
fevouring that Enterprife whenever they 
ihould hear of the Death of the King of 
jlragouy which in common Opinion could 
not be faroff^ orelfe as foon as his -Con-!- 
federacy with that Prince, which would 
terminate in fixteen Months, ihould ex-^ 
pire. The King interceded alfo for the 
Reftitution of Modena and Reggio to the 
Duke of Ferraray which the Pope |H"o- 
mifed to reftorc on the Duke*s reimburfing 
him the Forty Thoufand Ducats which ho 
had paid to Gcefar for Modena^ befides a 
certain Sum of Money in Recompence for 
what he had expended on thofe Cities* 
The King interpofed alfo his Mediation in 
Favour of Francefco Maria Duke of Urbino* 
This ,Duke had the Conunand of Two 
Hundred Men at Arms in the Service of 
the Churchy and w^s appointed to attend 

Giuliam 
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Ghdiano di ^MeMci to the Army, But 
Giuliano falling fick, and Lorenzo confti- 
tuted General in his Stead, the Duke not 
only refufcd to go, alledging that though, 
for the Sake of his old Friendfhip with 
GiuUanay he had, contrary to his Dignity, 
confented to attend him as a fimple Offi- 
eer, and fubjeft to the Command of others, 
kithe Array of the Church, of which he 
had been fo often Captain General, and' 
foperior to all, he would not yield the fame 
Submiffion to Lorenzo^ but befides, after 
he had ptomifcd to fend the Troops that 
were under his Command, recalled themC 
when they were upon their March, Fof 
it feems he had juft before fecretly agreed, 
or was then treating of an Agreement, with 
the King of France^ and after the Victory 
<5f the King never ceafed, by means o£ 
jk'opcr Perfoijs, to incenfe him, as much 
as he could, againft the Pontiff. His 
Molinefs, mindful of thefe Injuries, and 
having before projected to transfer that 
Dutchy to his own Family, denied die 
King's Requeft, representing to him> in 
the mildeft Expreffions, how difficult it 
^ouldbe with regard to the Affeirs of thcr 

Church 
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Church to grant his Demand,; and hc^. 
pernicious an Example it mud prove fof 
encouraging SubjeSs to rebel againfl theiif 
Sovereigns. The King patiently fubmit^o^ 
ted to the Reafons aad Will of the Ponr 
tifF, though he had defired> for his owa 
Honour, to preferye^ the Duke, wiio wa« 
fallen iirto Danger for his Adherence ta 
him s and he was advifed alfo to take him 
under his Protection by many of his Coun- 
cil and Court, who reprcfented how un* 
politic a Refolution it had been in the late 
King to permit Valentino to opprefs the 
petty Sovereigns of Italy y by which ha 
fpfe to fuch Grandeur, that, if his Father 
Alexander had lived much longer, he 
would without Doubt have done much 
Mifchief to his Afiairs. The Pc^e pro- 
mised the King to grant him Power to 
levy, for one Year, the Tenth Part of the 
Ecclefiailic Revenues in the KJngdom of* 
France. It ,was agreed alfo that the King 
fhouldhave the Nomination of Benefices^ 
which before belonged to the Colleges and 
Chapters of Churcjies ; an Ordinance of 
great Advantage to the King3 of France y 
who by that Means had the Difpofal of;

fo many vaftly rich Benefices 5 and on the ^* •^• 
other Side his Majcfly confented that thcv. *' '' 
Annates of the Churches of France fhould 
be paid to the Pontiff according to the 
true Value, and npt according to the 
antient Rates> which were much lefs. 
But in this Article the Pope found himfelf 
deceived, for when he defigned to profe- 
cute thofe who ooncealed the true Value, 
and had deputed Commiflaries in the 
Kingdom oi France for that Purpofe, no 
Documents were to- be had, nor Profe- 
cutions obtained againft the Incumbcnts> 
fo that every one continued to pay ac- 
cording to liie old Rates. Tfie King alfo 
promifed not to take under his Protcd:ion 
any of the Cities of Tufcany 5 but not long 
after, on foUiciting the Pope's Cbnfent for 
receiving into his Protedlion the Lucchefe^ 
who had offered hina Twenty-five Thou- 
fahd Ducats^ alledging that he was bound 
to it by the* Obligations of his PredecefTor, 
his Holinefs refufed . to grant it, though he 
promifed to give no manner of Moicfta- 
tign to that People. They refolved alfo to 
fend Egidio^ General oftheAugti/iin Friars, 
and a moft excellent Preacher, to the 
VoL» VI. B b Emperot 
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J. D. £mperor in the Name of the Pope, m 
''*'* ; order to di^ofe him to reftcwe BrefciaixcA 
Verona to the VenetianSy and to acceptof a 
Recompenfe in Money. Thefe Affairs' 
being difpatched^ though nothing was put 
in Writing except the Articles relating tc> 
the Nomination to Benefices, and the Pay- 
ment of the Annates according to the true 
Value, the Pope, to oblige the King, de*^ 
clared Cardinal Adrian de Boifi, Brother 
to the Grand Mafler oi France y and Prime 
Minifler, The King afterwards departed 
highly fatisfied with this Conference, and 
in great Hopes of the Good-will of the 
Pontiff, who fhewed all the outward 
Marks of mutual Satisfaction, but his In- 
ward Sentiments were very different, for 
he was flill grieved as before that the King 
fliould be in Poffeffion of the Dutchy of 
MilaUj and he was extremely chagrined at 
his being obliged to relinquifh Piacenza 
Parma^ and no lefs at the RefUtution 
\£odena and Reggio to the Duke ofFer^ 
%y diough the Performance of this lafl: 
icle was not long ^ter eluded. For 
Pq>e, while he was in Florence^ where 
feid a^Month after his Departure from 
7. . ^ Bologna^ 
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i^^^w, being pronwfed the M^ ^» ^* 

the Duke was to pay as foQn a^ he (hpuW *^"'* 
be put in Pofleffion of the faid Citics> 
tod Writings being drawn between th«» 
for that Effea: by Gommon Confent, wquW 
not plainly deny to fulfil the Agreement^ 
but by interpofing various Bis^cui^s and 
Delays, and always promifing fairly, could 
nerer be brought to have it put in £xectt«> 
tion. 

T H £ King, ^ter his Return to MiiaH, ^ 
immediately difbanded his- Army, retain-* 
ing only, for the Defence of that State^ 
Seven Hundred Lances, Six Thoufand 
German Foot, and Four Thoufand French^ 
of that Kind of Soldiery, which they call 
Volunteers ; and in the Beginning of the 
Year 15 16 he returned with the utmoft 
Expedition into France^ leaving as his 
Lieutenant Charles Duke of Bourbon. He 
now imagined his Affairs in Bafy on a 
good Footing by the Confederacy be had 
contra&ed with the Pope, becaufe he hadk 
much about the fame time made a Con^ 
vcntion with the Swifs^ who, tho' flimu-* 
lated by the King of England to take the 
B b 2 Field 
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Field afre{h againft him, renewed the 
^Confederacy, obliging themfelves at all 
League Times to furnifh him, in the Name and 
brtw^ with the Enfigns of the Public, with any 
the King Number of Foot he fhould demand to 
^^^jJ'J'^take into his Pay, to ferve either in Itafy 
s<wi/s. or elfewhere, and to aft as well offenfively 
as defcnfively againft any Power, exce|)t 
only offenfively againft the Pope, the 
Empire, pr Cafar. On the other Hand 
the King confirmed their antient Penfions, 
and promifed to pay them at certain Times 
the Six Hundred Thoufand Ducats ftipu- 
lated at Dijoriy befides Three Hundred 
Thoufand more, when they reftored the 
Towns arid Valleys belonging to the 
Dutchy of Milan. But the five Cantons 
which were in PojQeffion of them refufing 
to reftore them, and to ratify the Agree- 
ment, the King began to pay the other 
eight Cantons their proportionate Share 
of the Money, who accepted it, but with 
an exprefs Condition of not being bound 
to march in his Pay againft the five Can- 
tons; / 
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In the Beginning of this Year theul^^ 
Biftiop of Petrucciy an old Acquaintance , 
of the Pontiff, affifted by. him and thcDcfign 
Florentines^ expelled Borghefey the Son of "P^*^ 
Pandolfo Petrucci his Kinfman, who had 
the Government of Siena^ from that City, 
and took upon himfelf the fame Author!^ 
ty. What induced the Pope to this Step 
was his Defire that Siena^ being fituated 
between the State df fhe Church and that 
of the- Fhrentmesy (hould be governed by 
one who was at his Devotion, and per-*- 
hap& much more his Hopes that whenever 
the Times fhould favour him with an 
Opportunity, he might, with the Confent 
of the Bifhop himfelf, bring It under Sub-^ 
jedtion either to his Brother or to his 
Nephew. 

The Affairs of Italy were ftill- em- 
broil ed by the Difputes between Cafat 
^nd the VenetianSy the Republic being 
eager to recover Brefcia and Verona by the 
Afiiftance of the French ', other Parts 
feemed to enjoy a tolerable State of Reft. 
But on a fuddep appeared the Beginnings . 
Bb 3' of 
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of new Movements, which were excited 
by the Operation of the King of Aragon^ 
who being apprehenfive that his Kingddi^ 
of NapUs would be endangered by th« 
Greatnefs of the King of France^ treated 
with Ccsfar and the King of England 
about commencing a new War againft 
him. It was not difficult to prevail oq 
MaximiHany who was always defirous of 
Novelties, and could hardly of hlmfelf 
l^referve the Towns taken from the Vene^ 
tiinsy to come into his Meafured : And 
the King of England^ on wbc»n the Me-f 
mory of his Fatherrin-law's Breach of 
Promifes had lefs Influence than his pre- 
ient Emulation and Hatred of the King 
of FraHfey ^fo gave his Confcnt, to which 
\it was befid^s ftimulated by his Defire 
that the King of Scotland in his Minority 
fhould be ynder the Tutelage of Pcrfons 
^ithef recommended by him^ or de- 
pendent on him *, Bqt their Pefigns

there had not intervened, while they were 
on the Carpet, the D^ath of the King of Death and 
Aragorty who, after labouring under a^^^*^*^ 
tedious Indifpofition, died in 'January atKing of 
MadrigakgiOy a very poor Village, in his'^''^^*** 
Progrefs with his Court to Seville *. He 
wais a Prince of moll excellent Wifdom 
and Valour, and if he had madeConicience 
of keeping his Promifes would hardly have 
left Room for Cenfure ^ for that niggardly 
^d tenacious Temper, for which he was 
calumniated, was demonftratedaF^I^Pod 
by hi$ Death, when after a ^elgfr ctf 
Forty-two Years he left m> Tris^fui:^ of 
Money behind him. But it almo(l eoi}^ 
ftantly happens, through the deprav^ 
Judgment of Men, that in Kings FlrodiN* 
^ality, tho' in conjundion with Rapaciey» 
is reckoned more commendable than Par-* 
ifim(^y when joined with abftaining from 
^e Property of others. The rare Virtues 
Bb 4 of

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of this King were attended with a very 
rare Profpcrity, which, if you except the 
Death of an only Son, was perpetual and 
uninterrupted during the whole Courfe of 
his Life -, for the Misfortunes of the Fe- 
males and of his Son-in-law were the 
Occafion of his retaining his Greatnefs till 
his Death, and the Neceflity of his de- 
parting out of Cafiik on the Death of his, 
Confort was rather a Sport than a Stroke 
of Fortune. In all other Events he was 
extremely fortunate; bein^ the fecond 
Son of the King of Aragon he obtained 
that Kingdom by the Death of his elder 
Brother-; by contrading Marriage with 
Ifahella he enjoyed the Kingdom oiCaftikj 
viftoriottfly driving away his Adverfaries 
t^ho were in Competition with him for 
that Oown. After- this he recovered the 
YAXigAom oiGranaday which had been in 
the Poffeffion of the Enemies of our Faith 
near Eight Hundred Years. He added 
to his Dominions the Kingdoms of Naples. 
and Navarre^ with Oran and many other 
important Places on the Cp^s of Africa. 
Ever fuperior, a;nd almoft always Con- 
queror wherever he met his Enemies, and 

^herq 
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where Fortune appeared in manifeft Con- ^- ^* 
junction with Induftry, he ufually covered ^^..^r-*^ 
his ambitious Defires with the Cloke of 
a laudable Zeal for Religion, and a pious 
Intention of promoting the comnion 
Welfare. About a Month before his 
Death died the Great Captain, abfent* 
from Court, and diflktisfied with his (^^ Grea* 
Prince. The King however was pleafed^^P^"* 
to have fuch Honours paid to the Memory 
of his noble Exploits, both by himfelf and 
by the whole Kingdom, as were feldom 
Ihewn to any in Spain but at the Death ' 
of Kings, for which he was highly ap-' 
plauded by all the People, to whom the 
Name of the Great Captain for his bound-' 
kfs Liberality was moft precious, and for 
the Reputation of his Prudence, and Skilt 
in the military Art, above all the Generals- 
his Cotemporaries, was had in the higheft 
Veneration. : 

By the Death of the Catholic KingKing of 
the King of France was the. more animated^'"'?/' 
to the Enterprize againft Ntipksy on which the Coa- 
Jie was inclined to fend immediately the^J^^^^*^ 
Duke of Bourhon with Eight Hundred 

Lances 
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^ ^- litncts and Ten Thoufand Foot, per- 
'^' ^ ^fuading himfelf that, from the Tumuks 
excited in that Kingdom on occafion of 
the Death of the King, and its ill State 
c^ Defence, the Archduke being unable 
Co fend any Succours in Seafon, he might 
cafily make himfelf Matter of it. He 
doubted not that the Pope, on account 
of the Hopes he had given him when 
they met together at Bohgna^ and the 
Friendihip they had contrafted together, 
at the Interview, would be favourable to 
the Undertaking ; and no lefs out of Re- 
gard to.hls own Intereft, iince he muft of 
neceiHty take Umbrage at the exorbitant 
Greatnefs of the Archduke, the Inheritor 
of fo many Kingdoms left him by thcs 
Catholic King, and the prcfumptive Sue* 
cejSbr of Cafar^ He was befides in Hopes 
l^at the Archduke, being fenfiUe that to 
have him for his Enemy might be of 
great Prejudice to his Endeavours in fet« 
ding the Kingdom of Spain^ and partis 
Cularly the Kingdom oiAragon^ to which, 
if Power had been joined to Right, fome 
of the fame Family would have afpired, 
would proqeed with Moderation in opr» 

pofing 
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foGng him. For while the late King aifd ^- ^• 
his Confort Ifahella were living it hadw^^^J 
jjid^ed been interpreted that, in thcantientsucceffioa 
Parliaments of that Kingdom which ex^^f '^"S''^ 
eluded Females from the SuccefRon, it 
was not intended to prejudice the Maled 
born c^ them, when in the male Line 
there were no Brothers, Uncles, or Ne- 
phews of the late King, or of one who 
was nearer to him than the IfTue by the 
fefnale Side, or at leail in an equal Degree^ 
and on this Ac<^ount the SuccefHon was 
declared to belong to the Archduke Charles 
after the Death of Ferdinando. But tho* 
for iSta% was |3rought as a Precedent that 
J^rtin King of Aragon dying without 
male liTue, Ferdinando the Grandfather of 
this Ferdinando had, by the Sentence 
of the Judges deputed from all Parts of 
the Kingdom for. this Purpofe, tho* related 
to Martin by the female Line, been pre- 
ferred to the Count of JJrgdj and the 
others related to Martin by the male Line^ 
but in a more remote Degree than Fer-i^ 
dinando^ yet there bad been always to this 
prefent Time a fecret Murmuring among 
the People that in this Interpretation and 

Peclaratiqn 
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A. D. Declaration the Power of Ferdinando and 
^J ^ '-[_. IJabella had more Influence than Juftice, 
it appearing to many not a juft Interpre- 
tation that Females fliould be excluded, 
and yet their Ifliie admitted, and that the 
Sentence given for old Ferdinando was ra- 
ther extorted by the Fear of his Arms 
than a Convidion of Reafon. The King 
of France being well apprifed of thefc 
Things, and knowing alfo that the People 
of the Provinces of Aragon^ and Valentiay 
and of the County of Catalonia^ which 
are all comprehended tinder the Kingdom 
oi Ar agony were defirous of having a 
King of their own, was in Hopes that the 
Archduke, to avoid endangering his Sue- 
ceffion to fo many great and confiderable 
States, would at laft be induced to yielii 
him the Kingdom oi iSfapks on fome 
reafonable Compofition. At the fame 
Time, to gain his Ends by Favour as well 
as by Force, he was pleafed that Profpero 
(Jolonna^ who had agreed to ranfom him- 
felf for 3 5000 Ducats, fhould be releafed 
for half that Sum 5 whence many were 
of Opinion that Profpero had made him a 
fecret Prpmife not to bear Arms againft 

him^ 
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him, or perhaps to be affiftant to him in a. d. 
the Neapolitan War, tho' with fome Re- Ji^ 
llridtion or Referve to fave his Honour. 

While the King's Thoughts were 
taken up with thefe Projeds,' and he was 
on the Point of refolving to put his Troops 
in Motion without Delay, he found him- 
felf obliged by fome new Incidents to turn 
all his Cares on providing for his own De- 
fence : For Cafar having received, in Con- 
sequence of the Negotiations before begun 
with the King of Aragon^ an Hundred 
and Twenty Thoufand Ducats, was pre- 
paring, according to his Agreement with 
that King, to attack the Dutchy of Mikn^ 
after he had firft put Succours into Verona 
and Brefcia, which was neceffary becaufe 
the Venetian Army, now under the Com- 
mand of Teodoro da Trivulzi appointed p^^^jj^l 
General after the Return of Trivulzio to 
Mtlan^ was encamped within Six Miles of 
Brejciay and with their Stridiotti fcoured 
the whole Country. The Garrifon of 
Brefcia otiQ Day made a Sally on thefe 
Rovers, but after a fliarp Conteft, each 
Party receiving continual Reinforcements, 

were 
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jd. D. were repulfcd within the Walls with thd 
^.J^^^Lofs of many killed on the Spot, and the 
Brother of the Governor of the City was 
taken Prifoner. Within a few Days after 
Lautrecbj General of the French Army, 
and ^eodoro da Trivulzi^ receiving Intcl^ 
ligence that Three Thou(and German Yodt 
were efcorting a Sum of Money ient to pay 
the Soldiers, detached Janus Fregofo and 
Giancurrado Orjino with fome Troops fe-* 
kded out of both Armies to the Caftle of 
Anfo to prevent their PafTage, who killed 
aix>ut Eight Hundred of the Germans^ the 
reft with the Money eicaping to LoJrone. 
The Fenefians fcnt afterwards Twenty-five 
Hundred Foot into the Fal di Sabbiay to 
fortify the Caftle oi Anfoy who burnt L(h- 
drone and A/ipria. 

The Danger thsit Brejcia, thus diftrefled 

^ff^\ and molefted, would furrender, obliged 

Sxpedi- Cafar to haften ][iis March. He led with 

f^^j^"^ him Five ThoufandHorfe, Fifteen Thou- 

fand Swifs granted him by the Five Can« 

tons, and Ten Thoufand Spanijh and 

German Foot, and took the Road from 

^rento to Verona. The French and Ve^ 

netian 
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vetim Army tbcrcfore, leaving good Gar-^ ^- ^' 
rifons in Vifenza and Padoua^ went and w^Ji^ 
ppfted tberofclvcs a( Pefchiera^ with a De- 
iign, as it was pretended, to prevent the 
Emperor from paffing die River Mincio^ 
But the Execution, as it often happens^ 
dkl not anfwer the Refolution ; for as foon 
as diey perceived the Approach of the 
Enemy> they had not Courage enough to 
^execute in the Field what they had re*- 
fi>lved in their Tents, but paifed the Ogli9. 
and retired to Or^^^/itf, the Reputation and 
Boldne& of the Enemy increafing as their 
own diminifhed. Cafar^ either induced 
by bad Counfel, or impelled by his evil 
Fortune, halted to befiege Afola^ whidi 
had a Garrifon of an Hundred Men at 
Arms and Four Hundred Venetian Fool^ 
where he fpent feveral Days to no Purpofe^ 
which Delay is undoubtedly believed to 
have been the Caufe of his ill Succefs^ 
Decamping from 'AJola he paifed the River 
Oglio u Orci NuovH^ and the Enemy 
leavinginGvx^^n^ Three Hundred Lanced 
and Three Thoufand Foot retired on the 
other Side the Adda, with ail Intent to 
difpute the PaiTage of that River. By 

their 
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their Retreat the Emperor became Mailer 
^ of all the Country between the Oglioy the 
Poy and xh^Addaj except Cremona and 
Cremay the firfl: garrifoned by the Frencby 
and the other by the Venetians. Cafar was 
attended by the Cardinal of Stony by many 
Exiles of the Dutchy of Milan^ and by 
Marc* Antonio Colonna in the Service of the 
Pope with Two Hundred Men at Arms. 
His Progrefs ftruck the greater Terror into 
i&at French y as their chief Hopes depended 
on the fpeedy March of Sixteen Thoufand 
'^wifsy to whom they had advanced three 
Months Pay, Ccefary after paffing the 
OgliOy proceeded to the River Adda^ de- 
iigning to pafs it at PizzichitonCy but find- 
ing that his Paflage would be difficult at 
that Place, he marched to Rivoltay the 
French being drawn up in Order at Cafciam 
on the other Side of the River. But the 
Swifs not being yet arrived, and the Adda 
Frmcbxt-^^^Z^^^^^^^^ in feveral Places, the next 
rrc«t to Day the French Army retired to Milan^ 
^not without reproachful Reflexions on 
Lautrechy who had publifhed, arid written 
to the King, that he would ftop Oxijar 
from paffing that River. That Prince 
. ., having 
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having thus paiflfed without Oppofition, the 
City of Lodi immediately furrendered to 
him I ai^d from thence approaching within 
a few Miles of Milan he fent a, Herald to 
demand the Town, threatening the ilf/- 
lane/e that if they did not drive away the 
French Army within three Days he would 
treat their City worfe than it was treated 
by his Predeceflbr Frederic Barbarojfa. 
ThatEmperor, not contented with burning 
and demolishing Milan y cau&d the Ground 
on which it flood to be fowed with Salt, 
in Memory of his Anger and of the Re- 
bellion of the Citizens. 



But among the Frencby who were re- 
tired under great CoAjfternation into -Mr- cobalt at 
lany was a Variety of Propofals ; fome in- Milan. 
clining bafely to abandon the Town, be- 
caufe they did not thinjc themfelves in a 
Condition to oppofe the Enemy, nor did 
* believe that the 5ni;5^, though they were 
known, to be already on the Road, would 
ever arrive 3 for they had Intelligence that 
the Cantons had either already ordered, 
or were upon the Point of ordering, that 
the Swifs fhould relinquifh the Service of 

VoL.VL Cc both 
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A. D. both the hoftile Parties ; and it was doubt-' 
^J^^^^^ed that the Troops on the Road would be 
more ready to pay Obedience to thfe Or- 
ders of their Matters, than thofc in the 
Service of the Eneniy. Ohers deteftcd 
this Refolution of a Departure as infamous 
and difgraceful, and putting more Confi- 
dence in the Coming of the Swifs^ and in 
their own- Ability to defend the City, ad- 
;vifed taking the beft Meafures for its Pre- 
fervation, and that laying afide all Thoughts 
of hazarding a Battle they fhould keep all 
the Foot with Eight Hundred Lances in 
Milan^ and diftribute the other Forces widi 
thofe of the Venetiam and all the light^ 
Horfe into the neighbouring Towns, to 
, . guard them, and to cut the Enemies fhort 

of Provifions. The firft Counfel,^ how- 
ever^ would have been followed, had it 
not been earneftly difluaded by Andrea 
Gritti. and Andrea Trivifano the Venetian 
Proveditors, whofc Authority yet could do 
no more than juft prevail widi them not to 
be too hafty in their Refolution to depart, 
fo that when they bad now determined 
to be gone, certain Advice came that Al- 
berto Para with Ten Thoufand Swifs and 

Grijbns 
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Orifons would the next Day be in Milan\ ^- ^* 
This News revived the drooping Spirits v,!^.^ 
of all; but not depending, however, on 
their own Strength for the Defence of the 
Suburbs, they retired within the Walls^ 
fetting Fire to the Suburbs by Advice of 
the Venetian Proveditors, who gave theni 
this Counfel, either becaufe they judged it 
oecefl^ry for the Prefervation of the City, 
or becaufe they were willing to take this 
Opportunity to gratify the antient Enmity 
that fubfifted between the Milanefe an4 
Venetians. They expelled alfo out of the 
City, or kept under honourable Cuftody, 
inany of the principal Perfons of the 
Gbibelline Party, as inclined to embrace 
the Authority of the Empire out of Zeal 
for a Fadion, and becaufe there were fuch 
NumJbers of them with the German Army. 

C-ffiSAR in the mean timetobkPoft' 
with his Army at Lambra two Miles frona 
Milan. While he was there the Swifs ar- 
rived in that City, where they profefled 
themfelves ready to defend Milan ^ but re - 
fufed to go out to Battle againfl: the other 
Bwif%.

the Frencbi but gave much greater Ter-*- 
^rortoG^r, who, confidering the inve- 
terate Hatred of that Nation againft the 
Houfe of Auftria^ and recalling to Mind 
what had happened to Lodovico Sforza 
from a Meeting of oppofite Swijs^ began! 
to be apprehenfive that they would fervd 
him in the fame Manner, fince he thought 
them morfe likely to deceive him who lay 
under Difficulties how to pay them, than 
the Frenchy who wanted no Money to 
pay, or corrupt them.

in Garrifon at Brefcia for the Payment of 
Cafar ' their Arrears, Maximilian therefore, in

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but if he had approached Milan three ^' ^* 
Days fooner, which Time* he wafted be-,^*^ 
fore Afola, the Frenchj who were then 
under much greater Doubt and Uncertainty 
of the Coming of the Swifs^ would have 
returned beyond the Mountains : Or, even 
if he had not fo foon decamped, it was 
firmly believed that either the French^ 
who had no full Confidence in the Faith 
of the Swifs becaufe of the Regard they 
ihewed to their Countrymen with Cafar^ » 
virould have followed the firft Counfel ; or 
that the Swifs themfelves, taking an Ex- 
cufe from the Commandment of their Su- 
periors, which was already publiftied^ 
would have abandoned the French. 

C^SAR pafTed the River Adda^ but 
was not followed by the Swifsy who halt- 
ed at Lodij protefting they would depart 
if they were not paid within four Days.

^ Maximilian threw him into violent Sufpicions that h^ 
was betrayed by the ^iv//}. Gio^h, 
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expe<9:ed new Supplies of Money from 
the King of England^ and threatened to 
return to Milan. Thefe Proceedings held 
in vaft Sufpenfe the Frencby who were 
more uncertain than ever of tb?. Faith of 
the Swifsy who, befidfes the Slowncfs which 
they purpofely ufed in coming, and thei;= 
conflant AfTeverations that they would 
never fight againft the Smfs in the Encniy'^ 
Army, had received the Orders of the 
Cantons conunanding theni to quit the 
French Service, in Obedience to which 
about Two Thoufand of them v^txc air 
ready gone, and it was feared that the reft 
would follow them, though the Cantons 
pn the other hand aflured the King that 
they had fent private Orders to their Troops 
not to quit him. At laft Cajar^ after ex- 
adting Sixteen Thoufand Ducats of the 
City of BergamOy making a Motion, in 
Expedation of the Succefs of a Plot, to- 
wards CrefnUy and returning without Ef- 
fedt into the Bergamafcoy refolved tp fct 
out for Trent. He acquainted the Gene- 
ral Officers of the Army with his Refo- 
lution, and affured them that his Motive 
to it was from an Intention to provide him- 
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felf with new Supplies of Money, with ^^ ^* 
which and thofe from the King of Eng^K^J^^ 
land now on the Road, he would foon he^'^^'". "' 
with them, encouragmg them to waitgiorioas 
with Patience for his Return. His Army,*® ^''■' 
after plundering Lodi^ and forcing the 
Caftle without Artillery, plundered alfo 
the Town of Sanf Angela y being ftraitened 
for Want of Provifions, and then took up 
their Quarters in the Gbiaradadda. After 
the Departure of Cafar there were fomc 
Hopes that the 5*a?^i, who were joined by 
the whole Army at Romano^ would again 
have pafled the Adda^ becaufe the M^r* 
quis of Brandenburg was arrived in the 
Camp, and the Cardinal of Sion at Ber- 
gamo with Thirty Thoufand Ducats re- 
mitted by the King of England. Under 
this Apprehenfion the Duke of Bourion^ ^ 
who had been left by almoft all the Swifs^ 
and by the Venetians^ was advanced with 
the Army to the further Bank of the River. 
But the Defigns of the Enemy were eajGly 
fruftrated, for the Swtfs^ not finding the 
Money that was brought fufficient to pay 
their Arrears, returned by the Valley of 
Valtelina into their own Country 5 and for 
C c 4 the 
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^- ^- the fame Reafon Three Thoufand Foot, 
c-y-ljPart Spaniards Part Germansy went over 
to the Camp of the Fre?ich and VenetianSy 
who with their combined Forces, after 
paffing the Adda^ had never ceafed mo- 
Jefting for feveral Days together the Ene- 
my with various Incurfions and Skirmifhes 
with different Succefs, fometimes the 
greater Lofs falling on the Frencby who 
in a great Skirmifh near Bergamo loft 
Two Hundred Men at Arms 5 fometimes 
on the Enemy, who in a like Conflidt had 
Cefare Fieramofca taken Prifoner. The 
Remainder of the Troops receiving a 
Ducat each Man drew off to Brefciay but 
as they were greatly incommoded by the 
. light Horfe Marc' Antonio Colonna with 
the German and fome Spanijh Foot betook 
himfelf to Veronay and all the reft dif- 
perfed themfelves. 

Such was the End of the Movement 

P^^^^^^'made by Ceefary jp which the King of 

thcfcrag France had ftrong Sufpicions of the Pope; 

^i France. ^^^ having rcqueftcd of his Holinefs that, 

- according to the Obligations of the League 

made between them, he would fend Five 

Hupdre4 
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Hundred Men at Arms to the Defence of 

the State of Milany or at leaft order them 

to the Frontiers, and pay the Hire of 

Three Thoufand S'wifs, as he charged 

him with having offered by Antonio Maria 

PallavicinOy the Pope coldly anfwered as 

to the Payment of the Sivifs^ and excufing 

himfelf from fending his own Troops on 

account of their bad Condition, promifed 

to fend thofe of the Florentines^ which 

accordingly put themfelves on their March, 

, with fome of his own Soldiers, very flowly 

towards Bologna and Reggio. The Sufpi- 

cion that the Pontiff was privy to this 

Expedition of Cafat- was increafed by 

confidering that his Holinefs, on the firfl 

Advice that the Emperor was entered into 

Italyj appointed for his Legate to him 

Bernardo da Bibbiena^ Cardinal of Santa 

Maria in Portico^ who always ufed to 

oppofe the French Interefl at the Court of 

Rome-, and much more by the Pope's 

permitting Marc Antonio with his Troops 

to ferve under Cafar. But the Truth 

was that the Coming of the Emperor 

with fo great a Force made the Pope un- 

pafy on account of his own Intcreft, being 

appre- 
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apprehenfive that Ccefar^ if he fliould 
come off Conqueror, wpuld,- according 
to his antient Inclination, attempt to op- 
pfcfs all Italy ; yet out of Fear,, and be- 
caufe it was agreeable to his Nature to 
proceed in this Manner, he concealed his 
own Sentiments, and endeavoured to ren- 
der himfelf as little obnoxious as poflible 
to either Party. Wherefore he durft not 
recall Marc' Antonio^ nor durft he fend 
thp ftipulated Auxiliaries to the King, and 
he appointed a Legate to Cafar. And on 
the other Hand when Cafar had broke up 
from Milan^ he contrived that the Legate, 
on Pretence of Sicknefs, fhould ilop at 
Rubieray and look about him, before be 
proceeded any further, and obferve on 
which Side the Vidtory feemed to incline; 
and after this, to foften the King's Heart, 
he was pleafed that his Nephew Lorenzo 
fhould continue the fame diflcmbling Pro- 
feffions of Dependence on him which he 
bad begun at MUariy and fhou}d caufe 
the Florentines to prefent him with ^ 
Month's Pay for Three Thoufand Snioifs. 
The King accepted the Money, but to 
(hew that he had a right Notion of thq 

Pope's 
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JPope s Artifices, faid that, fince he found ^' ^* 
him always contrary to him in War, andulf^-J* 
that his Confederacy did him no Service 
In Times of Danger, he would make a 
jiew League with him,, which fhould bind 
Jiim only in Times of Peape and Security, ^ 

CiBS AR^s Army being broken, the 
VenetianSy without waiting for the French^ 
one Night on a fudden approached Brefcia 
with Scaling-Laddcrs, trufting to the 
Smallnefs of tl^e Garrifon, which amount- 
ed to ho more than Six Hundred Spanijh 
Foot, and Fowr Hundred Horfe ; but the 
Ladders proving too fhort, and the De- 
fendants making a vigorous RefiAance, 
|hc Attempt mifcarried. After this ar^ 
rived the French Army under the Com- 
mand of Odet de Foixy lately appointed 
Governor of Milan in the Place of the 
Duke of Bourbon^ who had refigned*. 
The two Armies now in conjun<ftion 
pla/d upon Brefcia from four Batteries, 
in order to render it impoflible for tho 
few Defendants to refift in fo many Places. 
The Garrifon however defended them- 
fclves as long as they had any Hopes that 

Seven 
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Seven Thoufand Foot of the County of 
I Tirol^ which by Orders froni Cafar were 
come to Montagnanay would advance for- 
wards ^ but as all Attempts for that Pur- 
pofc were fruftrated by the Oppofition 
t which .the Venetians made at the Caftlc 
of Anfo and at other Paffes, they did not 
care to ftand the Aflault which was to 
be given the next Day, a great Length 
of die Wall being ruined, but capitulated 
Brtfcia on Condition that the Soldiers might 
b^Sr^ march out of the Town and Caftle only 
^w//Vi«/.with their EfFedts if they were not re- 
lieved within Twenty-four Hours. 

A T the fame Time the Pope prepared 
Pope CO- to deprive Francejco Maria della Rovere 
DutchJ^ by Force of Arms of the Dutchy of Or- 
oiUrbiuo.binOy and begun to proceed againft him 
with Cenfures^ publifhing a Monitory,^ in 
which was exprefled that the Duke being 
in the Service of the Church had refufed 
her the Troops for which he had received 
her Pay, and had made a fecret Agree- 
ment with her Enemies ; the Murder he 
had fo long ago committed of the Cardinal 
of Paviay of which he had been abfolved 

bjr 
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by Grace, not by Juftice ; dther Murdew ^- J- 
perpetrated by him j that in the greatefti 
Heat of the War againft Pope JuUus, 
whofe Nephew, Siibjeft, and General he 
was, he had fent Baldqffarre da CaJiigUone 
to lift in the King's Service; that he had 
at the fame time refufed aPaf&ge to fome 
Troops that were marching to join the 
Army of the Church; and that in the 
State which he held as a Feudatary of the 
Apoftolic See, he had perfecuted the Sol- 
diers of the fame See in their Flight from 
the Battle of Ravenna. The Pope had 
formed a Defign to attack the Duke feveral 

Months before, being not only provoked 
againft him by late Offences, but by the 
Memory of his former Refufal to aflift 
his Brother and him in their Return to 
Florence -y but he was reftrained in fome 
meafure by the Shame of perfccuting the 
Nephew of a Pope by whofe Means the 
Church had arrived to fuch a Height of 
Grandeur, and mu9h more by the In- 
treaties of his Brother GiuUano^ who in 
the Time of their Exile having lived many 
Years in the Court of Urbino with the 
Duke Guidoy and after his Death with the 

prcfent 
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-^•_^- prefent Dukc> could not bear to fee him 
, deprived by his own Famil/ of that 
Putchy in which he himfelf had been 
fupported and honoured. But Giuliam 
dying of a lingering Difordcr in Floretice, 
9Xid Cajars Undertaking proving abortive, 
the Pontiff, ilimulated by Lorenzo his 
Nephew ?ind Mfonjina his Mother, who 
coveted the Appropriation of that Scate 
to themfelves, refolved to delay no 
longer, alledging, to acquit himfelf of 
Ingratitude, with which he was charged 
by many, not only the Injuries rcceivetj 
from the Duke, with the Penalties whicb^ 
according to the Difpofitipn of Juftice, 
were incurred by a Vaflal who was con* 
tumacious to his Lord, and by a Soldiisr, 
who being under military Obligations, and 
having received Money, refufed his Troops 
to one who had paid him, but much 
jnore the Danger of tolerating in die 
Bowels of his State a Man who, having 
already, without any Regard to Faith or 
Honour, begun to offend him, he might 
be certain, would not fail, when a fairer 
Opportunity offered, to be fo much the 

more 
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more ready to commit the like Offences ^* p. 
m Time to come. \ A^-m^ 

In the Profecution of this War, as 
foon as Lorenzo^ with an Army compofed^ffija^f 
of the Soldiers and Subjcds of the it. 
Church and of the FlorentineSy touched 
upon the Borders of that Dutchy, the 
City of UrbinOy with the other Towns of 
ihat State, freely fubmitted to the Pontifl^ 
the Duke, who was retired to PefarOy 
confenting that, fince he could not de-« 
fend them, they fliould confult their own 
Safety. Pefaro did, the fame as foon as 
the Enemy came before it ; for tho' it had 
within it Three Thoufand Men, the City 
was fortified, and the Sea open, yet Fran^ 
{:efco Maricy leaving ^ranqufilo da Mon^ 
dolfo his Confident in the Caftle, fet out 
thence for Mantouay whither he had be- 
fore fent his Wife and Son, either putting 
no Confidence in his Soldiers, or as many, 
^xcufing his Fear with his Love, affirmed, 
bccaufe he could not bear to be abfent 
from his Confort. Thus was the Dutchy 
of UrbinOy together with Pefaro and 5/w- 
gagliay in the Space of four Days reduced 

under 
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A. D. under the^ Obedience of the Church, ex** 
^cept the Caftles of Sinigagliay PefarOf 
San Leoy and Rocca di Majuoh. But the 
Caftle of Sinigaglia immediately after 
fiirrendered, and the Caftle of PefarOy 
tho* yery ftrong, after two Days Battery, 
agreed to furrender if it were not relieved 
in twenty Days, on Condition that no 
new Fortifications or Batteries ihould be 
made during that Time, which Agree- 
ment b^ing but ill obiferved was the Occa- 
iion that Uranquilloy who had received no 
Succours within the Term prefixed, re- 
fufing to yield up the Caftle, began to 
fire his Cannon anew, and made a Sally 
upon the advanced Guards of the Befiegers. 
But his Fate was the harder, for Lorenzo^ 
as foon as he had taken PofTeflion of the 
Town, returning to Florencey the Generals 
that were left with the Army had caftln- 
trenchments about the Caftle, and manned 
out fome Veflels to prevent all Relief by 
Sea, and when the Time for furrendering 
was expired the Batteries immediately be- 
gan to fire. But on the fame Day the 
Soldiers of the Garrifon mutinied againft 
7'ranquiIIo, and for their own Security de- 
livered 
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livered him into the Hands of the com- ^- ^^ 
mandihg Officers of the Befiegers, who^ tjij^ 
as a Puniftiment for his breaking the 
Capitulation> fcntcnced him to be hanged 
pn a Gallows. A few Days after fur- 
rendered the Fortrefs of Mtyuoky which 
was a Place the Poffeffion of which was 
neceflary for forming the Siege of San Lao^ 
fince it is but a Mile diftant from it, and 
fituated over againft it« 

About San Leo were, pofted Two 
Thoufand Foot, to keep it blocked up, 
becaufe it was fo very ftrong by its Situa- 
tion that there were no Hopes of reducing 
it but by Famine. The Place however 
was three Months after taken by a Strata- 
gem owing to a Carpenter, who one Night 
by means of a very long Ladder getting 
upon a Precipice or Cliff, efteemed the 
moft difficult of that Mountain, ordered 
the Ladder to. be taken away, and rer 
maining in that Place the whole Nighty 
as foon as Day appeared fet about climbing 
by the Help of fome iron Inftruments,; 
jtili he made his Way at laft to the Tojj 
pf the Mountain, whence defcendingi

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and with his Inftruments rendering eafier 
fome of the moft difEcuk Places, he re- 
turned the next Night by the fame Lad- 
der to the Camp. Here giving Affurances 
that the Mountain might be climbed^ he 
returned on a Night appointed by means 
of the fame Ladder to his Poft, and waS 
followed by One Hundred and Fifty of 
the dioiceft Foot; and after they had 
lodged during the Night on the Precipice, 
becaufe it was impoffible to climb in the 
Dark, they began at Break of Day to 
• aicend Man after Man by thofe very nar- 
row Places, and about thirty of them, 
with a Drum and fix Colours, were al- 
ready got to the Top of the Mountain, 
where they lay clofe to the Ground ex- 
peding their Comtpanioris who were 
clambering after thenv, when it being 
now broad Day, a Watch of the Garrifbn 
going off from their Poft efpied thofe who 
lay proftrate on the Ground, and gave the 
Alarm. The Men feeing themfelves dif- 
covered, without waiting for their Com- 
jpanions, gave the Signal^ as they had 
agreed, ;t6; thofe in the Camp, who, ac- 
cording to the Orders ifcat-had been giveni

1»ith a Multitude of Ladders fuddenly ^- ^• 
attadcied the Mountain in mahy Places tou-^r*^ 
iiiftrait t^e Garrifon, who running to their 
^j^inted Pofts, and being terrified at the 
^ight of fix Cdours within their Fortir^*, ^^ 
fications, wIk) were fcouring the Plain on ^*^«* ^ 
Top, and had already killed fome of 
tbem, betook themfelves to the Caftle 
which was built on the Mountain. But 
the others who had by this time climbed 
tfp after their Companionsr, evened - the 
Gate which gives an Entrance upon the 
Mountain, and fo gave AdmifQon to thofe 
who had not as yet climbed. The Moun- 
tain being thus taken, the Garrifon of die 
Caftle, tho' it was well provided with all 
Neceffaries, furrendered the fecond Day. 
Aifter ifcc Conqufeft of this State, whi<i, 
together with P^Jaro and SinigagUa^ ie- 
parate Members from the Dutchy of lir- 
hinoy yield not a Revenue of niore than 
Twenty-five Thoufand Ducats, LeOy fol- 
lowing the Procefs which he had beguo, 
'deprived Francejco Maria of thefc Domi- 
nions by folemn Sentence, and ifterwards 
gave the Inveftiture of them in a Coa- 
^ory to Lormzjo his Nephew, all like 
Dd 2 Cardinals^^ 
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A. D. Cardinals, for the greater Validity, fetting 
c^i^^^their Hands to the Bull expedited for this 
Uun^o EfFeft.

Fre/2ri&, removed to ModenUy met with 

Girolamo Morone, who was alfo retired 

thither as. a Place of Safety, being appre- 

henfive of the French^ becaufe, contrary 

to their Promifes, they had ordered that 

he fhould go for France. Thefe two were 

continually plotting all the Time that 

Projpero flayed at ModenUy and afterwards 

at Bologna^ how to furprife, by means of 

* fome 
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Ibme Exiles, fome important Place of the ^' ^• 
Dutchy oi MHaUj. in wh|ch Defign theyji.j^^ 
had alfo the Concurrence of Muzio Co-- 
bmnay to whom the Pope, being privy to 
the Plot, had granted Quarters for his- 
Regiment in the Modenefe.^ Befides this, 
the Pope had advifed the Catholic King 
(which was now the Title of the Arch- 
duke by the Death of his maternal Crand- ' 
father) to enter into no new Agreements 
with the King of France: And Emio 
Biihop of Veruliy Apoftolic Nuncio, and 
afterwards, though almoft decrepit, pro- 
moted to the Cardinahhip, befides doing 
many other ill Offices to the King with the 
Swifsy exhorted the Five Cantons to cul- 
tivate the Friendfhip of the Emperor. 
Hence, as a Treaty was at the fame time 
canying on between Cafar (who, keeping 
himielf between Trent and Injpruck^ ter-^ 
rified the French more with Noife and 
Shaw than Efforts) the King of England^ 
and the Swifsj for making a frefti Attack 
on the Dutchy of Milany the King of 
France was apprclienfive that thefe Affairs 
were tranfacfted with the Confent of the 
Pontiff, wbofe evil Difpofition appeared 
D d 3 alfo 
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A. T>. alfo in another Inftance, by raifing Diffi-t 
^culHes, and making various Exceptions in 
granting -him the Tenths of the Benefices 
df the Kingdom of France, which he had 
proalifed him at Biohgm, Such, however, 
is the Majefty of the Pontificate that the 
King ftudied to pacify him by many kind 
Offices ^ hence when he defigned, after 
^e Departure of the Emperor, to" fendr 
Troops to exadt Contributions of Money 
from Mirandolay Carpi and CorreggiOy as 
Imperial Towns, he defiftcd on the Pope's 
remonftrating that he had before taken 
the Lords of thofe Places under his Pro- 
feftion. And when the Moors of Ajrica 
with a R/Jnltitude of Ships infefted th0 
Lower Sea*, the King offered, for the Se- 
curity of thofe maritime Parts, to fend a 
good Fleet of Ships, which Bietro Na* 
'uarra was by his Conlent fitting out at 
Marfeillesy to be manned with Six Thoi|- 
fand Foot, for attacking, with a View only 
to Plunder, the maritime Places of Bar^ 
})dry. The Pontiff, however, not altering 

hisi 

* The tufcan Sea, or the Sea whi^h waihet 7«/. 
^any and the Southern Coafts of the Kmgdom of Naphs* 
jnOppofition to the Adriatic^ Qt Gulf of Venice ^ which (s 
filled thtUpfer Sea. 
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his Sentiments, though he partly denied, 
and partly excufed the Fadts, never gave 
ear in the ieaft to the earneft Importuni- 
ties of the King for removing the Biihop 
of Feruli from Swijferland. Nor did he 
ever remove Muzio Colonna from the Mo- 
denefey where, as he pretended, he tool^ 
up his Refidence by his ov^m Authority^ 
till, by the Departure of Profpero Colonna 
from Bolognaj and the entire Fryiftration 
of what they had been fo long concerting, 
]his Stay was beqome of no Importance^ 
But his Departure proved moft unfortunate 
to him, for not long after, having with the 
Forces of the Colonna s and fome Spanijb 
Foot furprif?d Fermo by Night, while he 
vs^as bufy in plundering the City, he re- 
received a Wound, of which he died in a 
few Days. 

Jk this State of Affairs the Venetian Se«- 
nate being importunate for the Recovery 
^i Verona J Lautrech having in his Army 
iSix Thoufand German Foot, whom thp 
Venetians had agreed to pay for this Enter- 
prife, advanced to the Adice^ with a De-? 
iign to pafs that River at UfolingOy and ia 
D d 4 conjundioi\ 
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'j9. D. conjundlion with the Venetian Army to 
v J^j - ^ lay Siege to Verona. But afterwards 
Lautrecb Ac Repoft of the Coming of the 
If^l"^ iSwj/i increafing, and the Umbrage taken 
pflTennaAt the Stay of Profpero. Colonna in Mo^ 
dena being augmented, becaufe the Car^ 
dinal of Santa Maria in Portico had taken 
up his Refidence in the fame City, the 
French General drew off his Forces, not 
without the Complaints of the Venetians^ 
and retired to Pefcbieray diftributing his 
Troops in the Territory on both Sides of 
the River Mincio. And though all Fears 
and Jealouiies on the abovementioned Acr- 
counts were ceafed, and above Two Thou- 
iand Spanijh and German Foot had deferted 
from Verona^ and enlifted under the Ve--. 
neiiansj and Deferters continually came 
pvcr, he remained in thofe Quarters above 
9 Month, cxpeding, as he faid, fome 
Money from France ^ and that the Ve^ 
petians would make greater Provifion of 
Money, .Artillery and Ammunition. But 
the truer Reafon was his Expe<3:ation of 
the Succefs of the Negotiations between 
his Matter and the Catholic King. For 
f he King pf France knowing how neoeflary 
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his Friendfliip was to the other King, in f-_f • 
order to remove the Difficulties of hisPaf-\ 
fage into Spain, and for the Eftabliftiment 
of thofe Kingdoms, was not content with 
the Agreement which they had before 
concluded at Paris, but endeavoured to 
impofe on him harder Conditions, and to 
make Peace by his Mediation with the 
Emperor, which could not be efFcdled 
without the Reftitution oWerona to the 
Venetians. And the King of Spain, by 
the Advice of M. de Cheures, by whofc 
Authority, being as yet but fifteen Years 
of Age, he was wholly governed, did not 
refufe to accommodate his Refolutions to 
Times and Neceffities. 

• T H E R ^ aflembfed therefore at Noyon^ 
on the Part of the King of France, thc^jjf* 
Bifhop of Paris, the Grand Mailer of the 
Houfhold, and the Prefident of the Par- 
liament of P^w 5 and on the Part of the 
Catholic King^ the faid M. de Cheures, 
^d the Grand Chancellor of the Empire. 
While Lautrecb expeifted the Event of this 
Congrefs, the Soldiers, according to the 
Cuftom of the Military in our Age, wer? 

continually 
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^* ^* continually employifag their Arms againft 
'^* ' the unhappy Peafants. For while Lau^ 
trech^ after laying a Bridge at the Country 
Seat of Monzarbanio^ was employed in 
cutting off the Corn in the Fields of the 
Territory of Verona^ and in fcouring all 
the Country with his light Horfe, and a 
Part of his Troops, quartered in the Man- 
touany did fuch vaft Damage to that 
Country that the Marquis of Mantoua^ to 
free himfelf from the Trouble of Quarters, 
was content tx> pay the General Twelve 
Thoufand Crowns, the Garrifon of Ve^ 
rona made daily Incurfions into the Vicen^ 
tine and Padouariy and plundered the 
miferable City of Vicenza, Lautrecb^ 
however, afterwards being ftimulated by 
the moving Complaints of the Venetiansl 
paffed the Adice by the Bridge laid at UJb^ 
ling/) J and having made a vaft Booty in the 
Country, becaufe it was not in the leaft 
imagined that the Army would pafs on 
that Side, came before Verona with an In- 
tent to lay clofe Siege to it, having in the 
mean time with the Affiftance of the 
Men of the Country taken Pofleflion of 
Chiufa^ in order to render more difficult 

thq 
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the Piaflage of tbe SuccourSi which might ^^ ^* 
be fent from Germany. But the very Dayw-y^, 
that he approached Verona the German Yn^ 
fcintry, either voluntarily, or at his fegret 
Jnftigation, though they had been main-* 
tained thuee Months at the Coft of the 
FenefianSyipvotcikcd they would not, where 
the principal Intereft of the King oif France 
was not concerned, fight againft any 
Town in the Pofleffion of Cafar, Lau^ 
trecb therefore repafled the Adice^ and en-*^ 
pamped at thie Diftance of a Mile from the 
Walls of Verona ; and the Venetian Army, 
which confifted of Five Hundred Men at 
Arms, as many light Horfe, and Four 
Thoufand Foot, not thinking itfelffecurc 
on the farther Side of the River, pafled it 
juid joined hiin, 

At this JundturC;, the Commiffioners 
of the two Kings came to an Agvt&vacnt^^^ ^ 
on the Fifteenth Day di Au^fi at Noyon^ 
on the following Conditions : That be* 
tween the Kings of France and Spain there* 
(hall be a perpetual Peape, and a Confe- 
deracy for the Defence of their Dominions

Kingdom of Naples according to the Par- 
tition formerly made by their Predeceflbrs, 
but witl^ this Provifo, that till the Daughter 
comes to an Age fit for Matrimony the 
Catholic King fliall pay every Year to the 
King of France towards her Maintenance 
an Hundred Thoufand Crowns; but if 
fliefliould die before her Marriage, and 
the King fliould have another Daughter, 
(he fliall be given to the Catholic King on 
the fame, Conditions; and in cafe there 
fhould be none, then Renie fliould be 
given, who had been promifed in the 
Treaty made at Farh : That if any one of 
thefe Ladies died in Marriage without 
Children, that Part of the Kingdom of 
Naples fliall revert to the King of France : 
That the Catholic King fliall reftore. the 
Kingdom of Navarre to its antient King 
within a certain Time ; and, if it be not 
reftored, it fliall be lawful for the King of 
France to aflift him in the Recovery of it : 
But this Claufe was to be underftood, as 

the 
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the Spaniards afterwards affirmed^ with -^* ^• 
the Provifo, if that King firft gave him fa-c 
tisfaftory Evidence of his Right: That 
Cafar fliall have Liberty to accede to this 
Peace within the Term of two Months, 
and it (hall be lawful for the King o£ 
France to aflift the Venetians in the Reco- 
very of Verona 5 but if Cxjefar depofit that 
City in tha Hands of the Catholic King, 
with free Liberty to furrender it within Six 
Weeks to the King of France to be dif- 
pofed of at his Difcretion, he fhall receive 
of Francis an Hundred Thoufand Crowns, 
and the like Sum of the Venetians^ Part of 
it at the Time of Surrendry, and the reft 
.within Six Months, and fhall moreover be 
acquitted of about Three Hundred Thou- 
fand Crowns received of King Lewis when 
they were in Confederacy 5 and that in 
.fuch a Cafe there fhall be a Truce between 
£afar and the Venetians for Eighteen 
Months : And that Cafar fhall remain in 
PofTeffion of l^iva di Trento and Rovere^ 
with all that he poflefTes at prefent in 
Friuli ; and the Venetians continue to holcj 
the Caflles belonging to Ccejar which they 
keep at prefent, till the Kings of France 

and 
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'js. D. and Spain fhall have decided the Difii** 
y^P , fences between them concerning their 

Frontiers. Both Parties nominated the 

Pontiff.

The Agreement made at Noyon did 
Hot prevent the Venetians from continually 
bcfiegvd. folliciting Lautrecb to lay Siege to Verona^ 
for they were uncertain whether the Em- 
peror would accept the Peace, and they 
were defirous to recover it the fooncr by 
Force of Arms becaufe of the Quantity of 
Money they were to pay. On the other 
Part the King of France was better plcafed 
with an Agreement than Force, for the 
Eftablifhment of the Peace with Cafar. 
Lautrechy however, had no Excufe left, 
ibr the Venetians had made great Levies tX 
Foot, and made all the Ptovifions that he 
had demanded, and the Germans no longer 
^ refufed to march with the reft, and there- 
fore complied with their Defire. The 
Armies then paffed the Adice feparately, 
one by a Bridge laid above the City, the 
other by a Bridge laid below. The French 
pofted themfelves at Homba^ and planted 
Part of their Artillery againft the Gate of 
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Santa Lucia^ and. the reft, with theO^r- ^' p- 
man Infantry, before the Gate of Sauy 
MaJptnOy to play all on the Place where the 
Wall between the Cittadel and the City 
comes to join with the Wall of the Town, 
that," by making prad:icable Breaches for 
entering the City and Cittadel at once^ 
the Defendants might be neceflitated to 
divide themfclves into two Parties fcparated 
by a Length of Wall. The Venetian Army 
pafled the Adice below Verona into the 
Campus Martius^ and pofted itfelf at San 
Micbele between the River and the Canal, 
with a Defign to ruin the Defences on that 
Side, and to batter the Works towards 
Bijhofs GzX&y as the weakeft and leaft fcMT* 
tified Place. In the two firft Days they 
ruined with their Cannon the Defences, 
which were of confidefable Strength ; 
and the Batteries of the Venetians playing 
in Flank, though with greater Difficulty^ 
deftroyed the Outworks of three Baftions, 
on which they began on each Side to bat- 
ter the Wall with eighteen heavy Cannon, 
and fifteen of a proper Size for Battery ; 
and on the third Day each Army had mad© 
a Breach in the Wall of Seventy Braces, 
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^. D' and • continued battering to make thd 
J Breaches much lirger* But the Venetians^ 
oh whoTe Side the Wall was weaker, tho* 
they had in a manner levelled the BafHons 
and their Ramparts, yet they had not en- 
tirely deftroyed the inner Defences that 
flanked them, for being fo low, and al-^ 
moft within the Ditch, thd Bullets either 
went over them, or buried thcmfelves in 
the Earth before they came at them. At 
the fame Time they undermined the Wall, 
which, though it was underpropped, fell 
before the Time defigned by the Generals. 
In Verona were Eight Hundred Horfc, 
Five Thoufand German and Fifteen Hun- 
dred Spanijh Foot, all under the Com- 
mand of Marc Attonio Cohnnay who was 
no longer in the Service of the Pope but 
of Cafar. The Befieged were very dili- 
gent in cafting up Ramparts, providing for 
their Defence wherever it was neceflaryi 
and making a ftout and refolute Refiftance, 
highly to the Honour of Marc' Antonio^ 
who being wounded, though but flight- 
ly, by a Mufket Ball in the Shoulder, 
was never wanting, at any Hour of the 
Night as well as Day, to cxpofe himfelf to 
all manner of Fatigues and Dangers. The 

Batteries 
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batteries of ihcFrencby which were ereded 
againfi the four Places where the Towers 
flood between the Gate of the Cittadel 
and the Gate of Santa Lucia, had . now 
lazed the Walls to fuch a Degree, that 
each of the Breaches was capable of re- 
ceiving Soldiers in Line of Battle 5 and 
the Cannon of the Fenetiam had done ad 
much Execution. Lautrech however de- 
manded more Artillery for enlarging his 
Batteries, and without giving Ear to the 
Exclamations of the VenetianSy who w^rc 
continually ftimulating him' to ftorm the 
Place, was ready to embrace all Occafions 
for deferring the Aflault. And it hap- 
pened for his Purpofe that a Convoy of 
Waggons, loaded with Eight Hundred 
Barrels, of Powder, and great Quantities 
of Ball, coming to the Army through 
the Plains of Verona^ through the Fault 
of the Drivers, who ftrove to get one 
before another, the rapid Motion of the 
Wheels ftruck Fire, which lighting in th^ 
Powder blew it up,^ together ^ with the 
Wajjgons and the Os»n rfiat drew them. 
But the Befieged were forced to ikuggk 
with other Difficiiltics, for ip the Cityt

v..JJ-^difl:rcjfled by the Neighbourhood of the 

Enemy, there began to be a Scarcity of 

Provifions, none entering but in fmall 

Q^ntities, and by Way of the Mountains. 

Such was the melancholy Situation 

tclieved? ^^ Affairs in Verona^ when there arrived 

Nine Thoufand German Foot feiit by Cafar 

to relieve that City. Thefe Troops ad^ 

vancing to Chiufa got Pofleffion of it by 

Agreement^ and made themfelves Mafters 

of the Caftle of Corvaraj ieated on a Hill^ 

near the Adice^ towards Trent^ and feveral 

times taken and retaken in the War be*^ 

tween Cafar and the Venetians. On the 

Approach of thefe Forces Lautrecby ftruck 

with Fear either real or feigned, raifed 

the Siege, contrary to the Will of the 

Venetians^ and retired to Villafrancay ac* 

companied by Part of the Venetian Troops^ 

the reft, under Gian Pagolo Manfrone^ 

retiring beyond the Adice^ over a Bridge 

that was prepared, to Bojeto. The Vene'»^

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Germans finding no Oppofition pofted ^- ^• 
themfelves at Ttomba^ where the French \ 
Army had encamped before, whence Part 
of them entered the City, and the other 
which remained without was employed 
in introducing Provifions into the Place^ 
after which they departed, leaving in 
Verona a Garrifon of between Seven and 
Eight Thoufand German Foot, for moft 
of the Spaniards^ not being able to agree 
with the Germans^ were, under Colonel 
MaUonato^ gone over to the Venetians^ 
It was the Opinion of thd Public that this 
Relief was of no great Moment, for it 
brought no other Monev than Twenty 
Thoufand Khenijh Florins fent by the 
King of England^ and th^ Troops con- 
fumed almoft as great a Qu||ntity of Pro- 
vifions while they ftayed a^ they had 
brought with them thither. As the Forces 
retired to Villdfranca were daily eating up 
and exhaufting the Veronefe and Mantouan^ 
and the French Troops no longer to be 
reftrained by the Orders of their King 
from repairing to their Garrifons, the 
Venetians to keep them in the Field were

A T laft the Sinews of War were

tween to make no Agreement with the King of 
J^" *"^ France, at length fuffering his greedy 
Defire of Money to gct.^the Afeehderit 
over his natural Antipathy to the Name 
of the French^ and his antient Proje<ft of 
fubje<fting Italy y had accepted and ratified 
the Peace, ^nd had/determined to reftorc 
Verona according to the Form of the Ar- 
ticles of the Agreement. Hence refulted 
jmother Event in Favour of the King of 
France I ioi all the Cantons of the Sivifsj 
feeing a thorough Accommodation efFe<fted 
between Cafar and him, and that both 
Parties had laid down their Arms, were 
inclined to make an Agreement with him 
as the Grijons had done before, Galeazzo 
Vifconti mightily beftirring himfelf for that 
End, In recompenfe for this good Office

B y the Convention between the King 
of France and the Swijs it was agreed.

tion was made^ the Swifs demolifhed thefe 
CalUes. 



These were the Tranfadlions in Italy 
' ^ ^' during the Courfe of the Year 1516 5 but 
in the Beginning of the next Year the 
Bifliop of Trent cam? to Verona^ and 
offered to Lautrech^ with whom he had 
a Conference between Villafranca i^ndi 
Verona^ to rcfign that City, which, he 
faid, he held in the Name of the King 
of Spain^ to the King of France within 
the Term of Six Months appointed by 
the Articles/ But a Difficulty remaining, 
whether the Term was to begin from the 
Day of the Ratification of Cafar^ or 
from the Day when it was acknowledged 
to be held for the King oi^pain, fomc 
Days were fpent in difputing the Point. 
But the Troops 2XVerona^ demanding their 
Pay in a tumultuous Manner, conflrained 
the Bifhop of Trent to haflen the Pro- 
ceedings :

ceedings : Wherefore dating the Beginning ^- ^• 
of the Term frotn the Day in which^J^^Zi^j 
Ca/ar had given him Commiflionj he 
agreed to re6gft Verona on the Fifteenth 
Day of January, at which Time having 
received of the Venetians the firft Fifty 
Thoufand Ducats, and Fifteen Thoufand 
more, which according to the Convention 
were to be paid to the Troops in Verona^ 
and of Lautrech a Promife that the Ar- 
tillery in Verona fhould be conveyed to 
T!rent, he configned that City to Lautrech^ 
who received it in the Name of the King 
of prance, and immediately after, in the 
Name of the fame King, configned it to 
the Venetian Senate, and, for them, to 
Andrea Gritti the Proveditor. But in- 
expreffible was the Joy and Satisfadlion of 
the Venetian Nobility and People for 
having at laft feen a happy End of fo long 
and dangerous a War, tho' after infinite 
Cofts and Trouble, for, as fome of their 
Hiftorians aflfure us, they expended in 
the whole War fince the League oJF Cam^ 
bray no lefs than five Millions of Ducats, 
of which Five Hundred Thoufand were 
raifed by the Sale of Places. Incredible 
'* alfo 
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alfo were the Rejoicings of ^^Veronepf 
and of all the odicr Ckies and People 
within the Jurifdidtion of the Republic^ 
ilnce they now promif^d dienxTeives, from 
the Benefit of Peace, to enjoy Reft and 
4Qiuet, and to be freed from that World 
of Vexations and Calamities, under.which 
jth^y had for a long Time fo miierably 
fiifFered^ fometimes from, one and' fome^ 
^xies from the other of the contending 
Parties. i
